C.  Potter,  of  New  York,  and  Bishop  D.  B.  Knickerbacker  were  present- 
ers ;  and  present  and  uniting  in  the  Consecration  were  Bishop  Lee,  of 
Delaware,  Bishop  Bedell,  of  Ohio,  Bishop  Whipple,  of  Minnesota,  Bishop 
Coxe,  of  Western  New  York,  Bishop  Tuttle,  of  Missouri,  Bishop  Brewer, 
of  Montana,  Bishop  II.

Bishop  Whipple  was  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  Consecrator, 
Bishop  Tuttle  and  Bishop  Spaulding  were  the  presenters,  Bishop  Sey- 
mour preached,  and  Bishop  Whipple,  Bishop  Vail,  Bishop  Tuttle,  Bishop 
Spalding,  Bishop  Seymour  and  Bishop  Perry  united  in  the  consecration. 

SHUMWAY  HALL. 

June  17, 1886, 1  delivered  an  address  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of 
Shumway  Ilall,  the  gift  of  our  benefactor  and  friend,  Mrs.  Augusta  M. 
Huntington.  The  corner  stone  was  placed  by  her  daughter,  Miss  Clorine 
Shumway,  who  is  the  almoner  of  her  beloved  mother. 

INDIAN  COMMISSION  AND   WORK. 

From  August  1st,  to  October,  I  served  as  a  member  of  the  Indian  Com- 
mission appointed  by  the  President,  to  make  an  agreement  with  the 
scattered  bands  of  the  Chippeway  Indians  which  would  secure  their  con- 
solidation at  White  Earth,  provide  for  their  civilization  and  open  portions 
of  their  present  Reservations  to  white  settlement.  I  accepted  the  duty,  as 
a  trust  from  God,  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  atone  for  past  wrongs,  to  se- 
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cure  their  just  rights  and  provide  for  their  civilization.  This  is  not  the 
place  to  tell  the  story.  I  place  on  record,  for  those  who  come  after  me,  that 
the  present  condition  of  these  scattered  bands  of  Chippeways  is  a  dis- 
grace to  a  Christian  government ;  that  their  degradation  is  largely  due  to 
our  neglect  of  duty;  that  the  agreement  made  will  commend  itself  to 
every  patriot  and  Christian,  in  that  it  provides  government,  personal  rights 
of  property,  reward  for  labor,  abd  secures  to  the  Indians  and  their  chil- 
dren their  just  inheritance,  and  will,  under  God,  save  their  race.  This 
agreement  will  be  opposed  by  all  who  have  used  the  Indians  as  a  key  to 
unlock  the  National  Treasury,  the  bad  men  who  have  dragged  them  down 
to  a  depth  of  shame  and  sorrow  which  their  heathen  fathers  never  knew, 
and  by  all  who  look  with  a  greedy  eye  upon  their  possessions.  While  at  Red 
Lake  the  Head  Chief,  Mah-dwah-go-nmd,  said  to  me,  ''My  father,  since 
you  was  here  my  old  wife  has  gone  to  sleep  in  the  grave.  I  shall  soon  lie 
down  by  her  side.  I  have  heard  that  Christians  ask  the  Great  Spirit  to 
bless  the  place  where  they  will  sleep  until  lie  calls  them  out  of  the  grave. 
Will  you  bless  the  place  where  we  are  to  sleep?"  We  formed  a  procession 
of  Christian  Indians  and  marched  around  this  acre  of  God  singing  ''Jesus, 
Lover  of  my  soul"  in  Ojibway,  and  I  consecrated  it.  After  the  service 
the  aged  chief  said  "My  Father,  I  thank  you  for  telling  me  of  a  Savior. 
I  thank  you  for  blessing  the  place  where  I  shall  sleep.  I  have  your  face 
on  my  heart.  Good-bye.  I  have  done."  The  following  day  I  also  conse- 
crated the  Indians'  burial  place  near  St.  John's  church. 

Last  summer  I  held  service  on  the  site  of  our  first  mission  to  the  Da- 
cotahs.  It  awakened  many  sad  memories  of  the  past.  My  early  strug- 
gles and  conflicts  for  this  poor  race,  the  awful  scenes  of  the  Sioux  massa- 
cre of  1862,  the  heroism  of  Christian  Indians  who  rescued  white  women 
and  children  from  death,  the  nameless  graves  of  many  who  fell  victims  to 
savage  fury  provoked  by  a  nation's  neglect  and  robbery  and  with  these 
sad  memories  deep  gratitude  to  God  that  so  many  of  these  wandering  souls 
have  been  led  to  Christ.  The  venerable  Indian  Scout,  Good  Thunder,  is 
the  Leader  of  this  Christian  Indian  settlement  and  at  their  request  the 
Bev  S.  D.  Hinman  has  been  sent  as  their  teacher.  Our  deep  gratitude  is 
due  to  God  for  his  blessing  upon  our  work. 

PAUISHES  AND  MISSIONS. 

Parishes s^nd  Missions  seem  to  have  put  on  new  life.  Calvary  Church, 
Bochester;  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Wells;  Ascension  Church,  Kenyon;  St. 
Mark's  Church,  LaKe  City,  all  largely  due  to  the  faithful  women  who  al- 
ways are  our  helpers,  have  builded  beautiful  parsonages  for  their  rectors. 
Christ  Church,  Benson;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winona;  Christ  Church,  St. 
Yincent;  St  Luke's,  Hastings;  Ascension,  Kenyon,  have  paid  their  Church 
debt.    Grace  Church,  Montevideo:  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Albert 
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Lea;  Elysian;  Lake  Beno;  Merriam  Park;  Calvary  Chureh,  Minneapolis; 
Grace  Church,  Sauk  Bapids,  have  builded  Churches.  St.  PauPs,  Du- 
luth;  8t.  Judes,  Henderson,  and  Kasson,  have  repaired  and  made  beau- 
tiful their  Houses  of  God. 

The  Eev.  George  H.  Mueller  at  Blue  Earth  City  and  Lake  Chrystal, 
the  Bev.  P.  B.  Peabody,  at  Austin;  the  Bev.  T.  K.  Allen,  in  Hous- 
ton county;  the  venerable  Father  Chandler,  Belle  Creek:  the  Bev. 
Wm.  Wilkinson,  Kenyon,  Zumbrota  and  Pine  Island,  have  been  able 
under  God,  to  awaken  into  life  Missions  which  seemed  almost  dead. 
The  Church  people  of  Glencoe,  St.  Peter  and  Mankato  are  about  to 
build  parsonages.  Our  older  parishes  have  had  large  classes  for  Con- 
firmation, the  largest  being  in  Gethsemane  and  St.  Paul's,  Minneap- 
olis, the  fruit  of  Missions  carefully  prepared  for,  by  prayer  and  self- 
consecration. 

The  beautiful  Church  at  Stillwater  was  destroyed  by  lightning.  We 
cannot  fathom  the  Providence.  We  do  rejoice  that  it  has  called  out 
the  devotion  of  this  flock  and  the  Church  is  being  rebuilt.  This  par- 
ish has  been  bereaved  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  John  McKusick,  to  whom 
we  are  all  a  debtor  for  her  life  of  devotion  to  Christ  and  His  Church. 

OUR   DEPARTED. 

Three  of  our  Clergy  have  entered  into  rest. 

The  Bev.  Timothy  Wilcoxson  came  to  Mionesota  as  the  associate 
and  fellow  laborer  of  Bev.  James  Lloyd  Breck,  nearly  forty  years  ago. 
The  record  of  their  Missionary  work  is  like  the  stories  of  Apostolic 
journeys.  Tbey  walked  five  thousand  miles  the  first  year.  It  was  not 
unusual  for  them  to  walk  from  St.  Paul  to  La  Crosse,  Crow  Wing,  and 
St.  Peter  to  hold  a  service,  baptize  a  child  or  celebrate  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. In  1860  I  followed  Mr.  Wilcoxson  one  week  and  found  he  had 
walked  in  the  worst  winter  weather  one  hundred  and  sixteen  miles  in 
holding  his  weekly  services.  Our  early  Pioneers  remember  that  faith- 
ful, patient,  quiet  man  who  so  bravely  did  his  work  for  God.  For  a 
few  years  his  life  was  clouded  by  disease,  but  we  owe  to  his  memory 
a  debt  of  gratitude  for  his  brave,  earnest  life  of  devotion  to  duty. 
Bev.  James  Gurley  came  to  us  from  the  Methodists,  where  he  had 
been  an  honored  minister.  He  had  all  the  robust  character,  sprightly 
wit  and  common  sense  which  characterized  these  pione^  itinerant 
preachers.  He  came  to  the  church  from  the  clearest  convictions  of 
duty.  He  was  a  faithful  Missionary  until  infirmities  of  body  and  mind 
compelled  him  to  rest.  Bev.  H.  Langlois  was  one  of  our  Seabury 
sons.  He  was  of  Hugenot  descent  and  inherited  the  loyalty  of  his  race 
to  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  was  an  unolitrusive,  quiet  man, 
little  heeded  by  the  noisy  world,  but  few  of  us  will  have  a  better  rec- 
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ord  of  faithful  devotion  to  duty.  We  have  lost  by  death  three  bish- 
ops. The  Right  Bev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  Presiding  Bishop 
and  Bishop  of  Delaware.  He  was  a  ripe  scholar,  a  devout  Christian 
and  always  faithful  to  his  convictions  of  duty.  The  Bight  Rev.  William 
M.  Green,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  was  emphatically  the  St.  John 
of  the  House  of  Bishops.  I  could  pay  him  no  higher  meed  of  praise  and 
I  coold  say  no  less.  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  came  to  his  Dio- 
cese in  stirring  days.  He  was  a  faithful,  devoted  shepherd  of  Christ's 
flock  and  went  to  his  rest  with  the  love  of  all  who  knew  him.  It  seems 
only  as  yesterday  that  I  entered  the  House  of  Bishops  the  youngest  in 
years  and  office  of  that  venerable  house.  To-day  I  am  the  sixth  in  senior- 
ity. The  great  names  of  our  Church  have  fallen  asleep.  ''It  is  toward  even- 
ing and  the  day  is  far  spent."  Will  not  you  who  have  so  long  been  my 
fellow  laborers  and  to  whom  I  owe  a  debt  of  grateful  love,  help  me  to 
finish  the  work  Our  Master  gave  me  to  do? 

SCHOOLS. 

The  year  has  brought  prosperity  to  our  schools.  The  schools  of  Fari- 
bault are  among  the  first  of  our  Church  and  our  country.  They  are  no 
longer  an  experiment.  They  deserve  at  the  hands  of  our  men  of  wealth 
a  liberal  endowment,  so  that  this  blessed  work  may  go  on  forever.  We 
are  hampered  for  room.  We  need  libraries  and  scientific  apparatus.  We 
must  secure  additional  buildings  and  permanent  endowments.  The  age 
demands  and  will  have  the  best  facilities  for  higher  education.  They  will 
be  supplied.  If  we  give  up  our  vantage  ground,  others  will  occupy  our 
.  place,  and  we  who  might  be  foremost  in  the  work  of  Christian  education 
will  be  gleaners  where  others  reap  the  harvest.  It  is  my  earnest  desire 
to  build  a  noble  hall  for  our  boys'  school,  to  bear  the  name  of  him  who 
founded  this  work,  ''The  James  Lloyd  Breck  Hall." 

The  Bishop  Whipple  school,  Moorhead,  is  slowly  winning  its  way  as 
one  of  the  best  of  our  Church  schools.  It  bears  the  name  of  your  first 
Bishop  and  is  a  monument  to  the  liberality  and  energy  of  its  founder  and 
the  citizens  of  Moorhead. 

The  Breck  school  at  Wilder  is  designed  to  provide  a  home  school  for 
persons  of  moderate  means.  It  has  an  ample  glebe  of  land,  the  building 
is  nearly  finished,  and  with  a  few  hundred  dollars  will  be  ready  to  enter 
on  its  work. 

A  CHURCH  COLLEGE. 

We  need  a  Church  college,  especially  for  the  thorough  preparation  of 
our  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  It  would  require  two  hundredand  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  The  Stale  University  is  open  to  all.  It  has  a  liberal 
endowment.    It  is  winning  a  fair  name  for  scholarship.    It  ought  to  be 
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the  pride  of  the  state.  Many  of  its  students  are  children  of  the  Church. 
May  I  not  hope  that  God  will  put  it  into  some  heart  to  build  and  endow  a 
noble  Hall  to  bear  its  founder's  name,  which  shall  have  its  own  Warden 
and  where  our  sons  can  receive  the  benefits  of  the  University  and  be  un- 
der the  care  of  the  Church. 

I  have  not  conferred  with  the  Regents  of  the  University,  but  I  believe 
they  will  welcome  the  co-operation  of  any  Christian  Church  under  .this  or 
some  similar  plan.  If  we  can  secure  this,  we  shall  have  a  system  of 
Christian  education  second  to  none. 

CHURCH  WORK. 

So  far  as  I  know  our  Charities  have  been  faithfully  doing  their  blessed 

work. 

Hospitals, 

Our  several  Hospitals  have  brought  comfort  to  many  sick  and  suffering 
ones,  and  I  think  are  sharing  more  and  more  the  labor,  the  alms,  the 
love  and  the  prayers  of  the  Church. 

Sheltering  Arms. 

The  Sheltering  Arms  of  Minneapolis  is  a  Diocesan  Institute.  It  sup- 
plies a  great  need  in  the  care  of  Christ's  little  ones.  Its  children  come 
from  every  portion  of  the  state  and  it  has  a  just  claim  on  your  sympathy, 
alms  and  prayers. 

TFowuin's  Aiixiliary. 

In  Christ's  name  I  thank  the  faithful  women  of  our  branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  of  which  Mrs.  Mayo  is  president  and  Mrs.  Folds 
secretary,  for  their  aid  given  so  freely  to  the  Missionaries  of  the  Cross. 
A  full  report  of  their  work  will  be  presented  to  the  council .  May  God 
reward  them  in  that  day  for  work  which  we  can  only  give  our  gratitude. 

Questions  of  the  Hour  and  Aggressive  Church  Work, 

Brothers:  We  have  met  to  confer  together  about  the  interests  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  May  I  suggest  that  it  would  be  wise  for  us  to  devote 
more  time  to  the  questions  of  the  hour,  the  care  of  the  lambs  of  Christ  in 
the  Sunday  school,  the  best  means  for  aggressive  work  among  the  peo- 
ple, the  welfare  of  our  schools  and  charities,  the  means  to  stay  the  flood 
of  sensuality,  intemperance  and  crime,  the  better  organization  of  Mis- 
sions and  Parishes  for  Christian  work,  and  less  time  for  the  routine  work 
of  assessments,  election  of  officers  and  amendment  of  canons.  Think 
how  seldom  we  meet  to  confer  together,  how  short  the  time  is— surely  these 
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annual  gatherings  ought  to  quicken  our  hearts  and  inflame  our  love.  I  am 
sure  that  if  we  could  arrange  to  have  these  living  questions  brought 
before  us,  laity  and  clergy  would  hail  the  annual  council  as  a  blessed 
season  of  Christian  fellowship. 

GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Our  last  general  convention  was  memorable  for  its  fraternal  love,  its 
Missionary  spirit  and  its  adaptation  of  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer  to 
our  needs  as  a  Missionary  Church,  and  for  its  earnest  plea  for  the  resto- 
ration of  Christianity.  I  regretted  the  long  discussion  about  a  change  of 
name.  With  the  mass  of  irreligion,  communism  and  infidelity  in  the  land, 
the  multitudes  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd,  the  gross  sensuality  which 
delights  in  brutal  sports,  the  worldiness  which  bringps  Corinth  to  our  door, 
the  divisions  among  Christians,  an  Apostolic  Cnurch  has  graver  duties 
than  the  discussion  of  her  name.  Whatever  name  the  Church  bears  the 
world  will  admit  our  claims  as  an  Apostolic  and  Catholic  Church  when 
they  see  in  us  the  love,  the  faith  and  the  works  of  an  Apostolic  and  Cath- 
olic Church. 

CHURCH  UNITY. 

The  House  of  Bishops  set  forth  a  declaration  to  the  different  Christian 
cooamunions  in  this  land  who,  in  their  several  spheres,  have  contended  for 
the  religion  of  Christ: 

1.  Our  earnest  desire  that  the  Savior^s  prayer  '^that  we  may  be  all 
one''  may  in  its  truest  sense  be  speedily  fulfilled. 

2.  That  we  believe  that  all  who  have  been  duly  baptised  with  water 
in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost  are  members 
of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

3.  That  in  all  things  of  human  ordering  or  human  choice  relating  to 
modes  of  worship  and  discipline,  or  to  traditional  customs,  this  Church 
is  ready  in  the  spirit  of  love  and  humility  to  forego  all  preferences  of  her 
own. 

4.  That  this  Church  does  not  seek  to  absorb  other  communions,  but 
rather  co-operating  with  them  on  the  basis  of  a  common  faith  and  order 
to  discountenance  schism,  to  heal  the  wounds  of  the  body  of  Christ  and 
to  promote  the  charity  which  is  the  chief  of  Christian  graces  and  the 
visible  manifestation  of  Christ  to  the  world.  *  *  *  *  And  they  fur. 
ther  declare  their  belief,  that  as  parts  of  the  sacred  deposit  essential  to 
the  restoration  of  unity  among  the  divided  branches  of  Christendom,  we 
account  the  following: 

1.  The  Old  and  New  Testament  as  the  Revealed  Word  of  God. 

2.  The  Nicene  Creed  as  the  suflQcient  statement  of  the  Christian  Faith. 
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8.  The  two  sacraments,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  minis- 
tered with  unfailing  use  of  Christ's  words  of  Institution  and  of  the  ele- 
ments ordained  by  Him. 

4.  The  Historic  Episcopate,  locally  adopted  in  the  methods  of  its  ad- 
ministration to  the  varying  needs  of  peoples  and  nations  called  of  Grod 
into  union  with  His  Church.  *  *  And  they  further  declared  that  this 
Church  is  ready  to  enter  into  brotherly  conference  with  any  or  all  Chris- 
tian bodies  seeking  the  restoration  of  the  organic  unity  of  the  Church. 

No  declaration  has  been  made  by  the  Bishops  of  any  branch  of  the 
Church  of  graver  importance  or  which  under  God  may  lead  to  more  bles- 
sed results.  It  is  no  eirenicon  to  heal  the  schisms  of  the  body  of  Christ 
It  is  simply  an  olive  branch  of  peace  and  love.  It  asks  for  calm,  prayer- 
ful deliberation.  Neither  our  brethren  of  other  communions  nor  we  our- 
selves are  prepared  for  such  a  reunion,  but  is  it  too  much  to  hope,  nay  to 
believe,  that  the  spirit  of  God  is  stirring  Christian  hearts  the  world  over; 
to  ask  for  Christian  unity  and  that  in  God's  own  good  time  it  will  come? 
Brethren,  pray  for  it,  speak  no  word  which  will  widen  the  separation, 
labor  for  peace,  seek  for  Christ's  image  on  all  His  children  and  ever  say, 
^'Grace  be  with  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity.'' 

SACRAMENTS. 

Brethren  :— I  have  at  all  times  tried  to  give  you  all  the  liberty  which 
the  Church  gives  and  have  never  given  you  advice  In  private  or  public, 
upon  matters  of  ritual  unless  constrained  to  do  so  by  convictions  of  duty 
to  Christ  and  His  Church  and  to  further  the  work  of  a  Missionary  Church. 
We  cannot  be  too  careful  to  follow  the  mind  of  Christ  and  the  example 
of  His  apostles  in  celebrating  Holy  Sacraments.  These  Sacraments  are 
mysteries  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Every  direction  of  our  blessed  Lord 
must  be  fulfilled  in  ord^r  to  receive  the  benefits  which  He  has  appointed 
them  to  convey.  It  is  not  enough  to  put  water  in  the  font,  it  is  not 
enough  to  invoke  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  it  is  not  enough  to  pour 
water  on  the  person,  it  must  be  applied  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and 
the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  and  only  then  it  is  Christian  Baptism. 
In  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion  our  Lord  made  its  reception  a 
part  of  His  institution. 

All  the  Evangelists  agree  that  *'  He  took  bread,  and  when  He  had 
given  thanks.  He  brake  it  and  gave  it  to  His  disciples  saying  take,  eat, 
this  is  my  body  which  is  given  for  you,  do  this  in  remembrance  of  Me. 
Likewise  after  supper  He  took  the  cup  and  when  He  had  given  thanks, 
He  gave  it  to  them  saying  drink  ye  all  of  this,  for  this  is  My  blood  of  the 
New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  you  and  for  many  for  the  remission  of 
sins;  do  this  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it  in  remembrance  of  Me."    The  Apostle 
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St.  Paul,  writiDg  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  repeats  our 
Lord's  words  and  makes  the  eating  and  the  drinking  a  part  of  the  Di- 
vine Sacrament.  St.  Paul  did  not  say  '^  Is  not  the  bread  we  break  the 
body  of  Christ  ?"  He  did  say  ''  Is  not  the  bread  we  break  the  commun- 
ion of  the  body  of  Christ  ?"  If  it  is  asked  when  are  these  gifts  of  bread 
and  wine  taken  out  of  the  kingdom  of  nature  and  made  the  channels  of 
grace?  It  is  when  penitent  and  believing  souls  receive  them  according 
to  our  Lord  and  Saviour's  divine  institution,  in  remembrance  of  His  death 
and  passion,  and  then,  when  the  entire  prescription  is  observed  and  ful- 
filled is  the  Lord's  promise  fulfilled,  then  Eternal  life  is  fed  and  they  are 
indeed  partakers  of  His  Body  and  Bread.  To  attempt  to  define  the  mode 
and  manner  of  Christ's  presence,  or  to  predicate  benefits  of  this  Sacra- 
ment other  than  those  our  Lord  expressly  appointed  it  to  convey  will, 
I  fear,  bring  peril  to  souls. 

I  dare  not  say  more.  Others  defining  the  mode  and  manner  of  Ciirist's 
presence  have  withheld  from  the  faithful  '^  the  cup  of  blessing  "  which 
St.  Paul  said  was  the  communion  of  the  Blood  of  Christ,  of  which  our 
Lord's  command  was  '^  Drink  ye  all  of  this."  We  cannot  urge  our  peo- 
ple to  too  careful  preparation  for  tbe  Lord's  table.  As  penitent  sinners 
humbly  looking  to  Him  alone  for  pardon  we  must  come.  We  come  in 
the  way  He  provided.  We  come  to  receive  the  grace  He  promised.  But 
we  must  remember  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  His  Representative,  that  He 
ascended  into  Heaven  to  send  to  us  ''  the  Comforter."  We  are  made 
Sons  of  Grod  by  the  Holy  Ghost  by  Whom  the  Son  of  God  became  the  Son 
of  Man.  The  Holy  Ghost  keeps  up  the  life  current  between  disciples  on 
earth  and  their  ascended  Lord  in  Heaven.  It  may  be  that  some  of  you 
are  able  to  philosophise  about  mysteries  which  our  branch  of  the  Church 
has  never  defined,  but  to  the  people,  it  brings  the  parii  of  a  violation  of 
the  second  commandment.  Our  dear  Church  has  never  defined  what  God 
has  not  defined.  She  calls  her  children  to  the  Lord's  guest  Chamber. 
She  tells  them  how  to  come  and  they  who  heed  and  receive  His  word  do 
receive  ''  the  Communion  of  His  body  and  His  blood." 

MISSIONS. 

Brethren:  A  few  words  about  Missions.  There  is  much  to  cheer  our 
hearts,  much  more  to  humble  our  pride  and  send  us  to  our  closets.  There 
are  few  religious  bodies  in  our  state  which  have  a  larger  share  in  the  in- 
telligence and  wealth  of  the  state.  We  are  behind  others  in  occupyihg 
new  fields.  Our  Clerical  force  ought  to  be  doubled  in  St.  Paul  and  Min- 
neapolis. We  need  ten  Missionaries  in  fields  white  for  the  harvest.  I 
am  over  bold.  It  may  be  the  last  plea  of  your  old  bishop.  Will  you  not  for 
His  sake  who  died  for  you,  make  generous  individual  gifts  for  this  work, 
as  God  has  blessed  you. 
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October  28,  Mrs.  Whipple  and  myself  were  mercifully  saved  from  an 
awful  death  in  the  wreck  of  the  limited  express  of  Chicago  &  Milwaukee. 
By.  at  Bio,  Wisconsin,  where  over  twenty  human  beings  were  burned  to 
death.  Our  deep  gratitude  is  due  to  God  and  to  the  brave  hero,  Engineer 
Thomas  Little,  who  perilled  his  life  to  save  others  from  death.  Such 
acts  of  loyalty  to  duty,  which  are  not  unfrequent  among  these  railway 
men  ought  not  to  be  forgotten  in  a  day  when  so  much  is  said  about 
human  rights  and  so  little  about  human  duties.  My  life  has  been  a 
strangely  chequered  one  of  joy  and  sorrow,  of  perils  and  deliverance.  I 
wonder  at  God's  goodness  —  I  count  next  to  His  grace  and  love,  the  love 
of  clergy  and  laity  to  sustain  and  hold  up  my  hands.  If  care,  sickness 
and  sorrow  have  chiselled  some  lines  on  these  cheeks,  I  am  sure  that 
when  we  reach  the  other  home  we  shall  know  the  reason  why  the  way 
has  been  rough,  and  know  that  it  was  our  best  road  home. 

Divine  service  being  ended,  the  Rt.  Rev.  The  President 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council  to  order.  The  Sec- 
retary called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy,  furnished  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  The  Bishop,  when  forty-eight  answered  to  their 
names,  took  seats,  and  a  quornm  of  Clergy  found  pres- 
ent. 

The  list  of  Parishes  was  then  called  and  the  Creden- 
tials of  Lay  Delegates  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Secre- 
tary. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  The  President,  appointed  The  Rev.  J.  A. 
Gilfillan  and  The  Rev.  T.  C.Hudson  to  act,  with  the  Sec- 
retary, as  a  Committee  on  Lay  Credentials,  which  report- 
ed immediately,  forty-three  Parishes  and  Missions  as  en- 
titled to  represention.  The  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  being 
called,  fitty-eight  answered  to  their  names,  representing 
twenty-eight  Parishes,  took  seats,  and  a  quorum  found 
present,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  The  President,  declared  the 
Council  open  for  business. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  Steinfort  Kidney,  D.  D.,  The 
Rev.  Andrew  D.  Stowe  was  re-elected  Secretary,  who  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  T.  C.  Hudson,  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  Mr.  H.  P.  Hoppin  was  re-elected  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese. 
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On  motion  Mr.  E,  H.  Holbrook,  jr.,  was  re-elected 
Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

On  motion  visiting  Clergy  and  Divinity  Students  were 
invited  to  seats  in  this  Council.

My  dear  Bishop: 

I  enclose  consolidated  statement  of  account  of  Gordon  E.  Cole,  Treas- 
urer of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Minnesota  Church  Foundation,  from  May 
21, 1886,  to  June  4, 1887,  for  the  information  of  the  Council. 

The  resolution  of  the  Council  for  1886,  directing  the  Treasurer  of  Epis- 
copate Fund  to  pay  over  to  the  corporation  certain  monies  of  that  fund, 
contains  no  instruction  or  authonty  as  to  its  investment.  The  Treasurer 
has  received  $10,105.50  from  E.  H.  Holbrook,  Treasurer,  and  has  invest- 
ed it  in  certificates  of  deposit  of  the  First  National  Bank,  drawing  4  per 
cent  per  annum.  The  Council  should  by  resolution  urive  definite  and  cer- 
tain instructions  to  our  Board,  in  relation  to  this  fund,  and  covering  any 
further  funds  it  ma.v  receive  from  the  same  source .

Council  re-assembled  and  called  to  order  by  The  Rt. 
Rev.  The  President.  Prayers  being  said  by  the  Rev.  E. 
Jay  Cooke,  the  Council  listened  to  the  address  of  The 
As8istant  Bishop,  The  Rt.  Rev.  M.  N.  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  as 
follows: 

ASSISTANT    BISHOP'S   ADDRESS. 

Before  reaching  my  report  I  desire  to  humbly  and  devoutly  return  my 
thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his  watchful  and  preserving 
care  over  me  and  for  the  many  manifestations  of  His  loving  providence. 

I  desire  also  to  express  my  heartfelt  appreciation  to  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  for  the  warm  and  generous  heart  welcome  he  has  from  the  first 
given  me,  and  for  his  wise  and  fatherly  counsels  in  the  prosecution  of 
my  work.  May  our  Heavenly  Father,  long  preserve  him  to  the  Church  he 
honors,  and  to  the  Diocese,  in  which,  he  is  so  lovingly  and  tenderly  re- 
vered. 

Moreover,  I  cannot  refrain  from  thanking  my  brethren  of  Clergy  and 
Laity  for  their  cordial  greetings,  always  and  everywhere  given,  and  for 
their  unfailing  and  sympathetic  co-operation.  May  God  reward  them  for 
their  kindness. 

I  was  consecrated,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Minnesota  in  St.  James' 
Church,  Chicago,  on  the  seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Oct.  17, 1886, 
The  Right  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  Presiding  Bishop,  being  Consecrator. 

My  resignation  as  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  took  effect  on 
Sunday,  Nov.  14th,  where  at  the  evening  services  I  began  my  work  as 
ALSsistant  Bishop,  by  confirming  a  class  of  seventeen  persons  and  address- 
ing them.  The  following  Thursday,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  I  stirted  northward  for  a  visitation  of  the  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, in  certain  portions  of  the  Northern  Convocation. 

Sunday,  Nov.  21st,  I  held  services  in  the  School  house  at  Hallock,  Kitt- 
son county,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them.  1  desire  to  say 
here,  to  avoid  constant  repetition,  that  I  have  always,  except  in  two  or 
three  instances,  made  an  address  to  the  candidates  for  confirmation. 

At  Hallock  I  organized  a  Mission,  named  it  St.  John's,  and  appoint- 
ed a  Church  committee.  Arrangements  were  made  for  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Appleby  to  give  them  one  Sunday  service  a  month.  Steps  have  since 
been  taken  looking  toward  building  a  Church,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
completed  before  winter.  At  3  p.  m.  I  consecrated  Christ  church,  St. 
Vincent,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons.    The  arduous  and  self-denying 
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work  Mr.  Appleby  is  doing  in  this  vast  region  is  of  untold  value  to  the 
Church,  and  the  cheerful,  self-denying  spirit  he  displays  is  worthy  of  all 
praise. 

In  the  evening,  held  services  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Pembina, 
Dakota. 

Tuesday,  November  23d,  I  held  services,  assisted  by  the  Missionary  in 
charge.  Rev.  S.  Currie,  and  confirmed  four  persons,  one  in  private,  in  Bed 
Lake  Falls,  Polk  county.  I  appointed  a  Church  committee,  organized  St 
Andrew's  Mission  and  arranged  for  regular  services.  This  is  a  promis- 
ing point,  and  a  Church  will  probably  be  built  this  year. 

Thursday,  November  24th,  Thanksgiving  Day,  held  services  and  bap- 
tised one  child  in  the  little  rural  Church  at  Mentor,  Polk  county.  I  ap- 
pointed a  Church  committee  and  placed  the  work  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Currie,  of  Crookston. 

Friday,  November  25th,  held  services  in  the  Methodist  church  at 
Fisher's  Landing. 

Sunday,  November  27th,  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  preached  morn- 
ing and  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Crookston,  and  confirmed  in  the  even- 
ing a  class  of  nine  persons,  presented  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Currie. 
Mr.  Currie  has  done  a  good  work  in  Crookston,  and  although  he  has  now 
resigned  the  parish,  he  will  give  his  valuable  services  to  the  missionary 
work  in  Polk  county  and  points  adjacent. 

Tuesday,  November  30th,  held  services  in  the  Baptist  Church  at  Breck- 
enridge,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pinkham,  of  Wahpeton,  Dakota.  I  organ- 
ized St.  Luke's  Mission,  appointed  a  Church  committee  and  made  ar- 
rangements for  Mr.  Pinkham  to  take  charge  of  the  work.  It  is  a  field  of 
much  promise,  but  we  must  have  a  Church  of  our  own,  before  we  can 
make  real  progress. 

Wednesday,  December  1st,  held  services  in  the  Church  at  Brown's  Val- 
ley. I  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ashley,  of  Sisseton  Agency,  Dakota, 
who  is  able  and  willing  to  give  the  few  Church  folks  here  an  occasional 
service. 

Thursday,  Dec.  2d,  held  services  in  the  Methodist  church  in  Morris, 
our  own  Church  being  out  of  repair.  The  work  here  is  at  a  standstill, 
but  occasional  services  by  some  neighboring  missionary  oushtto  be  given* 

Friday,  Dec.  3d,  10:30  a.  m.,  I  consecrated  Zion  Church,  Reno,  Pope 
Co.,  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  R.  M.  Johnson.  This  is  a  neat  edifice, 
beautifully  situated  in  a  thriving  farming  community.  On  the  evening 
of  the  same  day  preached  and  confirmed  one  person  in  the  Baptist  Church, 
Glenwood.  Mr.  Johnson  hopes  to  build,  during  the  summer,  a  Chapel, 
which  is  much  needed. 

Sunday  evening,  Dec.  5th,  I  held  services  in  St.  James  Church,  Fergus 
Falls.  This  parish  is  prospering  under  the  faithful  ministration  of  Rev. 
Samuel  Mills. 
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MoDday,  Dec.  Bth,  held  services  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Alexandria. 
This  Parish  is  at  present  without  a  Rector. 

Tuesday,  Dec.  7th,  preached  in  the  Church  of  tbe  Good  Samaritan, 
Sauk  Centre,  under  tlie  charge  of  the  much  loved  liector,  Rev.  J.  F.  Ham- 
ilton. 

Thursday,  Dec.  7th,  I  held  services  in  the  new  Church  at  Sauk  Rapids. 
This  Church  is  erected  upon  the  ruins  of  one  destroyed  in  the  spring  by 
the  Cyclone,  and  built  almost  entirely  by  means  of  funds  contributed  by 
the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese. 

Friday  at  8  p.  m.  I  held  services  in  the  Church  at  Royalton,  and  in  the 
evening  preached  and  confirmed  one  person  at  Little  Falls.

I  have  ordained  Deacon,  Rev.  Joseph  Wakazoo,  in  St.  Mark^s 
Church,  Minneapolis,  Jan.  20th,  1887,  and  have  advanced  to  the  Piiest- 
hooJ  Rev.  Ezra  P.  Chittenden,  in  Gethsemane  Church,  Minneapolis, 
June  1st.  1887. 

I  have  delivered  237  sermons  and  addresses,  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion 44  times,  visited  99  different  Parishes  and  Missions  and  conse- 
crated one  Church  Cemeter>'. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  I  have  visited  fifteen  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions and  confirmed  158  persons. 

This  completes  the  record  since  Nov.  16,  1887.  Dec.  1st,  1887,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  having  been  compelled  by  the  state  of  his  health 
to  seek  a  milder  climate,  committed  the  Diocese  to  my  care.  This  trust 
continued  until  April  20, 1887,  when  the  Bishop  returned. 

;My  heart  goes  out  in  thankfulness  to  the  Great  Father  for  his  watch- 
ful and  preserving  care.  I  have  been  mercifully  preserved  in  every  way 
in  the  midst  of  many  exposures  and  some  hardships .  I  have  felt  daily  my 
inexperience,  but  have  tried  prayerfully  to  do  my  duty  as  best  I  could . 
Many  blessings  have  surrounded  and  followed  me,  for  which  the  Lord  be 
praised .  If  in  any  way  I  have  aided  toward  the  upbuilding  of  Christ^a 
Kingdom  in  this  Diocese.  I  am  content.  My  heart  rejoices  to  know 
that  I  have  been  enabled  to  relieve  our  honored  and  unselfish  Bishop  in 
his  arduous  work.  I  am  filled  with  wonder  and  admiration  when  I  real- 
ize, as  never  before,  the  remarkable  work  he  has  been  able  to  perform 
in  the  years  gone  by.  My  own  labors  are  made  ten-fold  lighter  by  the 
paths  he  has  so  clearly  marked  out.  The  blessed  help  of  such  a  wise 
leader  and  overseer  impresses  itself  upon  me  daily. 
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Now  in  conclusion,  brethern  beloved,  for  what  ous^ht  we  to  specially 
work  and  pray?  I  can  only  very  briefly  touch  upon  a  few  of  the  needs. 
In  the  Orst  place,  we  ought  to  pray  more  earnestly  for  laborers  in  the 
Lord's  Vineyard.  Promising  fields  to  day,  white  for  the  harvest,  are 
lanscuishing  because  of  the  lack  of  laborers.  We  need  earnest,  delf- 
sacrificing  men,  men  who  will  cheerfully  endure  hardships  for  the 
Master;  men  with  the  spirit  which  animated  Breck,  Wilcoxson  and 
Livermore.  We  have,  thank  God,  many  such  men,  but  we  need  more. 
We  want  men  who  realize  the  blessedness  of  self-sacrifice.  If,  in  these 
vacant  fields  of  this  Diocese  we  can  place  such  stewards  of  the  Master^ 
the  work  will  grow  and  thrive.  People  everywhere  are  ready  to  welcome 
the  Church.  Readily  will  they  receive  her  ministration,  if  they  be  offered 
to  them  in  all  their  sacred  attractiveness.  Not  only  ought  the  Clergy  who 
minister,  be  men  of  consecration,  but  they  need  to  be  well  furnished 
mentally,  with  sterling  common  sense,  with  a  knowledge  of  affairs,  and 
able  to  grapple  with  the  problems  of  the  day.  Better  by  far  that  a  field 
should  remain  vacant  than  to  have  it  occupied  by  a  clergyman  who  can- 
not win  souls  to  Christ,  through  the  Church. 

Secondly,  we  must  never  lose  sight  of  the  importance  and  blessedness 
of  simple  ministrations.  In  our  natural  anxiety  to  see  immediate 
results,  we  are  apt  to  minimize  this  great  duty.  Throughout  this  great 
state  there  are  hundreds  of  families  who  have  not  the  privileges  of  the 
Church.  They  are  scattered  over  our  broad  prairies  or  gathered  in  little 
hamlets.  To  look  after  these  people  pastorally,  to  preach  to  them  the 
Word,  to  administer  the  Sacrament,  to  give  them  from  time  to  time  the 
services  of  our  dear  Church,  is  a  Christly  work.  Let  the  Rectors  and  the 
Missionaries  hesitate  not,  to  seek  out  these  hungering  ones,  even  if  a 
congregation  cannot  be  formed  or  a  Church  erected.  Church  building 
should  be  the  natural  outgrowth  of  a  real  need,  the  second  or  the  third 
step  in  Church  work,  never  the  flrs^ 

Third,  The  Missionary  spirit  needs  to  be  cultivated  more  in  our  Par- 
ishes. Episcopal  though  we  are  in  our  government,  yet  too  often,  I  fear, 
there  is  practical  Congregationalism.  This  narrow  Parochialism  should 
be  always  discouraged.  Present  the  claims  of  the  Church  CaXholic  Jirst\ 
provide  for  her  just  demands;  tken  press  Parochial  claims.  Gifts  for  the 
former  will  never  diminish,  but  rather  increase  the  latter.  This  truth  has 
been  demonstrated  by  manifold  experiences.  We  ought  to  provide  for 
more  frequent  general  mestings  at  different  important  points  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  interest  in  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church, 
general  and  Diocesan.  This  subject  I  commend  to  the  consideration  of 
this  Council. 

Fourth,  There  should  be  more  certain  provision  for  our  aged  and  infirm 
Clergy  than  is  to  be  derived  from  spasmodic  and  irregular  offerings.    No 
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sppnls  more  stfoofflj  to  tte  hmt  of  oar  lafBcn  ibma  tfaia.  Let 
it  be  definitrij  and  penooally  pfenateiL  and  I  am  cooMent  that  in  a 
lew  jma  this  fond  will  be  genennnlj  endowed. 

In  eonelnaon,  let  OS  gire  ooxaetrca  nwie  cntiielj  to  the  Maater^s  aer- 
Tiee,  cheerfoll J  doinic  the  work  committed  into  our  hands,  and  more  and 
more  filling  onrBehres  with  endioaiasn  for  the  dear  Lord  and  for  the 
C'harcfa  which  He  has  purchased  with  His  Blood.

After  Morning  Prayer,  conducted  by  The  Rev.  Edward 
Moyses,  The  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark.  The  Rev.  E.  P.  Chittenden, 
The  Bishop  pronouncing  the  benediction.  The  Rt.  Rev. 
The  President  called  the  Council  to  order.  The  Secre- 
tarj'  called  the  roll  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates,  when 
the  Rev.  J.  Steinfort  Kidney,  D.  D.,  Chairman,  submitted 
the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  oo  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Canon,  pre- 
pared in  the  stead  of  the  existing  Canon  xi.  report  that  they  have  con- 
sidered and  amended  the  same,  and  recommend  its  adoption  by  the 

Council.

On  motion  of  Judge  E.  T.  Wilder,  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  and  the  Canon  xi.  as  amended  (after  consid- 
eral»le  dirirnir^sionl  was  adopted,  to-wit: 

liesolved.  That  Canon  XI.  of  t!:e  Canons  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Afinneaota 
be  and  the  same  hereby  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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CANON  XL 

ON  THE  PRESENTATION  AND  TRIAL  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  within  and  for  the  Diocese  of 
Minnesota  a  Court  to  be  known  as  ''The  Ecclesiastical  Court,"  and  a 
Court  to  be  known  as  '*The  Appellate  Court,"  each  to  consist  of  five 
Judges,  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
Presbyters  canonically  resident  within  said  JDiocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  at  the  session  of  the  Council  at 
which  this  Canon  may  be  adopted,  shall  appohit  five  Judges  of  each  of 
said  Courts,  whose  respective  terms  of  oSLaa  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.:  one 
for  one,  one  for  two,  ono  for  three,  one  for  four  and  one  for  five  years. 

At  each  annual  session  of  the  Council  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
to  appoint  a  Judge  of  each  of  said  Courts  in  place  of  each  out-going 
member  thereof,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and 
it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Bishop  thus  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  have  occurred  in  either  of  said  Courts,  such  appointee  to  hold  his 
office  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  him  whose  place  he  is  ap- 
pointed to  fill.  All  of  said  Judges,  however,  to  hold  over  until  their  re- 
spective successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  An  accusation  may  be  made  against  a  Clergyman  for  viola- 
tion of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  the  Diocese  of  Min- 
nesota, or  for  any  offence  specified  in  such  Canon,  to  his  Bishop  by  any 
three  communicants  of  this  Church,  in  writing,  over  their  respective  sig- 
natures. If  the  Bishop,  assuming  for  this  purpose  the  accusation  to 'be 
true,  shall  think  the  charge  demands  investigation,  he  shall  appoint  two 
Presbyters— not  members  of  either  of  said  Courts— to  investigate  said  ac- 
cusation and  report  to  liim  in  writing,  the  results  in  detail  of  such  investi- 
gation. 

Should  this  report  be  such  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  to  render 
probable  the  truth  of  the  accusation,  he  shall  place  before  the  Standing 
Committee  a  certified  copy  thereof.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  there- 
upon carefully  examine  said  report  and  if  satisfied  of  the  probable  guilt 
of  the  accused  shall  present  him  for  trial  to  the  Bishop,  stating  distinctly 
in  the  presentment  the  charges  and  specifications  with  which  he  is  thus 
presented  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances; 
which  presentment  must  be  signed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee. ' 

The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  order  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  to  convene  at 
a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  for  the  trial  of  the  accused ,  to  whom  notice 
thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  of  not  less  than  thirty  days,  which  notice 
shall  be  accompanied  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  presentment  and  with  a 
list  of  the  names  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution,  so  far  as  then 
known.

Sec.  II.     If  the  Bishop  disapprove  of  the  proceedings  or  findings  or 
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recommendatioDS  of  the  Court,  he  may  in  his  discretion  remit  or  modify 
the  punishment. 

Sec.  12.  The  accused  within  sixty  days  after  notice  to  him  of  the  de- 
cision of  the  Court,  and  of  the  approval  in  whole  or  in  part  thereof  by  the 
Bishop,  as  provided  for  in  sections  10  and  11  of  this  Canon,  may,  by  giving 
notice  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Church  Advocate  of  his  election 
so  to  do,  appeal  the  case  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Upon  receiving  such  notice  the  Bishop  shall  file  with  some  member  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals  a  copy  of  the  record  of  proceedings  aforesaid  so  cer- 
tified to  him,  and  shall  issue  his  order  convening  said  Court  of  Appeals  at 
a  time  and  place  by  him  named  therefor,  and  give  the  accused  and  the 
Church  Advocate  notice  thereof  not  less  than  thirty  days  before  the  day 
thus  named. 

At  the  time  and  place  thus  named  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  assemble 
(any  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum),  and  proceed  to  an  examina- 
tion and  review  of  the  case  thus  presented.  The  Court  shall  have  power 
to  afiirm  the  proceedings  and  recommendations  of  the  Court  below,  to  set 
aside  or  modify  the  proceedings  and  lecommendations  in  whole  or  in  part; 
if  in  part,  to  determine  the  punishment  to  be  infiicted;  and  if  set  aside  and 
reversed  in  its  entirety,  then  to  dismiss  the  whole  proceedings  and  discharge 
the  accused,  or  remand  the  case  to  the  Court  below  for  a  new  trial;  in  which 
latter  event  the  Court  below  will  resume  jurisdiction  of  the  case  and  pro- 
ceed to  a  re-trial  thereof  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  named  therefor  by  the 
Bishop,  not  less  than  thirty  days^  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  accused 
and  the  Church  Advocate. 
Any  order  or  judgment  of  said  Appellate  Court  in  the  premises  must 

have  the  concurrence  of  at  least  three  of  the  Judges  thereof. 
Sec.  13.    The  expenses  accruing  in  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  except  his 

own,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  upon  the  order  of  the 

Bishop. 
Sec.  14.    In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act, 

all  the  duties  of  the  Bishop  under  this  Canon  shall  be  performed  by  the 

Assistant  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  by  the  Standing  Committee, 

save  only  that  the  sentence  of  deposition  may  be  pronounced  only  by  a 

Bishop. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  M.  H.  Sessions  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  Canon  Xll.  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  so  far 
as  it  provides  for  *'An  Appellate  Court." 

The  hour  having  arrived  tor  the  Report  of  the  Special 
Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  a  cer- 
tain portion  of  The  Bishop's  address,  The  Chairman  sub- 
mitted the  follov^ing,  which  on  motion  was  adopted. 
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REPORT. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  committed  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  ad- 
dress suggesting  that  the  time  of  the  Diocesan  Council  be  more  largely 
occupied  with  other  than  its  routine  work,  report  that,  in  the  brief 
time  allotted  to  them,  they  have  considered  the  subject,  and  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz. 

1.  Beaolved,  That  four  Committees,  each  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers, be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  each  of  them  to  take  into  consider- 
ation one  of  the  following  topics,  and  to  report  measures  for  consid- 
eration to  the  ensuing  Diocesan  Council,  viz:  1.  The  Catechetical  Work 
of  the  Church,  i;.  The  Educational  Work.  3.  Measures  Aimed  at 
Prevailing  Vices  and  Crimes.    4.  Missions  and  Charities. 

2.  Besolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  The  Treasurers  of  the 
different  funds,  and  the  Chairmen  of  Committees  be  urged  and  re- 
quested to  do  all  possible  work  in  their  several  functions  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Council,  in  order  to  diminish  the  time  now  spent  in 
organization  and  routine  business. 

3.  Besolved,  That  the  entire  routine  business  of  the  Council  shall,  if 
possible,  be  done  upon  the  first  day  of  the  session,  in  order  to  leave 
the  succeeding  day  or  days  free  for  the  discussion  of  the  measures 
recommended  in  the  Bishop's  address  and  the  reports  of  the  several 
Committees  to  whom  these  topics  shall  have  been  submitted . 

4.  Besolved,  That  it  is  desirable,  if  practicable,  that  the  session  of  the 
Council  should  be  extended  over  the  space  of  three  days,  and  that  the 
several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  recommended  to  elect  their  Lay 
Delegates  with  reference  to  such  prolonged  session. 

5.  Resolved,  That  this  Committee,  regarding  these  suggestions  as  hast- 
ily made,  and  possibly  crude,  be  extended,  with  power  to  mature  a 
more  definite  plan  for  the  economizing  of  time  and  the  facilitating  the 

accomplishment  of  the  routine  business.

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REPORT, 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Parishes  has  received  the  ap- 
plication of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Merriam  Park,  to  be  received  into  union 
with  the  Council,  but  the  necessary  papers,  required  by  canon  not  having 
been  presented  to  the  Committee,  it  is  unable  to  report  on  the  applica- 
tion at  the  present  Council.

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  ioard  of  Missions  read 
the  following  report  which  was  ordered  printed: 

REPORT. 

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  has  met  twice  during  the  past  year. 
Eighteen  Missionaries  were  appointed  by  the  Board  on  the  nomination  of 
the  Bishop,  and  the  appointment  of  eighteen  others,  aided  by  the  Domes- 
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tic  Board  of  Missions,  was  approved.  Most  of  the  Missionaries  have  re- 
mained faithfully  at  their  work  during  the  year  and  general  progress  in 
the  work  is  observed  by  the  Assistant  Bishop.  An  active  Missionary  of 
the  Diocese,  Rev.  Henry  Langlois,  died  after  a  sudden  and  fearful  illness. 
His  work  had  always  been  in  the  Mission  field,  and  he  had  proved  him- 
self a  faithful  and  successful  Missionary.  There  is  an  urgent  demand 
upon  the  Board  for  more  men  and  strong  men  to  look  after  the  scattered 
Mission  stations,  many  of  which  are  now  vacant,  while  new  places  are 
calling  for  services.  Under  the  energetic  leadership  of  the  Assistant 
Bishop  in  the  Mission  field,  there  should  be  rapid  advance  along  the 
whole  line  of  Mission  work  in  the  Diocese.  More  strong,  active  men,  and 
much  more  money  to  sustain  them,  will  be  constantly  needed,  and  the 
stronger  parishes  ought  to  make  large  voluntary  offerings  for  the  purpose 
in  addition  to  the  regular  apportionments.  A  notable  offering  of  this 
kind  amounting  to  $1,500  was  made  during  Lent  by  Christ  Church,  $t. 
Paul.    This  noble  example  should  be  emulated  by  other  parishes. 

The  obligations  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year  have  been  fully  met, 
there  is  no  deficiency  to  be  reported  and  no  piteous  claim  of  unpaid  Mis- 
sionaries to  be  laid  before  you.  But  we  do  ask  that  this  Council  and  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  realize  the  unprecedented  opportunities  for  Mis- 
sion work  now  before  us,  and  rise  to  the  emergency  with  more  active  in- 
terest and  more  generous  offerings.

Once  more  your  Committee  would  suggest  to  the  Parishes  and 
Missions,  through  the  Council,  the  desirability  of  taking  action  immedi- 
ately upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  for  the  raising  of  the  Mission- 
ary apportionments  in  regular  installments  in  order  that  the  Treasurer 
and  Missionary  Board  may  be  constantly  ready  to  meet  their  engage- 
ments. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  would  congratulate  the  Bishop  and 
the  Diocesj  upon  the  continued  and  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Schools 
at  Faribault,  and  affectionately  commend  them  to  the  cordial  patronage 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese.

The  ladies 

have  taken  hold  to  improve  both  the  exterior  and  interior  of  the  Church.    A  new  prayer 

dedk  and  lectern  and  an  altar  railing  have  lately  been  added,  through  their  efforts,  as  well  as 

a  very  fine  set  of  vestments  for  the  rector.    Through  Oods  grace  we  hope  to  make  this  an 

organized  Mission  before  the  coming  of  the  next  Diocesan  Council.

At  a  vef?try  niefting  held  la>t  niKht,  the  vest  ry  vot- 
ed that  my  salary  from  tho  1st  of  June  should  l)e$U(iO-  this,  with  the  $l(N.i  still  coming  from 
the  Mission. Board,  makes  my  salary  $1,<H)0. 

I  cannot  send  any  report  of  the  families  conneoteil  w^ith  the  Church,  or  the  number  of 
Communicants,  as  I  have  not  found  all  the  Church  people  that  otf^/ZiMo  come  here.    The 
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largest  nomber  of  commanicaiito  on  one  day  whb  at  Easter,  when  27  reoeiTed.  I  found  the 
IM>ople  hero  inach  discooraffcd  and  rather  afraid  to  take  ap  the  work  again,  bat  thai  ham 
al>out  passed,  aud,  I  think,  we  can  now  look  forward  to  a  year  of  good  work.  The  field  is 
encouraging,  and  1  feel  that  this  will  in  time  be  a  Htrong parish.

REPORT. 


Dear  Bmhttp :  During  the  past  year  I  have  been  occupied  in  visiting,  generally  at  in- 
tervfds  u£  two  months,  tho  diffei(*nt  Indian  Churches  and  Mission  Stations,  a  circait  of 
over  '.VM)  mili^s.  I  iiccompauiiHl,  also,  for  Home  wlmjIch,  by  your  request,  the  ^'Northwest  Com- 
mission*', of  which  you  wen'  a  member,  while  making  treaties  with  the  Chippewas.  By  your 
permission  a  Convocation  of  workers  in  the  Indiim  field,  and  of  the  laity  was  held  last 
March  in  Ije<.>ch  Lake,  which  provp<i  fruitful  of  kikmI,  and  educational,  beyond  all  expecta- 
tion. When  at  home  have  maintained  services  in  the  whito  village  of  Kichwood,  and  at- 
tended to  the  bu.HineHs  affairs  and  (*orrt«8pundenc«>  of  the  Mission.  Have  also  held  serrioee 
and  houKe-to-house  visitatiouK  in  the  following  plac(^H  among  the  white  people:  Itosobild 
School  House  in  Polk  (\>unty;  Park  Uapids  and  Gerry  So)i(X)l  House  in  Unbbard  Coantj; 
Osage,  Linneirs.  I>oran*H  and  Hcittht  of  Land  Lake  in  Hecker  county;  Grand  Rapids  in 
Itasca  (;Ounty:  Mille  Ijiich  in  Mille  IjHch  County:  Ada  in  Norman  County;  and  with  Rev.  Mr* 
Cnrrie  at  (.'rookston  and  Red  Lake. Falls  in  Tolk  ( 'ounty.  .VIko  at  the  following  towns  on  tha 
Northern  Pacific  Itailroiid:  Aitkin,  (rnll  River,  Motley.  Aldrioh,  Verndale,  Audabon,  Laka 
Park,  Hawl«>y,  Moorhead,  and  forUev.  Mr.  IN'ake,  at  Wrnh^na,  New  York  Mills  and  Detroit; 
also  at  Far^o,  Dak.,  and  preacheil  at  Jamestown,  Diik.  Also  held  an  eight  days  Mission 
in  Brainerd,  in  company  with  li4>v.  Mr.  Cummingci,  by  riMiuest  of  llov.  Dr.  Hawley.  Haya 
baptiscKl 37  infants  and 'ladultH— included  in  till:  statistical  rc^ixirt  of  White  Earth—in  tha 
following  localities:  Fosston,  2  infants;  RoM'bnd,  1  adult:  Park  liapids,  1  infant;  Aitkan 
2  adults  and  16  infantH;  (lull  River,  7  infantj*;  Hrainenl,  i  adult,  and  (^nro's  lianohe,  1  sdnlt 
and  1  child.

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Motley,  3;  Hawley,  2:  Aitkeo.  U.  Also  held  services  darinR  Ijent  in  27  losing  campe  in 
which  were  aboat  747  men,  and  made  addreeees  in  two  other  cami«:  received  pledges  from 
about  loO  mon'not  to  drink  for  periods  varying  fn>m  one  to  twenty-one  yearn— which  I  learn 
have  Ijeen  very  Kenerally  kept,  even  by  those  who  liad  been  very  hard  drinkers— and  gave  to 
those  who  a<*ke4l  for  them  abont  458  Teetam«>ntM,  of  which  about  30()  were  English,  50  each 
French,  Swedish  and  Norwegian,  and  8  German.  Of  the  ahove  camps,  6  were  on  waters 
flowing  into  the  Ked  River  of  the  North,  the  rent  about  the  souroes  of  the  MissisHippi. 
Over  3,000  men  winter  in  the  camiM  north  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Hailrofid,  and  they  are 
wholly  d'^stitate,  spiritually;  there  ought  to  bi>  one  or  two  MisKionaries  t(i  live  with  tlieiu 
all  winter  holding  service  in  a  diffen>nt  camp  every  week  night,  and  in  three  or  four  on 
Sunday. 

The  Christian  people  alsri,  in  the  lowns  to  which  they  niontly  return  in  the  spring,  as 
Minneai>olis,  Hrainerd,  etc,  should  combine  to  e^tablinh  ('hristian  Temperance  boanling 
hoasein  specially  for  them,  with  every  innocent  amufM>ment,  and  everything  to  make  it 
homelike  for  them.  They  would  gladly  go  to  such  places,  hut  l)ecauKC  thoy  i(K)k  rough  after 
their  long  winter  sojourn  in  the  woods,  nolxKly  cares  to  take  them,  so  they  an>  drii^en^  as 
they  s.iy.  t>  places  where  whisky  is,  where  they  are  made  welcome.  Twf^thirds  of  them 
loeo  their  entire  winter's  earnings— which  are  very  large— in  from  one  night  to  one  week 
after  tiiey  leave  the  woods,  often  by  drugged  liquor,  by  persons  who  make  tliat  tlieir  bus- 
iness, and  after  that  happening  to  them  a  few  years  they  l<itM>  hoi)e  and  sink. 

To  do  the  ab<')ve  work  has  kept  me  away  from  home  traveling,  over  throe-fourths  of 
the  past  year.

REPORT   OF   THE    DEAN. 

To  THK  Rt.  Rev.  H.  B.  WnippiiB,  D.  D.: 

This  Deanery  met  at  S.  Columba  Church,  White  Earth  Besenration, 
John  Johnson  (Enmag^hbowh),  Rector,  on  the  2l8t,  22d  and  2drd  of  Sep- 
tember. I^resent,  the  Dean,  Reverends  John  Johnson,  Gilfillan,  Gurrie. 
Dickey,  Nash,  Swan,  Wright,  Peake,  Fred  and  Geo.  Smith,  and  two  lay 
delegates  from  Red  Lake.  Secretary  Peake  and  Treasurer  Dickey  re- 
elected. We  held  a  most  interesting  Missionary  meeting  in  the  evening, 
the  first  day.  On  the  second  day  Prayer,  Litany  and  Communion ,  Rev. 
Swan  preached  the  sermon,  interpreted  by  Rev.  Gilfillan.  In  the  even- 
ing we  met  the  women  and  mens^  Guilds.  The  Presidentess,  Mrs.  Mary 
Hall  and  three  other  women  made  addresses;  also  the  Dean  and  Rev. 
Dickey.  On  the  third  day,  after  morning  prayer,  we  heard  addresses 
from  the  mens^  Guild,  and  from  the  lay  delegates  from  Red  Lake.  The 
meeting  was  not  as  fully  attended  as  it  would  have  been  had  there  not 
been  some  doubt  as  to  the  meeting  taking  place,  on  account  of  the  Rev. 
Gilfillan  being  in  attendance  on  the  Gevernment  Indian  Commission  at 
Leech  Lake.  The  meeting  proved  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  one, 
and  a  general  wish  was  expressed  that  we  might  meet  at  the  Reserva- 
tion again. 

Our  second  meeting  was  appointed  to  meet  at  Brainerd,  April  19,  CO 

and  21,  but  owing  to  the  State  law  which  deprives  the  Clergy  of  one-half 

fare  passes,  it  proved  a  failure,    iiishop  Gilbert,  Reverends  Gilfillan  and 

Birch,  were  present.  Tlie  13ishop  held  a  Confirmation  on  the  first  evening 

and  went  on  the  second  day  to  Aitkeu  and  Confirmed  five  persons  there.

The  present  is  the  fifth  year  of  tlie  school.  Number  of  boys  this 
year:  Hoarders,  27;  day  pupils,  7.  Total,  34.  The  confirmations  are 
reported  in  the  I'arish  report.  Cost  of  school  property,  $30,000;  debt  on 
school  property,  $10,500.  The  Church  has  not  contributed  a  single  dol- 
lar, in  any  way,  to  this  school.  Dr.  Katon,  of  Xew  York,  gave  $90.00, 
to  start  a  boysMibrary.  The  first  four  years  of  tlie  school  its  expenses 
were  $2,500.00  more  than  its  entire  income.  The  Rector  made  up  the 
deficiency.  The  present  year  the  school  has  paid  its  expenses  and  int«r 
est  on  the  debt. 

Such  a  school  is  much  needed  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese.  Xo  work 
of  e(|ual  maj<iiitude  has  ever  baen  atteinpt^^d  in  tlie  Diocese  without 
Church  aid.  The  Rector  has  carried  a  heavy  load  for  the  past  five  years. 
Will  some  Churchman  who  has  plenty  of  mL»aiis,  and  to  spare,  help  him 
in  paying  off  the  debt?

REPORT. 

S.  Luke^s  Hospital  was  opened  to  receive  patients  Nov.  18,  1881 
From  ttiat  date  to  June  1,  1887,  867  persons  have  been  cared  for,  of 
which  number  109  have  died.  During  the  year  ending  May  31,  1887, 
there  have  been  cared  for  220  persons,  of  whom  25  were  women.  Twenty- 
seven  have  died  during  the  year,  187  were  discharged— 6  remained.  The 
religious  adherence  of  those  treated  during  the  year  comprises:  Roman 
Catholic,  78;  Lutheran,  59;  Presbyterian,  33;  Methodist,  18;  Anglican 
and  Protestant  Episcopal,  12;  Baptist,  7;  Hebrew,  3;  Non-committal,  10. 
There  have  been  of  those,  bom  in  the  United  States,  73;  Canada,  52; 
Sweden,  83;  Ireland,  22;  Germany.  10;  Finland,  8;  England,  7;  Norway, 
7;  Scotland,  5;  France,  2;  Poland,  1. 

Forty-eight  different  diseases  and  ailments  have  been  represented. 
The  largest  number  have  been  typhoid  fever,  fractures  and  wounds.  The 
Management  of  the  Hospital  is  vested  by  the  articles  of  incorporation  in 
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a  board  of  seven  directors,  who  shall  be  cliosen  from  the  congregation 
of  S.  Paul's  Church.  The  aim  of  the  Board  of  Managers  is  to  make  the 
institution  a  Christian  charity  in  the  broadest  sense,  and  no  person  is  re- 
fused admittance  who  needs  its  ministrations.  A  charge  is  made,  how- 
ever, to  those  who  are  able  to  pay,  of  $7  a  week  for  ward  patients,  and 
$10  a  week  for  private  room.  All  county  patients  are  cared  for  in  the 
Hospital,  and  also  the  U.  S.  Marine  patients  under  special  arrangements 
with  officials.  The  certificates  of  several  general  hospital  associations 
are  honored  under  similar  arrangements. 

The  special  work  of  the  institution  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Mary  E.  Scott,  assisted  by  a  corps  of  five  nurses.  Patients  generally 
have  a  choice  of  physician,  except  in  the  case  of  County  and  Marine 
cases. 

Within  the  past  year  a  Training  School  for  nurses  has  been  started 
which  it  is  hoped  will  be  of  practical  benefit  to  this  Hospital,  as  well  as 
to  others  in  the  West,  and  will  prepare  nurses  for  private  work.  Pro- 
vision is  made  for  religious  services  whenever  they  may  be  held,  in  a 
well  appointed  chapel  on  the  ward  floor  in  the  second  story.  The  Hos- 
pital is  doing  a  very  successful  and  much  needed  and  highly  appreciated 
work,  and  promises  to  become  one  of  the  institutions  of  Duluth.  The 
successful  inauguration  of  S.  Luke^s  is  due  to  the  Kev.  C.  A.  Cummings, 
then  the  Hector  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  who  labored  incessantly  for  its  wel- 
fare.  It  was  chiefly  through  his  efforts  that  the  present  site  and  building 
were  secured.    The  property  is  free  from  debt  and  is  worth  $18,000. 

While  being  nominally  a  Church  Ho.spital,  any  patient  may  receive 
the  ministrations  of  any  minister  he  may  select,  and  the  people  of  Du- 
luth, without  regard  to  denominational  lines,  contributed  to  its  success, 
and  still  aid  by  liberal  benefactions  its  good  work.

10  a.  m. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Sydney  G.  Jef- 
fords. Prayer  being  ended,  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  absent,  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order.  There  being  no  quorum  present,  on  motion 
of  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Andrews,  the  ('ouncil  adjourned,  to 
meet  Wednesday,  June  20th,  lSvS8,  at  10  a.  m.  in  Christ 
Church,  St.  Paul.

Pursuant  to  adjournment  of  June  13th,  The  Assistant 
Bishop,  a  large  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates 
of  the  Diocese,  assembled  in  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  at  10 
a,  m.  The  Rev.  R.  E.  Metcalf  read  Morningr  Payer  to 
the  Creed.  The  Rev.  A.  S.  H.  Winsor  taking  the  Creed 
and  Litany.  The  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Say  res  read  the  first  les- 
son and  The  Rev,  J.  H.  Lloyd  the  second  lesson.  The 
Rt.  Rev.  The  Assistant  Bishop,  took  the  Communion  ser- 
vice, assisted  by  The  Rev.  James  Dobbin,  D.  D.  The  Rev. 
Edward  C.  Bill  read  the  Epistle  and  The  Rev.  E.  Steele 
Peake  the  Gospel.  The  Assistant  Bishop  acted  as  Cele- 
brant. 

Morning  prayer  being  ended.  The  Rev.  J.  Steinfort 
Kedney,  D.  D.,  read  an  address  from  The  Bishop  of  The 
Diocese  (absent  in  England)  which  was  as  follows: 

BISHOP  WHIPPLE'S  ADDRESS. 

BEfxn'ED  Bkktiirkn:  - 

As  the  years  jj^o  by  and  the  eventide  draws  on,  the  love  which  binds  me 
to  my  Hock  is  dee])er.  It  is  a  personal  sorrow  that  I  have  not  been  able  to 
work  for  you  and  with  you  as  in  the  earlier  days  of  my  Episcopate.  Our 
Heavenly  Father  is  wiser  than  we.  All  things  work  together  for  good  to 
thost*  who  love  Him .  First  of  all  I  ask  you  to  unite  with  me  in  gratitude 
and  love  for  His  blessing  upon  our  work.  I  do  not  know  how  to  clothe  in 
words  the  thoughts  which  well  up  m  my  heart  as  I  remember  how  His 
Providence  has  watched  over  and  blessed  every  venture  of  our  faith  and 
crowned  it  with  success.  It  seems  only  yesterday  that  I  came  to  Faribault 
an  unknown  man,  to  build  Christian  schools  to  do  God's  work  when  we 
have  gone  to  the  other  home.  The  only  secret  is  that  we  gave  God  the 
ivill.  He  did  all  the  rest.  No  Bishop  of  our  Church  owes  a  deeper  debt  of 
gratitude  to  God,  who  has  over-ruled  my  mistakes,  who  gave  me  such  a 
band  of  fellow  workers  and  who  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  children  to  be 
my  helpers.  To  God  is  all  the  praise,  and  to  his  children  thanks  and  grat- 
itude. During  this  year  I  have  been  very  ill  and  for  a  time  I  thought  my 
work  was  ended.    Gk>d  has  heard  some  one's  prayer  and  spared  me  to  com- 
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plet«  the  work  he  gave  me  to  do.  The  Assistant  Bishop  has  been  the  fore- 
most Missionary  of  the  Diocese.  He  has  eased  the  burden  from  my  should- 
ers and  brought  joy  to  many  hearts  for  the  noble  record  of  his  faithful 
work. 

I  have  preached  and  delivered  133  sermons  and  addresses;  baptized  three 
children  and  seven  adults,  confirmed  one  hundred  and  fifty -seven  persons, 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  twenty -eight  times;  buried  three  persons. 
I  have  ordained,  June  12, 1887,  Hurbert  M.  Johnson,  J.  Wyne  Jones,  Walter 
Henry  Bamford,  and  Franklin  M.Weddell,  Deacons.  I  have  ordained,  June 
12, 1887,  Percival  M.  Maclntyre;  Sept.  21, 1887,  Dell>ert  F.  Thompson,  and 
Sept.  26, 1887,  William  Wilkinson,  Priests.  August  7,  1887,  in  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,  I  united  with  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Rochester;  the  Metropolitan 
Bishop  of  BnpertsLand;  the  Bishop  of  Huron;  the  Bishop  of  Mosonee;  the 
Bishop  of  Qu  Appelle;  the  Bishop  of  Mac  Kenzie  River,  and  the  Bishop  of 
Northern  Dakota,  in  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  William  Pinkham,  D.  D., 
as  Bishop  of  Saskatchewan;  the  Bishops  of  England,  the  United  States 
and  Canada  uniting  in  the  perpetuation  of  that  office  which  bears  the 
pledge  of  Christ's  presence  to  the  end  of  the  world.  It  was  a  great 
privilege  to  meet,  in  this  Provincial  Council,  Christian  heroes  who  amid 
those  northern  solitudes  are  carrying  to  heathen  folk  the  story  of  God's  love. 

I  have  received  Rev.  F.  H.  Potts,  Priest,  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Colorado;  Rev.  John  Williamson  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan;  the 
Rev.  William  S.  Say  res  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago;  the  Rev.  Samuel  D. 
Hinman  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  South  Dakota:  Rev.  William 
B.  Guion  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

The  Rev.  Percival  Maclntyre  and  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Chittenden  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Kansas. 

The  Rev.  E.  L.  Peterson,  while  insane,  committed  suicide.  I  loved  him 
for  many  noble  traits  of  character.  He  had  many  trials.  He  had  faults. 
All  I  can  say  is,  may  Gkxl  have  mercy  on  him  on  that  day.  We  all  mourn 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Daniel  T.  Booth,  of  Willmar,  whose  loss  to  her  husband, 
her  family  and  the  Church,  has  called  for  the  sympathy  of  the  whole  Dio- 
cese. The  Hon.  Mr.  Arey,  of  Albert  Lea,  to  whom  the  parish  owes  its 
beautiful  Church,  has  entered  into  rest.  Mr.  Arey  came  to  us  from  Phila- 
delphia, where  he  had  filled  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust.  He  was 
in  its  truest  sense  a  Christian  gentleman.  His  closing  years  were  marked 
by  great  suffering,  which  he  bore  with  heroic  fortitude  and  Christian  res- 
ijgnation.  and  we  believe  he  has  entered  the  rest  of  the  people  of  God. 

The  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  H.  Barnwell  Elliott,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  West- 
em  Texas,  is  a  sorrow  to  the  whole  Church.  No  one  of  our  Bishops  was 
more  beloved  for  his  gentle  spirit,  his  brotherly  svmpathy,  his  wise  admin- 
istration, and  his  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His  Church.  More  than  once  his 
brethren  besought  him  to  accept  a  less  arduous  field,  but  he  clung  with 
the  devotion  of  a  lover  to  the  Missionary  jurisdiction  to  which  he  had 
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May  Gk)d  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  bless  you  and  yours  is 
the  daily  prayer  of  your  friend  and  brother.

The  Rt.  Rev.  The  Assistant  Bishop  then  delivered  his 
annual  address,  as  follows: 

BISHOP  GILBERT'S  ADDRESS. 

The  absence  of  our  venerated  and  beloved  Diocesan  from  his  accustomed 
place  in  the  Annual  Council,  is  the  thought  which  comes  to  us  most  forcibly 
as  we  assemble  to  day.  Our  loss  is  mitigated  by  the  fact  that  he  is  grandly 
representing  the  Church  in  the  Mother-Land,  and  receiving  honors 
worthily  bestowed,  in  which  this  Diocese  shares,  and  of  which  we  are  justly 
proud.  Our  greetings,  our  love  and  our  prayers,  go  forth  to  him  to-day,  with 
the  earnest  hope  that  he  will  be  in  safety  preserved  and  returned  after  a 
season  of  refreshment  to  his  Diocese,  which  loves  him  so  well.  I  cannot 
forbear  expressing  my  own  deep  i)er8onal  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  affec- 
tion and  confidence  he  has  bestowed  upon  me,  and  the  words  of  loving  coun- 
sel he  has  kindly  and  helpfully  given  me. 

I  greet  you  to-day  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  with  a  heart 
filled  with  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  his  watchful  and  preserving  care 
during  the  year  since  last  we  assembled  in  Council.  It  has  been  a  year  of 
work  for  us  all.  We  can,  as  we  thankfully  review  it,  only  pray  that  God 
will  overrule  our  mistakes  to  His  glory,  and  give  us  courage  and  hope  to 
go  steadily,  faithfully  on  in  the  paths  where  duty  leads. 

Church  work  has  gone  forward  steadily  and  prosperously.  The  unusual 
severity  of  the  winter,  causing  so  many  and  serious  snow  blockades  of  the 
railroads,  has  rendered  missionary  labor  most  difficult.  Several  plans  of 
combining  small  stations  under  one  missionary  have  been  prevented  by 
this  cause.  Many  of  our  faithful  clergy  have  undergone  great  exposures 
and  severe  hardships  in  filling  their  api)ointments,  proving  thatthe  genuine 
spirit  of  self  sacrifice  is  not  wanting  in  the  Church  of  to-day. 

Many  of  the  vacancies  existing  one  year  ago  have  been  filled,  and  a  lar- 
ger number  of  places  reached  by  the  services  of  the  Church  than 
ever  before.    The  changes  among  the  clergy  have  been  few.    Each  one 
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has  felt  his  individual  responsibility  to  the  work  in  his  charge,  and  has 
striven  to  do  it  faithfully  and  contentedly.  I  cannot  express  the  deep 
appreciation  I  feel  for  the  unfailing  cooperation  of  all  the  clergy  of 
this  Diocese,  without  exception,  and  the  uniform  kindness  and  sympathy 
with  which  they  have  cheerfully  and  loyally  upheld  my  hands.  I  am  only 
a  brother  among  brothers.    May  Gk)d  reward  them  in  His  own  good  time. 

It  is  required  by  the  Canon  that  the  Bishop  shall  return  to  the  Annual 
Council  a  full  report  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year.  In  accordance  with 
this  provision,  I  submit  herewith  an  abstract  thereof.  In  following  my 
journeyings  you  will  enter  every  county  in  the  State  but  four,  and  travel 
many  thousand  miles  by  rail,  wagon  and  canoe.  Sermons  were  preached 
on  each  occasion,  abd  addresses  made  to  nearly  all  conlirmation  classes. 

Sunday,  June  19th,  in  St.  James  Church,  Fergus  Falls,  Rev.  S.  Mills, 
Rector,  I  confirmed  eight  persons,  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  and 
preached  twice. 

Sunday,  June  26th,  3  p.  m.,in  "The  Church  of  St.  John's  in  the  Wilder- 
nes,"  White  Bear  Lake,  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons,  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion.    This  parish  is  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  S.  G 
Jeffords,  assistant  at  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul. 

Tuesday  June  28th,  assisted  by  a  number  of  the  clergy,  I  consecrated  St, 
Luke*s  Church,  Hastings.  This  is  a  beautiful  church,  built  upon  the 
ruins  of  one  destroyed  several  years  since  by  fire.  It  was  an  occasion  to  be 
remembered. 

Sunday,  July  3d,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Longworths,  preached  twice,  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion.  That  devoted  and  venerable  Churchman 
Octavius  Longworth,  still  maintains  the  services  with  unwearied  fidelity. 

July  7th  preached  in  All  Samts  Church,  Howard  Lake. 

July  8th  preached  and  confirmed  one  person  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
Delano.  These  two  places  were  supplied  during  the  summer  by  Mr.  Charles 
RoUitt,  of  Seabury. 

July  10th,  In  the  morning  held  service  in  Hotel  Lafayette,  Minnetonka, 
Beach,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Excelsior.  Thia  latter 
station  is  at  present  cared  for  by  Mr.  Wm.  Tuscon,  Lay  Reader,  under  the 
supervision  of  Rev.  F.  R.  Millspaugh. 

Sunday,  July  17th,  held  service  in  Stillwater. 

July  18th,  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons  in  Christ  Church,  Roy- 
altou. 

July  19th,  prcciched  and  confirmed  four  persons  in  the  church  at  Little 
Falls. 

Wednesday,  July  20th,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  Church  of  the  Re- 
deemer, Perham.  This  work  is  under  the  charge  of  Rsv.  E.  Steele  Peal^e, 
and  the  church  is  the  result  of  the  untiring  labors  of  the  Missionary  and 
the  few  faithful  folk  at  Perham.  In  the  evening  preached  in  St.  Luke*s 
Church,  Detroit. 

July  21st,  preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  and  confirmed  four 
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persons  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Richwood,  Rev.  J.  A.  Giltil- 
lan  in  charge.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  held  a  conference  with  the 
Indians  at  White  Earth.  Church  matters  were  set  in  order,  in  response  to 
the  request  of  the  chiefs  and  select  men,  with  what,  've  trust,  will  be  happy 
reeults. 

During  the  month  of  August,  I  was  in  Montana,  enjoying  a  period  of  rest 
and  refreshment  in  the  mountains.  I  officiated,  while  there,  in  Helena, 
Missoula,  and  at  school  houses  in  the  Bitter  Root  Valley. 
Friday,  Sept.  2d,  confirmed  one  person  privately  in  Brainerd. 
Sunday,  Sept.  4th,  preached  twice,  celebrated  Holy  Communion  and  con- 
firmed one  person  in  the  Chapel  of  The  Grood  Shepherd,  Leech  Lake.  This 
is  one  of  our  most  important  and  interesting  Missionary  points  among  the 
Ojibways. 

Sept.  6th,  in  St.  Philip  the  Deacon*s  Chapel,  Lake  Winnibigoshish,  Rev. 
Joseph  Wakazoo  (Native)  in  charge,  held  the  usual  services  and  confirmed 
three  Ojibways. 

Sept.  7th,  in  the  Chapel  of  The  Prince  of  Peace,  Cass  Lake,  Rev.  J.  Cole- 
man (Native)  in  charge  held  service  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Saturday,  Sept.  10th,  presided  at  the  Indian  Convocation  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Red  Lake.  This  was  a  most  remarkable  and  interesting  meeting. 
*3'he  Church  was  crowded  by  Indians  from  nearly  all  parts  of  the  Chippewa 
country. 

Sunday,  Sept.  11th,  held  services  and  confirmed  four  persons  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Red  Lake.    Rev.  Fred  Smith  Deacon  in  charge. 

In  the  afternoon  at  St.  Antipas  Church  farther  up  Red  Lake,  I  officiated 
and  confirmed  four  persons,  presented  by  Rev.  Geo.  Smith  (Native)  Deacon. 
This  is  the  home  of  the  old  chief  Medway-go-no-nint,  so  well  known  as  the 
Christian  leader  of  the  northern  bands  of  the  Ojibways. 

Sept.  14th,  in  Epiphany  Chapel,  Wild  Rice  River,  officiated  and  confirmed 
one  person,  presented  by  Rev.  Chas.  Wright,  Deacon.  The  next  day 
preached  in  the  Church  of  The  Holy  Spirit,  Pembina  settlement. 

Thursday,  September  15th,  I  officiated  in  St.  Columba's  Church,  White 
Earth.  Thus  ending  my  first  full  visitation  of  our  Indian  Missions.  I  was 
accompanied  on  the  journey  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan,  our  Superintendent, 
Rev.  Charles  A.  Poole,  of  Duluth,  and  Reuben  Warner,  jr.,  of  St.  Paul.  I 
found  the  work  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  We  need  greatly 
two  more  white  missionaries  for  this  great  work.  The  burden  is  too  heavy 
for  Mr.  Gilfillan  alone.  The  simple  story  of  his  life  is  a  story  of  apostolic 
heroism,  but  the  work  cannot  always  be  carried  by  one  man  alone,  no  mat- 
ter how  willing,  how  strong  or  how  heroic  he  may  be. 

Friday,  Sept.  16th,  I  consecrated  St.  Lukes  Church,  Detroit.  Rev.  E.  S. 
Peake,  missionary  in  charge.  This  is  a  very  attractive  Church,  complete 
in  all  its  appointments. 

Sept.  18th,  preached  in  St.  Peter  and  St.  James  Misssions,  St.  Paul.

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  several  stations  in  the  above  list  were  also 
visited  by  Bishop  Whipple,  a  statement  of  which  appears  in  his  own  report. 

I  have  visited  during  the  year  within  the  Diocese  134  different  parishes 
and  missions,  delivered  227  sermons  and  addresses,  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion 65  times,  baptized  26  children  and  adults,  married  nine  couples^ 
buried  two  persons. 

I  have  ordained  three  deacons,  viz:  Messrs  McVettie,  Kuehn  and  Edwin 
Johnson.  Ordered  one  priest,  Rev.  Chas.  S.  Ware.  Consecrated  two 
churches,  St.  Lukes,  Hastings,  St.  Lukes,  Detroit.  Licensed  as  lay  readers, 
F.  S.  Hayes,  Ralph  Russell,  Wm.  Arey,  R.  H.  Moore,  Wm.  J.  Cordhik,  J.  E. 
H.  Leeds,  A.  Harper  jr,  J.  A.  Williams,  R.  W.  Hewitt,  Jno.  Sloan,  D.  W. 
Howard,  Arthur  Chard,  W.  McVettie,  Jas.  H.  Shawe,  Wm.  Tuson  jr,  C.  W 
Tyler,  Jno.  E.  Simpson,  Jas.  B.  Halsey,  C.  F.  Drake,  A.  Alexander,  G.  F. 
Hoyt,  W.  W.  Mix,  F.  H.  Wolcott,  Victor  E.  Baxter,  Wm.  S.  Evans,  Frank

I  have  transferred  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  have 
received  Rev.  A.  S.  H.  Winsor  from  the  Diocese  of  Rupert's  Land,  Rev* 
Chas.  L.  Wells  from  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  Rev.  I.  C.  Fortin  from  the 
Diocese  of  Rupert's  Land,  Rev.  J.  H.  Lloyd  from  the  Diocese  of  Central 
New  York,  Rev.  Alfred  G.  Pinkham  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
North  Dakota,  and  Rev.  W.  W.  Fowler  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
South  Dakota. 

I  have  admitted  as  postulants  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Gessner  and  Mr.  Thomas 
P.  Thurston,  and  as  candidates  for  holy  orders  Charles  A.  Sherman,  Wm. 
S.  Crickmar  and  Wm.  Tuson,  Jr. 

Canonical  consent  has  been  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  J. 
S.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  and  Rev.  Abiel 
Leonard,  D.  D.,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Nevada  and  Utah. 

Dec.  1, 1887,  on  the  departure  of  the  Diocesan  for  Florida  the  care  of 
the  Diocese  devolved  upon  my  shoulders,  and  has  continued,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  portion  of  April  and  May,  until  now. 

On  Feb.  28th  the  sum  of  810,060  was  presented  me  by  a  number  of  friends 
of  St.  Paul,  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  a  home.  This  act  of  noble  gener- 
osity, so  wholly  undeserved,  will  ever  be  among  the  most  cherished  memo- 
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ries  of  my  life.     My  heart  goes  out  to  the  donors  in  the  deepest  and  most 
affectionate  gratitude. 

During  the  year  churches  have  been  completed  at  Halloek,  Perham, 
Stillwater  and  All  Saints\  Minneapolis,  while  at  Wilder  and  Dayton's  Bluff* 
St.  Paul,  churches  will  be  erected  during  the  year.  The  little  church  at 
Fridley  Park,  so  long  disused  that  it  had  fallen  into  decay,  through  the 
efforts  of  the  rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Minneapolis,  has  been  put  in  good 
repair  and  services  resumed.  Rectories  are  being  built  in  St.  Peter, 
Mankato  and  Glencoe. 

Death  has  taken  from  our  midst  one  of  the  clergy,  the  Rev.  E.  Li.  Peter- 
son, of  the  Scandinavian  Mission,  Faribault.  The  Bishop  of  the  Dioceee  in 
his  address  pays  a  fitting  tribute  to  his  memory. 

In  the  death  of  George  Parker  Peake,  a  postulant  for  holy  orders,  and  a 
son  of  our  beloved  brother.  Rev.  E.  Steele  Peake,  the  Church  has  lost  one 
of  her  most  promising  sons.  He  was  possessed  of  the  most  lovable  qualities, 
and  readily  won  the  hearts  of  all  who  knew  him.  I  loved  him  as  a  younger 
brother,  and  shall  always  carry  his  memory  in  my  heart. 

The  Diocese  and  the  Church  at  Albert  Lea,  mourn  the  loss  of  Mr.  Henry 
W.  Arey,  to  whom  the  Diocesan  bears  testimony  in  his  address.  He  was  a 
Christian  gentleman  of  the  truest  type.  That  staunch  and  true  supporter 
and  communicant  of  the  Church,  Mr.  E.  Ellsworth,  of  Cannon  Falls,  has 
gone  to  his  rest  full  of  years  and  honors.  His  i^lace  is  hard  to  fill.  Christ 
Church,  Frontenac,  mourns  the  decease  of  Mr.  Ernest  Westervelt,  for  so 
many  years  with  Gen.  McLean,  a  pillar  of  the  little  parish.  His  quiet, 
earnest  life  of  simple  duty-doing  was  an  example  to  all.  Dr.  E.  A.  Boyd,  of 
St.  Paul,  one  of  the  oldest  Churchmen  in  the  Diocese,  departed  this  life  a 
few  days  since.  Very  few  men  have  been  more  loyal  to  the  Church,  or 
given  more  of  their  love  and  time  to  her.  His  feet  were  always  found  in 
the  way  of  righteousness.  In  the  sudden  death  of  Hon.  M.  D.  L.  Collester, 
the  Church  at  Mankato  loses  an  intelligent  and  active  communicant.  Mr. 
Collester  was  for  many  years  an  instructor  in  Shattuck  School,  and  was 
well  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  Diocese.  Of  faithful  women 
gone  to  the  rest  of  Paradise  I  call  to  mind  Mrs.  D.  T.  Booth,  of  Willmar, 
Mrs.  T.  C.  Kurtz,  of  Moorhead,  Mrs  W.  S.  Martin,  of  Brainerd,  and  the  aged 
Mrs.  Tanner,  of  Little  Falls.  They  were  always  seeking  to  do  the  work  of 
the  Master,  and  now  have  been  called  to  the  same  service  in  the  higher 
sphere. 

INDIAN   MISSIONS. 

In  my  account  of  visitations  will  be  found  a  brief  sketch  of  my  visitation 
to  the  missions  in  our  Indian  field  in  Northern  Minnesota.  We  have  at 
work  in  this  vast  region  one  white  clergyman.  Rev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan,  who  is 
the  efficient  superintendent,  one  native  Ojibbway  priest.  Rev.  J.  J.  John- 
son (Enmegahbowh),  for  many  years  pastor  of  St.  Columba's  Church,  White 
Earth,  and  seven  native  deacons,  all  in  active  work.  Services  are  being 
maintained  at  many  different  points,  and  good  results  in  the  way  of  educa-

tion  and  GhriBtianizing  are  being  reached.  The  plan  of  Indian  convocations 
has  been  found  most  helpfuL  I  would  suggest  that  the  Indian  field  be 
made  an  independent  convocation,  and  that  a  Dean  be  formally  appointed 
thereto.  Two  white  clergymen  in  addition  to  the  present  one  are  greatly 
needed.  An  appeal  has  been  made  for  their  support,  and  the  means  are 
forthcoming.  We  now  wait  the  offering  of  the  men  for  the  work.  It  is  a 
life  of  heroic  self-sacrifice,  but  of  untold  blessing. 

THE   HOSPITALS. 

St  Luke's  Hospital,  Duluth,  has  been  filled  to  overflowing  during  the 
entire  year,  and  plans  are  being  made  for  the  erection  of  a  larger  and  more 
convenient  building.  St.  Barnabas  Hospital,  Minneapolis,  has  had  a  most 
siiccessful  year,  and  proved  a  great  blessing  to  the  sick  and  suffering.  St. 
liuke^s  Hospital,  St.  Paul,  is  hampered  and  limited  in  its  wide  field  of  use- 
fulness by  its  inconvenient  and  dilapidated  building.  The  time  has  come 
when  a  new  hospital  is  an  absolute  necessity.  Lots  have  been  purchased 
and  plans  drawn  for  it.  The  Churchmen  of  St.  Paul  should  at  once  see 
to  it  that  the  means  are  not  wanting.  What  more  blessed  object  can  be 
found  for  benefactions  than  these  homes  for  God's  sick,  suffering  and  poor? 

THE  SHELTERING   ARMS. 

This  is  our  only  Church  orphanage.  It  has  a  good  property  and  a  conven- 
ient building,  but  it  is  sadly  burdened  with  debt.  This  ought  to  be  re- 
moved at  once.  There  is  clearly  room  for  this  orphans'  home,  and  it  has 
a  definite  and  needed  work  to  do.  The  faithful  ladies  who  carry  the  re- 
sponsibility should  be  cheered  and  aided  by  larger  and  more  general  gifts 
of  money.    I  commend  the  work  to  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

CHURCH   SCHOOLS. 

The  Faribault  schools  are  too  well  known  to  be  given  more  than  a  brief 
reference.  The  year  has  been  the  most  prosperous  in  their  history.  Sea- 
bur>'  Divinity  School  has  had  a  larger  number  of  young  men,  coming 
from  many  Dioceses,  than  ever  before.  They  will  do  excellent  work  for  the 
Church  in  the  years  to  come.  The  endowments  are  not  yet  sufficient  to  sup- 
port the  school.  Minnesota  owes  so  much  to  Seabury  that  every  parish 
phould  remember  it  in  its  offerings  during  the  year.  We  can  no  longer 
hope  to  receive  the  aid  from  the  East  as  in  other  years. 

Shattuck  School  has  become  one  of  the  famous  schools  of  the  land.  It 
has  won  this  position  by  the  honesty  and  thoroughness  of  its  work.  Its 
deserved  prosperity  is  owing  in  a  large  degree  to  its  able  and  faithful 
rector,  who  has  grown  gray  in  its  service.  The  completion  of  the  mag- 
nificent Shumway  Hall,  the  gift  of  that  noble  Christian  woman,  Mrs.  Shum- 
way  Huntington,  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  school  to  a  wonderful 
degree.  The  full  realization  of  all  the  plans  at  present  contemplated  would 
make  Shattuck  School  easily  the  best  equipped  school  in  the  United  States. 
God  speed  the  day. 

St.  Mary's  Hall  has  been  entirely  filled  with  excellent  students  during 
the  entire  year.    Good  work  has  been  done,  and  its  future  prospects  are 
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full  of  cheer.  We  regret  to  lose  the  Principal  who  has  been  with  us  for  the 
two  years  past,  but  her  successor,  by  long  experience  in  the  school,  is  wel^ 
qualified  to  fill  this  important  position. 

The  Bishop  Whipple  School,  at  Moorhead,  has  had  a  year  of  pecuniary 
trials,  owing  to  the  failure  of  crops  in  that  region.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
some  way  may  be  found  out  of  its  present  diflSculties,  and  that  it  may  go 
on  doing  the  good  work  which  for  many  years  it  has  been  doing. 

The  Breck  Farm  School  at  Wilder  opened  in  a  modest  way  last  autumn. 
It  is  an  experiment,  with  good  prospects  of  doing  excellent  work  if  the 
plans  of  its  founder  can  be  realized.  It  has  a  wise  board  of  trustees,  who 
will  doubtless  be  able  to  bring  all  matters  to  a  successful  issue. 

THE  MINNESOTA  BRANCH  OF  THE  WOMAN*8  AUXILIARY. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  held  its  annual  meeting  on  Sept.  20th  last  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Minneapolis,  which  was  the  most  inspiring  and 
satisfactory  gathering  in  its  history. 

It  gave  an  impetus  to  the  work  which  has  not  spent  itself  during  the 
year.  The  report  of  the  Secretary,  herewith  submitted,  shows  a  gain  of 
$281.33  over  last  year,  besides  the  income  from  several  hundred  "mite- 
chests"  distributed.  Every  parish  in  the  Diocese  should  endeavor  to  have 
an  active  connection  with  this  noble  missionary  organization,  and  to  send 
delegates  to  the  annual  meeting.  The  efficient  officers  are  Mrs.  Bronson 
of  St.  Paul,  President,  and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Folds,  of  Minneapolis,  Secretary. 

AGED  AND  INFIRM  CLERGY. 

Wo  have  now  upon  our  list  three  worthy  men  who  have  worn  themselves 
out  in  the  Master's  service.  They  should  be  comfortably  supported  in  their 
declining  years.  I  am  glad  to  know  that  the  otferings  for  the  fund  during 
the  year  were  larger  than  ever  before.  Each  year  ought  to  witness  an 
increase  in  the  gifts.  I  trust  that  in  making  their  wills  our  friends  will 
especially  remember  our  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund. 

DIOCESAN   MISSIONS. 

This  is  essentially  a  Missionary  Diocese,  comparatively  few  of  our  par- 
ishes are  self  supporting.  The  foreign  element  is  large.  There  are  but  a 
limited  number  of  large  towns.  The  policy  of  the  Church  of  Minnesota  from 
the  very  first  has  been  aggressive.  Wo  have  plante<l  missions  and  built 
churches  in  more  places  than  any  other  Western  Diocese.  The  special  work 
of  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  to-day  is  not  so  much  expansion  as  stimulation 
and  sustentation.  The  state  for  a  number  of  years  has  been  passing 
through  a  transition  phase,  which  has  tried  the  Churches  and  Missions  in 
our  smaller  towns  to  the  uttermost.  The  opening  up  by  the  railroads  of 
the  vast  farming  country  west  of  our  own  borders,  the  rapid  and  phenomenal 
building  up  of  these  two  great  cities,  and  the  comparatively  low  price  of  farm 
products,  have  sapped  the  ver\'  life  blood  of  tho  villages  of  the  state.  The 
Church  has  inevitably  suffered  from  these  causes.  The  wonder  is  that  she 
has  been  able,  on  the  whole,  to  hold  her  own.    The  statistics  show,  how- 
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ever,  a  large  increase,  but  this  has  been  coDfined  to  the  cities  and  a  few  of 
the  larger  growing  towns.  We  find  ourselves  to-day,  therefore,  face  to  face 
with  a  serious  problem,  and  that  problem  is  the  sustentation  of  our  work  in 
these  villages  until  the  reaction,  which  is  sure  to  come,  sets  in,  and  they  are 
able  once  more  to  press  forward.  The  solution  of  the  difficulty  lies  largely 
with  the  city  churches.  They  are  growing  at  the  expense  of  the  country. 
I  know  from  personal  experience  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  assimilating 
these  large  accessions  to  such  an  extent  that  they  become  fully  identified 
with  the  parish  life  and  work.  Yet,  nevertheless,  it  holds  true  that  if  the 
work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  to  be  fully  sustained,  if  we  are  to  do 
the  work  which  we  can  do  if  we  can  "  hold  on,''  there  must  each  year  be 
an  increase  of  financial  aid  from  our  city  parishes.  Will  it  come?  Perhaps 
not  in  the  way  of  mcreased  apportionments,  but  surely  the  rectors  will 
see  to  it  that  it  comes  in  the  way  of  special  offerings  and  individual  gifts. 
Let  the  brethren  and  the  clergy  keep  i}\e  missionary  idea  before  their 
people,  let  them  remember  the  fact,  proven  by  manifold  experience,  that 
l^fts  unselfishly  given  for  missions  always  increase  the  offerings  for  the 
parish  itself;  let  them  from  time  to  time  go  out  and  visit  our  mission  stations 
and  smaller  parishes,  and  then  the  means  to  carry  on  this  great  missionary 
work  will  be  forthcoming,  and  under  God's  blessing  our  dear  Church  will 
prove  her  right  to  live  by  the  fruits  which  she  shall  bear.  Then,  further- 
more, let  us  make  our  Annual  Coimcils  more  of  missionary  gatherings.  Let 
us  not  spend  all  of  our  time  in  the  routine  w^ork,  needful  as  that  is,  but 
confer  together  in  an  earnest  way  about  matters  pertaining  to  the  successful 
working  of  the  missionary  system.  This  subject  will  come  before  you  in 
the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Council,  and  I  trust  will 
receive  your  earnest  consideration.  My  whole  heart,  from  instinct  and 
from  training,  is  in  this  missionary  work  of  the  Church.  1  only  ask  to  be 
a  missionary  in  the  Church  of  God.  It  is  the  highest  honor  on  earth.  Will 
you  not,  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  see  to  it  that  my  hands  are 
upheld  and  my  heart  cheered  by  your  helpfulness  extended  to  our  missions, 
so  that  I  may  be  able  to  go  on  and  do  the  work  as  well  as  I  know  how, 
w^hich  God,  through  you,  has  called  me  to  do. 

This  Diocese  is  so  vast  in  extent,  the  largest  organized  diocese  in  the  land, 
that  I  cannot  give  the  personal  attention  to  the  individual  parishes  that  is 
needed  or  that  I  would  like  to  give.  We  need  a  Diocesan  Missionary. 
Other  dioceses  that  have  tried  the  plan  find  it  most  helpful.  A  general 
missionary,  representing  the  Bishop  and  working  under  him,  could  do  a 
grand  work  for  the  Church  in  vacant  fields  and  weak  missions.  We  ought 
to  offer  at  least  a  salary  of  $1,500.  If  that  can  be  provided  we  can  find 
the  right  man,  I  am  sure.  Has  the  time  come  to  move  in  this  matter?  I 
leave  it  for  you  to  determine. 

In  the  meantime  the  Deans  of  the  several  convocations  can  do  much  by 
visiting  the  mission  stations  in  their  districts  and  counseling  with  the 
people  and  clergy.  The  good  results  of  this  plan  of  visitations  by  the  Deans 
can  be  seen  plainly  in  our  southern  convocation. 
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SPECIAL  NEEDS  FUND. 

When  I  entered  upon  my  work  as  Assistant  Bishop  I  began,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  a  wise  and  valued  friend  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  a  fund 
to  be  called  "The  Bishop's  Special  Needs  Fund."  All  offerings  on  the 
occasions  of  my  visitations  have  been  given  to  this  fund.  I  have  not 
received  as  many  individual  contributions  to  the  fund  as  I  bad  hoped, 
but  the  amount  received  from  all  sources  has  been  most  gratifying,  and 
has  enabled  me  to  extend  help  in  many  ways  which  otherwise  I  could 
not  have  done.  The  amount  received  for  this  fund  since  last  Council  is 
8882.15. 

CHURCH   UNITY. 

It  seems  to  n.e  that  every  Diocese  should  take  some  steps  towards 
making  oj^erative  and  real  the  declaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops  on  the 
subject  of  Christian  unity.  No  question  is  at  this  time  of  greater  impor- 
tance. Our  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic  has  taken  the  initiative,  has 
extended  the  hand  of  brotherly  love  and  invited  fraternal  consideration 
of  the  great  issue.  I  should  be  glad  to  see  organized  in  this  Diocese  a 
branch  of  the  Church  Unity  Society.  The  matter  will  doubtless  be  pre- 
sented for  your  consideration  by  the  General  Secretary  of  this  society, 
who  is  now  one  of  our  own  Diocesan  clergy. 

THE   CHURCH   TEMPERANCE   SOCIETY. 

We  have  a  branch  of  this  society  in  the  Diocese,  and  meetings  from 
time  to  time  have  been  held  at  the  instance  of  its  devoted  and  efficient 
Secretary.  We  ought  to  make  the  work  of  this  society  more  active.  Even 
if  you  do  not  form  branches  in  your  parishes,  will  you  not  see  to  it  that 
the  temi)erance  cause  is  prominently  supix)rted  and  advocated?  SpecLk 
out  boldly,  clearly,  persistently  for  temperance.  Do  not  concern  yourself 
so  much  about  the  methods,  but  work  for  the  principle  involved.  Let 
it  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Church  is  the  unalterable  opponent  of 
the  saloon,  and  that  there  can  never  be  a  truce  declared  until  these  agencies 
of  Satan  are  utterly  supijressed. 

As  a  Diocese  we  are  under  great  obligations  to  the  Domestic  Mission- 
ary- Board  of  the  Church.  Our  first  missionaries  were  sent  out  by  this 
board,  and  it  still  continues  to  give  generously  to  our  work.  A  feeling  of 
gratitude  alone  should  inspire  every  parish  and  missionary  station  at  least 
once  in  the  year  to  send  to  it  an  olTering.  The  same  thing  in  a  lesser 
degree  might  be  said  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund.  This  also 
should  receive  such  recognition  as  you  are  able  to  give. 

OUR    DIOCESAN   PAPER. 

The  Minnesota  Missionain/j  which,  for  many  years  was  published  in 
Faribault,  has  been  combined  with  the  Church  Record,  and  is  now  issued 
from  Minneapolis  under  the  efficient  editorship  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Prosser.  It 
can  be  made  of  great  use  to  the  Church  by  being  circulated  generally  in  the 
families  of  the  Diocese.    As  the  official  organ  it  is  needful  as  a  means  of 
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communication  between  Bishops  and  people.    I  trust  the  Clergy  will  do  all 
in  their  power  to  increase  its  circulation  and  add  to  its  interest. 

Many  other  important  matters  claim  your  attention,  such  as  a  revision 
of  the  canons  in  some   particulars,  the  matter  of  apportionments  and 
assessments,  and  canonical  offerings.    I  will  not  enlarge  upon  them,  but 
leave  their  consideration  entirely  with  you. 

Finally,  dear  brethren,  I  pray  the  Heavenly  Father  to  give  us  a  right 
judgment  in  all  things,  and  that  our  deliberations  may  conduce  to  His 
glory  and  the  welfare  of  His  Holy  Church,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Liord.    Amen. 

The  oflfering  taken  was  for  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions.

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Charles  D.  Andrews, 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  after  which  The  Rt.  Rev.  The 
President,  introduced  the  Rev.  Charles  Wright,  (Indian 
Deacon),  who,  through  his  interpreter,  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Gilfillan,  addressed  the  meeting  in  the  interest  of  Indian 
Missions.  The  Rev.  Anson  R.  Graves.  Secretary  of  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  has  met  seven  times  during  the  past 
year,  and  has  done  an  unusual  amount  of  original  and  aggressive  work. 
Twenty-four  Missionaries  have  been  appomted  by  the  Board  to  serve  at  54 
different  stations  In  addition,  16  Missionaries,  aided  by  the  General  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions,  have  had  their  stipends  and  work  apportioned  them 
by  this  Board.  All  these  Missionaries,  under  the  stimulating  guidance  of 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  and  often  by  his  personal  help,  have  been  doing  ex- 
cellent work  in  the  Mission  field  of  the  Diocese.  Probably  more  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  last  year  than  in  any  previous  year  for  a  long  time. 

Within  the  last  year  the  Board  has  made  three  new  departures  in  work, 
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worthy  of  notice.  The  first  was  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  on  the 
20th  of  last  June,  as  follows: 

Resolved^  That  the  appropriations  hereafter  be  made  to  the  Missionary 
stations  instead  of  to  the  Missionaries. 

This  secures  to  the  smaller  stations  service  and  interest,  which,  from  their 
lack  of  importance,  might  otherwise  be  wanting.  It  also  encourages  these 
small  stations  with  the  knowledge  that  they  are  directly  in  the  care  of  the 
Missionary  Board. 

The  second  new  feature  of  the  work  grew  out  of  the  following  resolution 
passed  at  the  same  meeting  on  the  20th  of  last  June. 

"Resolved  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  Missionary  work  in  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis  be  carried  on  by  the  united  efforts  of  the  parislies  in 
each  city,  and  that  a  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Board  with  the  Beotors  and 
Churchmen  of  each  city  be  called  in  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  June  29th, 
and  in  St.  Marks  Church,  Minneapolis,  June  30th,  to  consider  the  Missionary 
work  of  each  city."  As  a  result  of  these  meetings  a  City  Mi8sionar>'  So- 
ciety was  formed  in  each  city,  each  of  which  has  engaged  the  services  of  an 
active  Missionary,  and  thus  far  have  paid  their  stipends  without  recourse 
to  the  funds  of  the  Board.  This  movement  has  added  largely  to  the  Mis- 
sionary force  of  the  Diocese. 

The  third  new  venture  of  the  Board  was  the  re-editing  and  repub- 
lishing of  the  Missionary  tract  entitled  "The  Church  and  Her  Ways.''  This 
comprehensive  little  tract  contains  a  clear  explanation  of  the  doctrine, 
worship  and  peculiar  features  of  the  Church,  designed  for  those  brought 
up  without  the  fold.  Electrotype  plates  were  procured,  and  an  edition  of 
15,000  printed.  This  edition  has  been  disposed  of  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
and  in  Canada,  and  another  edition  of  10,000  is  ordered.  It  is  sold  to  peo- 
ple within  the  Diocese  at  75  cents  per  hundred,  and  to  those  outside  at  one 
cent  each,  post  paid.  Besides  paying  for  the  plates,  the  first  edition  netted 
some  profit  to  the  Board,  and  hereafter  we  may  hope  for  more.  But  the 
profit  is  a  small  matter  compared  with  the  good  we  believe  the  tract  is 
doing  in  many  Dioceses. 

On  the  whole,  the  past  year  has  been  most  fruitful  in  Missionary  enter- 
prise. The  Board  yearns  for  larger  offerings  the  coming  year,  to  improve 
our  ever  increasing  opportunities.

After  concluding  his  report,  Mr.  Graves  spoke  earnestly 
and  feelingly  in  support  of  the  Missionary  and  his  grand 
and  noble  work.  He  was  followed  by  one  of  the  field 
Missionaries  The  Rev.  Charles  S.  Ware,  of  southwestern 
Minnesota;  also,  by  The  Rev.  Wm.  Wilkinson,  both  of 
whom  spoke  earnestly  on  the  subject  of  Missions.  The 
Rt.  Rev.  the  President,  addressed  the  meeting  in  conclu- 
sion, and  announced  the  following  Committees:

Resolved,  That  Canon  XIII.  be  amended  as  follows:  Add  to  title,  "and 
offerings";  add  to  Canon,  **Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Rector  of  a 
Parish,  or  incumbent  of  a  Mission  Station,  to  cause  to  be  made  annually 
an  offering  or  contribution,  from  his  Church  or  Congregation,  for  each  of 
the  following  objects,  viz:  for  the  Diocesan  or  Council  Fund;  for  the 
Bishops'  salaries;  for  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  fund  for  the 
support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen.

Your  Committee  find  it  impossible,  in  the  limited  time  since  its  appoint- 
ment, to  make  a  rei)ort  that  is,  at  all,  commensurate  with  the  Importance  of 
the  subject.  The  matter  of  Christian  Education;  what  its  scope  shall  be- 
to  what  extent  our  Church  shall  undertake  the  intellectual,  combined  with 
the  moral  and  spiritual  education  and  training  of  our  own  children,  and  of 
all  others  who  might  come  under  our  influence;  and  how  the  means  can 
be  secured  to  carry  on  this  work,  if  it  should  be  more  generally  undertaken 
than  now,  is  hardly  second,  in  importance,  to  any  subject  that  can  com- 
mand the  attention  of  this  body. 

The  Rectors  of  our  parishes,  w^hether  large  or  small,  and  the  Mission- 
aries in  town  or  country,  are  coming  to  realize,  more  and  more,  that  the 
hope  of  the  Church  is  in  the  young;  that  if  the  Church  of  Christ  is  to  grow 
and  keep  pace  with  the  development  of  the  country:  if  it  is  to  mold  society* 
leaven  the  customs  of  our  people,  christianize  and  make  effective  the  char- 
ities of  the  day,  and  exert  the  commanding  influence  over  men  that  the 
living  embodiment  of  our  Lord's  continual  and  living  presence  on  earth 
ought  to  carry  with  it,  a  generation  must  be  trained  up  in  the  principles 
and  practices  of  the  personal  Christian  life.  We  must  build  up  the  Chris- 
tian character  by  example,  by  instilling  Christian  principles  in  the  early 
years,  and  we  can  only  do  this  by  gathering  the  future  men  and  women 
into  Christian  schools,  where  the  Bible  is  loved  and  reverenced,  and  where 
daily  worship  is  taught  as  a  natural  and  necessary  part  of  the  I'fe  that  is 
in  training  for  another  world. 

It  is  because  this  subject,  in  some  one  of  the  many  forms  in  which  it  can 
be  carried  on,  lies  so  very  near  the  root  of  all  true  success  in  doing  the 
Church's  work,  and  because  our  people,  as  a  rule,  know  and  seem  to  care 
so  little  about  it,  and  are  doing  so  little  to  provide  the  means  for  training 
the  children  of  the  country  in  the  Church's  way,  and  in  a  definite  faith  in 
Grod,  that  your  committee  think  this  is  a  subject  which  ought  not  to  be  put 
in  a  corner  when  we  come  together  for  our  deliberations;  we  therefor© 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following:

The  Rev.  Wm.  Gardam  read  the  following  which  was 
adopted: 

REPORT. 

Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  ^^Misstons 
and  Charities  of  the  Church,"  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

Recognizing  the  vast  importance  of  these  two  features  of  Church  work, 
and  that  they  necessarily  constitute  an  essential  part  of  all  Church  enter- 
prise, and  an  imix)rtant  element  in  the  growth  and  development  of  all  our 
Parishes,  suggest: 

First,  With  regard  to  Missions;  That  every  Clergyman  should  bring  the 
matter  before  his  congregation  as  often  as  may  be  during  the  Councilar 
year,  not  only  as  regards  Diocesan  Missions,  but  also  the  General  Mission 
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arr  work  of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad.  It  is  only  by  this  means  that 
our  i)eop!e  can  be  informed  and  their  interest  and  generosity  stimulated. 
Tour  Committee  are  persuaded  that  lack  of  information  on  the  subject  of 
Missions,  keeps  the  giving  of  mary  of  our  Parishes  at  a  minimum.  The 
maximum  can  only  be  reached  by  a  process  of  education.  We  suggest  that 
the  whole  subject  of  Missions  be  made  an  order  of  the  day  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Convention. 

Second^  With  regard  to  the  Charities  of  the  Church;  The  subject  is  so 
large  your  Committee  have  not  the  time  to  consider  the  matter  in  its  whole 
extent.  We  would  suggest,  however,  as  a  Parochial  measure,  that  an 
organization  be  created  in  every  Parish,  composed  of  the  laity  of  the  Parish 
under  the  Rector.  One  purpose  of  which  shall  be  the  receiving  gifts  of 
money,  clothing  and  other  material  for  distribution  among  the  poor,  and 
the  ascertaining  of  cases  of  need,  and  distribution  where  such  gifts  can  be 
worthily  bestowed.  We  are  persuaded  that  much  available  material  is  lost 
to  the  poor  for  lack  of  a  Parochial  organization  of  this  character. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  the  subject  of  the  charities,  also,  of  the 
Church,  be  made  an  order  of  the  day,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Conven- 
vention.

The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Cummings,  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  read  the  following,  which  was 
adopted: 

REPORT. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  no  business  has  been 
referred  to  them,  nor  is  it  possible,  in  the  brief  intermissions  of  Council,  to 
examine  in  detail  the  reports  of  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions. 

Your  Committee  find  reasons  for  congratulation  in  the  large  increase  of 
communicants  reported  during  the  past  year. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  learn  that,  in  spite  of  the  fact,  that  the 
expense  of  the  Episcopate  is  increased  by  the  necessity  of  paying  railroad 
fares,  and  that  a  larger  number  of  Missionaries  have  been  supported  than 
ever  before,  yet  the  funds  for  these  purposes  are  solvent,  and  encouraging 
for  renewed  and  enlarged  work  in  the  Missionary  field.  We  give  our  grate- 
ful thanks  to  God  that  our  Mission  work  covers  fields  more  in  number  and 
importance  than  ever  before. 

The  Educational  work  of  the  Diocese  claims  our  admiration,  by  its  steady 
upward  progress,  Shattuck  and  St.  Mary's  having  kept  their  standards 
wall  up  in  the  front  ranks  of  Educational  Avork. 
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Seabury  Divinity  School  has  been  more  larjfely  attended  than  ever,  and 
our  beloved  Church  seems  to  be  advancing  steadily  in  all  departments. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  be  made  a  standing  committee,  in  order  that  they  may  exam- 
ine records,  and  make  a  report  of  some  value  to  the  Church.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  extended  to  the  railroads 
who  have  granted  special  rates  to  delegates. 

On  motion  of  The  Rev.  John  Wright,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  draught  a  form  of  blank  for 
Parish  reports,  be  empowered  to  act. 

On  motion  of  The  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Mueller,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  tabulation  of  the  offerings  be  printed  on  the  back  of 
the  cover  to  the  Journal. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
a  Standing  Committee. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Fred  Paine,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  cast  his  vote  for  the  following  named  per- 
sons to  be  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  viz: 

The  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Wells,  D.  D.,  Hon.  James  Gilfillan,  The  Rev.  Wm. 
C.  Pope,  Hon.  I.  At  water,  Capt.  J.  C.  Reno. 

Nominations  were  made  to  take  the  place  of  The  Rev. 
Geo.  B.  Whipple,  a  ballot  ordered,  and  the  Secretary 
called  the  roll  of  Clergy  and  the  list  of  Parishes.  Pend- 
ing the  counting  of  the  ballot,  Mr.  Hargreaves,  lay  dele- 
gate of  S.  John's  Parish,  St.  Paul,  offered  the  following, 
which  was  adopted — 

Resolved,  That  the  excellent  article  appearing  in  the  '^Minnesota  Miss- 
ionary and  Church  Record,"  June  number,  addressed  "To  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen",  be  endorsed  by  the  Council,  and  recommended  to  be  read 
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before  the  sermon  morning  and  evening,  on  three  alternate  Sundays,  com- 
mencing June  24,  in  every  church  in  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota. 

The  tellers  reported,  on  counting  the  ballots,  no  elec- 
tion. A  second  ballot  was  taken,  which  resulted  in  no 
election. 

On  motion  of  E.  H.  Holbrook,  Jr.,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  Edward  C. 
Bill,  of  Faribault,  be  unanimously  elected  a  member  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  fill  the  place  of  The  Rev.  Greo.  B.  Whipple,  resigned. 

On  motion  of  The  Rev.  J.  Steinfort  Kedney,  D.  D.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  fixing 
the  time  for  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Council,  be  requested  to  take 
into  consideration  the  making  the  assembly  of  the  Council  take  place  on 
Tuesday  at  7:30  p.  m.,  at  which  time,  after  the  organization,  the  address  of 
the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop  may  be  read. 

On  motion  of  The  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Wells,  D.  U.,  the 
Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Trustee  of  "The 
Diocese  of  Minnesota",  for  six  years.  Nominations  were 
made,  and  a  ballot  ordered.  The  tellers  reported  the 
result  of  the  ballot  to  be  that  Mr.  G.  A.  Hamilton,  of  St. 
Paul,  had  received  a  majority  of  the  lay  vote,  and  no 
election  by  the  Clergy. 

On  motion  of  The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Poole,  on  the  part  of 
the  Clergy,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Holbrook,  Jr.,  on 
the  part  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  Mr.  Hamilton's  election 
was  made  unanimous. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fred.  Paine  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  announce  the  next  session 
of  the  Council  in  the  three  daily  papers  for  three  days  previous  to  the 
aieeting. 

On  motion  of  The  Rev.  William  Wilkinson,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  gives  to  Rev.  Gteo.  B.  Whipple  its  thanks  for 
his  services  as  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  expresses  its 
ympathy  to  him  in  his  sickness,  and  prays  that  the  truths  he  has  preached 
t  o  others  may  be  a  comfort  to  him  now. 
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On  motion  it  was- 


Resolved,  That  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  and  the  usual  religious 
exercises,  this  Council  adjourn. 

The  minutes  of  the  clay's  proceedings  were  read  by 
the  Secretary,  and  approved;  whereupon,  The  Rt.  Rev. 
The  Assistant  Bishop,  and  President  of  the  Council, 
appeared,  in  his  robes,  and  addressed  the  Council  in  a 
few  well  chosen  words;  thanking  God  for  His  blessing 
upon  the  Work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  past  year;  thank- 
ing the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation with  him,  and  their  earnestness  of  purpose 
to  hold  up  his  hands  in  the  great  Missionary  work  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and  invoking  the  grace  and 
blessing  of  the  Heavenly  Father  upon  the  great  work 
of  the  Diocese  in  the  future;  and  bidding  all  go  forth 
with  courage,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  victory, 
he  prayed  for  the  guiding  light  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon 
all,  and  pronounced  the  benediction.  And  the  Thirty- 
first  Annual  Council  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Minnesota  adjourned  sifie  die.

Hawley,  of  the  Northern  Convocation  assisting.  The  church  has  been 
built  and  was  used  for  Divine  Service  January  Ist,  1888,  in  a  rough  state. 
It  will  soon  be  ready  for  consec^ration. 

At  Lake  Park  a  lot  has  been  i)romised  and  we  shall  hoj)e  to  occupy  it 

in  time  as  the  interest  increases.

Vie  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Board: 

In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Sheltering  Arms.  I  have  the 

»r  of  presenting  to  you  the  Fourth  Annual  Report. 
It  has  been  the  custom  of  this  co-operation  to  hold  its  annual  elections 
**'fioly  Innocents  Day;"  but,  this  year,  circumstances  preventing,  the 
i^'fcrion  took  place  on  the  tenth  of  January,  Fifteen  Directors  were  elected, 
*    vacancy  remaining  to  be  filled,  from  St.  John's  Parish,  St.  Paul. 

During  ihe  past  year  the  Board  has  received  the  resignation  of  six 
■3ckbers;  ill  health,  and  removal  from  the  city  being  the  causes,  the  death 
:>xie  member  is  recorded. 

The  efficient  matron.  Miss  Martha  Wilcox,  still  presides  at  the 
cixe,  and  to  her  skillful  management,  much  of  the  *'home  comfort"  which 
^l^ways  apparent,  is  due. 

The  visitation  of  epidemics  has  not  been  so  frequent,  the  past  year  as 
r^tofore,  although  we  have  not  been  exempt  from  them. 

The  debt  of  the  Home  has  been  decreased,  somewhat  by  the  generosity 
^  few  Christian  friends,  but  the  mortgage  settlement  is  still  a  vexing 
stion,  which  must  be  cared  for. 

When  we  consider  this  "Church  Home"  for  the  orphan  is  the  only  one 
kind  in  the  diocase  of  Minnesota;  it  is  astonishing  that  the  moneyed 
rchmen  will  see  itr  so  embarrased,  and  not  extend  a  helping  hand  to 
^^i«  it  on  a  sure  foundation. 

May  our  Heavenly  Father  hear  the  prayers  of  the  faithful,  and  the 
Jog  year,  be  one  of  prosperity,  for  the  Sheltering  Arms. 
The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  with  an  average 
^ndance  of  ten.    The  President  has  called  extra  meetings  whenever  she 
•  vned  it  necessary. 

The  same  earnestness  of  purpose  which  has  prevailed  in  the  past,  has 
"traded  these  meetings,  and  the  best  results  have  been  sough  for. 
We  have  received  during  the  year,  substantial  aid  from  friends  in  St. 
il  and  Minneapolis,  in  the  form  of  money,  goods  and  clothing,  also,  from 
^^ioerous  parishes  throughout  the  State.  To  all  we  tender  our  heart-felt 
^xks,  and  assure  our  friends,  that  the  disbursement  of  the  gifts  have  been 
ily  made. 

The  Board  feel  especially  gratf  al  to  Mrs.  H.  T.  Wells,  for  the  many 
»ful  articles  of  hoase-hold  furniture,  which  were  most  acceptable. 
The  annual  reception  of  the  Donation  Party,  occured  Oct.  4th,  and  was 
^11  attended;  the  friends  leaving  generous  reminders  of  their  visit. 
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The  children  enjoyed  two  lawn  parties  given  by  members  of  the  Boartl, 
also  a  visit  to  the  Exposition,  St.  Paul's  Parish  of  this  city  ^ave  them  a 
substantial  Christmas  dinner.  The  ladles  of  the  Board,  as  is  their  custom, 
prejjared  a  Christmas  Tree  which  was  ver>'  much  appreciated. 

Number  of  children  cared  for,  54.  Remove<T,  23.  Deaths,  5.  Remain- 
ing? in  the  Home,  26. 

It  remains  my  mournful  duty,  to  pay  a  tribute,  to  one  who  has  labored 
with  you,  but,  who  has  passed  into  a  hij^her  life,  Mrs.  Sarah  McDougall,  a 
woman  of  many  virtues,  wise  in  council,  and  an  earnest  worker,  we  feel  that 
in  her  death,  the  Board  sustained  an  incalculable  loss. 

The  Home  has  been  without  a  Chaplain  for  some  time,  and  it  seems 
quite  difficult  to  maintain  a  regular  service,  we  trust  that  there  will  be 
some  provision  made  for  such  a  service  in  the  future. 

The  Board  wish  to  extend  their  thanks  to  Dr.  Hall  for  his  watchful 
care,  in  regard  to  the  health  of  the  children,  which  is  so  freely  given  with- 
out remuneration.

FIRST  DAY. 


Faribault,  Minn., 
Cathedral  of  Our  Merciful  Savior, 

Wednesday,  June  12, 1889. 

This  being  the  day,  by  Canon  appointed,  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Minnesota,  the  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  a  large 
number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Diocese 
assembled  in  the  Cathedraf  Church,  Faribault,  at  9:30  a. 
m.  The  Rev.  Ivan  C.  Fortin  read  Morning  Prayer  to  the 
Creed,  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Fowler  taking  the  Creed  and 
Prayers  to  the  Litany,  the  Rev.  Mark  Jukes  reading  the 
Litany.  The  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Pope  read  the  first  lesson  and 
the  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark  read  the  second  lesson.  The  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  ante-Commun- 
ion Service  and  acted  as  Celebrant,  being  assisted  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop.  The  Rev.  S.  Pritchard 
read  the  Epistle  and  the  Rev.  J.  Steinfort  Kedney,  D.  D., 
read  the  Gospel. 

Morning  Service  being  ended,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Assist- 
ant Bishop  delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows: 
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Dear  Brxthren  of  the  Clsrot  a^d  Laitt  op  thx  Diocese  of  BiurNE- 
sota: 

It  is  my  pleasinffduty  and  privilege  to  tell  you  to-day  the  rcMX>rd  of  my 
work  as  Assistant  JBishop  for  the  year  since  last  we  met  in  Council.  A  lov- 
ing Providence  has  watched  over  and  protected  me  in  all  my  works  and 
ways,  and  my  heart  goes  out  in  warmest  gratitude  for  His  many  signal 
mercies  and  preeerving  care.  The  year  has  been  altogether  too  brief  to  ac- 
complish all  I  wished,  and  the  Diocese  too  large  to  reach  as  often  as  I 
would  like  the  points  where  the  voice  of  the  Church  is  or  oui^ht  to  be  fre- 
quently heard. 

The  encouragements  have  far  exceeded  in  number  the  diBOooragements, 
and  my  heart  has  been  made  strong  by  the  evidences  of  growth  and  devel> 
opment  in  all  portions  of  the  Diocese.  The  report  I  now  miUce  of  visitations 
is  required  by  the  Canon,  and  is  made  as  concise  as  possible.  I  shall  repoit 
only  thof  e  visitations  which  were  official  in  their  character. 

Wednesday.  June  27th,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lake  City,  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  Bev.  Messrs.  Lewis  C.  fiirch.  Hubert  M.  Johnson  and  J.  Wynne 
Jones.  The  candidates  were  presented  by  Revs.  Messrs.  Tanner,  Plummer 
and  Enowlton,  and  the  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  F.  R.  Millspangh. 

In  the  evening  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons  in  the  Church  at 
Onalaska,  Diocese  of  Milwaukee. 

Thursday,  June  28th,  consecrated  the  beautiful  St.  PauPs  Church,  VTi- 
nona.  It  was  a  happy  day  in  this  parish,  being,  as  it  was,  the  culmination 
of  work  long  carried  on  under  many  discouragements. 

Sunday,  July  1st,  held  services  in  the  morning  in  the  Hotel  Lafayette 
Minnetonka  Beach,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity  Church,  Excelsior. 

Friday,  July  6th,  in  the  afternoon  held  services  in  the  school  house  at 
Good  Thunder's  Sioux  village  near  Redwood  and  confirmed  five. 

In  the  evening  preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Redwood 
Falls,  and  confirmed  7. 

Sunday,  July  8th,  preached  twice  and  baptized  seven  children  in  the  Meth- 
odist church,  Marshall.  A  Ladies*  Guild  here  has  been  doing  good  work 
and  is  hoping  soon  to  have  regular  services. 

Monday  evening,  July  9tb,  preacbec^  in  the  school  house  in  Coon  Creek 
township,  Lincoln  county.  A  colony  of  young  English  churchmen  have 
recently  settled  in  this  vicinity,  and  are  making  strenuous  efforts  to  build  a 
little  church. 

Sunday,  July  14th,  held  services  and  preached  in  St.  Mark's  Chorofa, 
Longwoith.  Since  my  visit,  Mr.  Octavius  Longworth,  a  father  in  Israel,  a 
devoted  churchman,  a  man  of  spotless  Christian  character,  and  for  many 
years  the  faithful  Leiy  Reader  of  this  little  church,  has  gone  to  his  resc 
Full  of  yeard  and  of  service,  be  has  set  a  high  example  for  others  to  imitate. 

Sunday,  July  22d.  in  the  morning  preached  and  confirmed  one  person  in 
'*St.  John  in  the  Wilderness"  Church,  White  Bear  Lake,  and  in  the  evening 
preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Dundas. 

Tuesday,  July  24th,  said  the  words  of  our  burial  service  over  our  dear 
Brother  Rev.  George  Brayton  Whipple. 

Friday,  July  27th,  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons  in  Grace  Gburoht 
Wadena.  This  mission  has  been  under  the  careful  charge  of  Mr.  Hoyt»  of 
Seabury. 

Saturday,  July  28th,  preached  in  New  York  Mills,  one  of  tiie  Stations  of 
Dean  Peake. 

Sunday,  July  29th,  consecrated  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Perhun* 
This  church  is  a  model  of  good  taste,  constructed  solidly  as  it  ia  out  of 
prairie  boulders.    I  also  at  the  same  service  confirmed  a  class  of  three. 
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In  the  evening^  preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons  in  St.  Lake's 
Church,  Detroit. 

Monday,  July  30th,  preached  in  the  school  house,  Lake  Park.  Money  is 
being  collected  and  plans  made  for  the  construction  of  a  church  daring  the 
year  in  this  place. 

Spent  the  greater  portion  of  August  in  Montana,  preaching  in  Missoula, 
Bitter  Root  Valley  and  Deer  Lodge  while  there. 

Saturday,  Sept.  Ist,  attended  opening  services  of  Seabury  Hall  and  made 
an  address. 

Sunday,  Sept  2d,  consecrated  the  Camp  Memorial  Chapel,  Mtnnetonka 
Beech,  and  confirmed  one.  This  exquisite  Chaped  is  the  gift  of  Maj.  G.  A. 
Gamp,  and  was  built  under  his  own  personal  supervision,  and  given  to  the 
Church  as  a  memorial  to  loved  ones  in  Paradise. 

Friday,  Sept.  7th.  preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles.  Bichwood. 

Sunday,  Sept.  9th,  in  the  morning,  preached  and  confirmed  12  Chippewa 
Indians  in  St.  Columba  Church,  White  Earth.  Our  work  here  is  now  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition  and  moving  on  most  harmoniously. 

Monday,  Sept.  10th,  in  the  Church  of  The  Epiphany,  Wild  Bice  Biver, 
preached  and  confirmed  two  persons  presented  by  Kev.  Chas.  Wright. 

In  the  evening,  in  a  school  house  in  township  13,  Polk  county,  preached 
and  confirmed  4,  prepared  and  presented  by  Bev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan. 

Thursday,  Sept  14th,  in  St.  John  in  the  Wilderness  Church,  Bed  Lake, 
preached  and  confirmed  three,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  and  confirmea 
(me  in  St  Antipas  Church,  Old  Chief's  village.    These  Missions  are  at 

§  resent  under  the  charge  of  Bev.  Mark  Hart,  native  Deacon.  Bev.  Fred 
mith,  so  long  in  charge,  has  been  suffering  from  a  long  and  protracted  ill- 
neas,  but  has  now,  after  treatment  in  St.  Luke's  hospital,  St  Paul,  quite 
recovered  his  health. 

Sunday,  Sept.  16tb,  in  the  house  of  an  Indian,  at  Little  Nat  Lake,  I 
preached,  baptized  12  and  confirmed  2. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  18th,  in  the  Chapel  of  The  Prince  of  Peace,  Cass  Lake, 
preached  and  confirmed  two,  presented  by  the  native  Deacon,  Bev.  John 
Coleman. 

Wednesday,  Sept  19th,  preached  in  St  Philip  the  Deacon's  Church,  Lake 
Winnebegoshish,  under  the  charge  of  Bev.  Joseph  Wakazoo. 

Sunday,  Sept  23d*  preached  and  confirmed  9  in  chapel  of  The  Qood  Shep- 
herd, Leech  Lake,  Bev.  George  Smith,  Deacon  in  charge. 

This  entire  trip,  although  in  some  respects  trying  physically,  was  most 
enjoyable.  The  work  is  moving  on  in  a  blessed  and  helpful  way,  aud  many 
souls  among  these  natives  of  the  wilderness  are  pushing  their  way  out  of 
darkness  into  the  glorious  light  and  hberty  of  the  Children  of  God. 

Thursday,  Sept.  27th,  attended  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
in  St  Paul's  Church,  St.  Paul. 

Sunday,  Sept  30th,  in  the  morning  consecrated  St.  John's  Church,  Hallock, 
Kittson  county,  and  confirmed  4  This  beautiful  Church  is  the  result  of 
Bev.  Mr.  Appleby's  wise  and  persistent  work. 

In  the  afternoon  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons  in  Christ  Church, 
St  Vincent,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Pembina,  North 
Dakota.  Since  my  visitation,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Appleby  has  resigned  this  field 
to  become  Diocesan  Missionary,  and  Bev.  H.  Beer,  from  the  Diocese  of  Al- 
goma,  has  taken  charge  and  is  meeting  with  success. 

Tuesday,  Oct  2d,  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Fisher's,  and  bap- 
tized 7  persons. 

In  the  evening  preached  and  confirmed  23  persons  in  Christ  Church, 
OrookstoD.  The  aaooess  attending  the  work  of  the  Bector,  Bev.  I.  C.  For- 
tin,  is  placing  this  important  Parish  squarely  upon  its  feet. 
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During  my  visit  in  Crookston  the  Northern  Convocation  was  in  sesaion, 
and  was  full  of  interest. 

Thursday,  Oct.  4th,  in  the  Church  of  The  Beloved  Physician,  Mentor, 
Bev.  S.  Currie,  Missionary,  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  5.

Rev  Mr  Sayres  from  this  time  oq  will  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  people, 
give  his  full  time  to  Montevideo.

C.  C.  Grafton,  as  fiishop  of  Fond- 
du-Lac.

I  have  eonsecratrd  nine  churches,  viz:  St.  Paul's,  Winona;  Redeemer,  Per- 
ham;  Camp  Memorial,  Minnetonka  Beach;  St.  John's,  Hallock;  St.  John's, 
Worthington;  St.  John's,  Le  Sueur;  Grace,  Montevideo;  Holy  Trinity,  Frid- 
ley  Park;  Holy  Communion,  Bed  Wood  Falls.  And  have  consecrated  one 
cemetery  at  Leech  Lake,  and  laid  the  corner  stone  of  a  church  at  Bockford. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Diocesan  in  Europe,  and  also  during  his  so- 
journ  in  Florida,  the  care  of  the  diocese  devolved  upon  me. 

Churches  have  been  built  during  the  year  at  Minnetonka  Beach,  Dayton's 
Bluff,  St  Paul,  St.  Paul  Park  and  Paynesville.  Bectoriee  have  been  complet* 
ed  at  Glencoe,  Mankato,  St.  Peter  and  Red  Lake.  Lets  have  been  secured 
for  the  church  in  Brown  ton,  Granite  Falls,  St.  Anthony  Park,  Tower,  Lake 
Park,  Luveme,  Dakota,  Rockford  and  Madison  Lake  and  upon  most  of  these, 
God  willing  churches  will  be  built  this  year.  Improvements  and  enlarge- 
ments have  been  added  to  the  churches  in  Kasson,  Mantorville,  St.  John, 
The  Evangelist's  St.  Paul,  Worthington,  Royalston,  Holy  Trinity  Minneapo- 
lis and  Waseca.  The  condition  of  the  work  generally  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese is  very  satisfactory.  The  clergy  have  done  most  faithful  and  self-sac- 
rificing worl^  in  the  face  of  times  of  serious  difficulties,  and  the  Laity  haye 
shown  a  spirit  of  interest  and  co-operation.  The  salaries  of  our  missiona- 
ries are  inadequate,  and  yet  on  the  average  are  considerably  larger  than  in 
some  of  the  older  dioceses.  I  have  made  strenuous  efforts  to  secure  increas- 
ed local  subscriptions,  and  the  Diocesan  Missionary  has  rendered  great  as- 
sistance in  this  matter.  As  I  go  about  from  point  to  point  in  the  diocese 
and  see  with  my  eyes  the  trying  experiences  to  which  many  of  our  mission- 
aries are  subjected,  and  note  moreover  the  cheerful,  self-denying  spirit  they 
display,  together  with  the  helpfulness  and  interest  of  the  loving  wives  of  these 
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brave  meD,  my  prayer  is  for  tbe  means  to  aid  them  and  to  make  their  lota 
easier  and  their  burdens  lighter.  Dear  brethren  of  this  GoudcIL  can  you 
not  devise  pome  means  of  evoking  more  missionary  aid  from  your  parishes? 
Gan  you  not  take  some  practical  steps  looking  towards  greater  individiial 
interest  in  the  work  of  missions?  If  the  dnty  and  privilege  of  giving  for 
our  miesionary  work  conld  be  brought  before  each  communicant  of  the 
Church  and  cause  him  to  feel  that  the  Church  expects  him  perEonally  to 
contribute,  at  least  double  the  amount  now  given  in  tbe  diocese  for  this 
purpose  could  berealized.  This  matter  rests  largely  in  the  hands  of  the 
clergy.    They  alone  can  arouse  the  laity  to  their  full  duty. 

The  action  taken  at  the  last  council,  in  providing  the  means  for  a  general 
diocesan  missionary  enabled  me,  with  the  approval  of  the  Diocesan,  to  cany 
the  plan  into  effect.  One  of  our  missionaries  who  had,  by  many  yc  ais  of 
successful  and  devoted  labors  in  a  large  mission  field  in  the  diocese,  proven 
his  fitness  for  larger  responsibilities,  was  appointed  and  entered  upon  his 
work  the  middle  of  October.  The  results  of  our  action  have  proven  even 
more  satisfactory  than  I  had  dared  to  hope.  He  has  been  constantly  travel- 
ing throughout  all  portions  of  this  vast  diocese,  holding  services  in  vacant 
Earishes  and  mission  stations,  celebrating  the  holy  communion,  arranging 
y  personal  canvass  for  the  support  of  the  clergymen  or  for  the  coming  of  a 
pastor,  and  aidipg  me  in  many  ways  in  the  work  resting  upon  my  shoulders. 
His  report  submitted  to  you  will  tell  its  own  story.  It  will  be  a  serious  dis- 
aster to  tbe  work  of  the  church  if  this  council  should  fail  to  arrange  for  hit 
continuance.  Let  us  not  draw  back  in  any  way  in  the  aggressive  policy 
which  has  been  the  marked  characteristic  of  the  church  in  the  dioceae  of 
Minnesota,  but  go  steadily  forward,  having  faith  that  God  will  sustain  us  in 
all  our  ventures  for  Him. 

The  impression  left  uix)n  my  mind  by  my  last  visit  to  our  Indian  missions 
was  altogether  favorable. 

Under  the  experienced  and  altogethei*  devoted  work  of  our  superintend- 
ent, Rev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan,  the  work  is  being  pressed  with  a  wisdom  and  vigor 
which  are  bt^yond  all  praise.  Good  boarding  schools  have  been  opened  at 
Wild  Rice  River,  Pine  Point,  Leech  Lake  and  Cass  Lake,  and  the  material 
is  on  hand  for  the  erection  of  a  building  at  Bed  Lake.  These  schools  have 
been  largely  attended,  and  the  superintendent  reports  good  results.  The 
Roman  Catholics  are  extending  their  own  work  among  them,  but  our  church 
is  much  more  acceptable  to  the  large  majority  of  the  Chippewas.  and  if  we 
can  sustain  these  schools  and  increase  their  efiiciency,  we  shall  do  much  to 
elevate  and  Christianize  these  neglected  people.  This  work  is  an  integral 
part  of  tbe  diocese,  and  should  receive  the  interest  and  consideration  of  the 
council. 

Our  diocesan  paper,  the  Missionary  and  Record,  has  been  of  much  ser- 
vice in  disseminating  Church  information,  and  in  affording  a  medium  for 
ofiicial  communications.  It  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  Church  family 
in  the  diocese.    It  is  essential  to  the  proper  administration  of  the  work. 

One  of  the  greatest  difBculties  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Church  is 
the  difficulty  of  providing  clergy  for  our  missionary  fields.  It  is  almost  in)- 
possible  to  induce  suitable  men  from  the  East  to  come  to  our  help.  Some- 
times my  heart  grows  sick  when  I  hear  the  calls  from  our  mission  stations 
and  know  not  how  to  answer  them.  Were  it  not  for  Seabury  Divinity 
School  supplying  us  as  it  does  every  year  with  reinforcement  the  condition 
would  be  alarming.    We  can  only  hope  and  pray  and  work. 

The  system  of  utilizing  tbe  services  of  lay  readers,  which  I  have  encour- 
aged and  sustained  especially  during  the  past  year,  has  proved  satisfactory. 
I  cannot  forbear,  bearing  testimony  to  the  very  earnest  and  efficient  labors 
of  the  students  of  Seabury  Divinity  School  during  their  vacations  in  etimu- 
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latingyBostainiiig  and  developing  the  mission  fields  committed  to  their  care. 
In  many  instances  moreover  this  work  has  been  continued  successfnlly  dur- 
two  terms  in  places  adjacent  to  Faribanlt. 

The  **Special  Needs  Fund"  has  aecnmnlated  during  the  year  to  $878. 42, 
This  fund  is  a  neoeesity.  Without  it  my  bands  would  be  tied  as  far  as  auy 
pecuniary  aid  is  doncerned,  to  any  persons  or  places. 

Will  not  the  laity  of  this  diocese  remember  this  valuable  fund  in  their 
specifld  offerings. 

In  oonolnsioii,  I  would  add,  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  I  have  been 
able  to  visit  every  parish  and  mission  station  in  this  diocese,  except  those 
Tisited  by  the  Diocesan,  besides  holding  services  in  a  few  places  where  no 
clergyman  has  found  it  possible  to  go.  My  visits  in  some  instances  have 
been  hurried  ones,  but  the  diocese  is  very  large  and  the  number  of  days  in 
the  year  cannot  be  increased.  We  have  every  reason  to  enter  upon  the 
new  vear  with  ^ood  cheer  and  courage.  The  past  one  has  been  the  most 
fruitful  in  the  history  of  the  diocese.    To  God*s  name  be  the  praise. 

To  my  beloved  superior,  the  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  I  render  the  tribute 
of  the  deepest  love  and  gratitude  of  my  heart.  He  has  been  as  a  father  to  me 
in  helpful  oonnsel  and  unselfish  confidence.  May  God  spare  him  to  the 
diocese,  and,  may  I  add,  to  me,  for  many  years  to  come. 

W©  go  forth,  dear  brethren,  as  workers  together  with  God.    Bear  with 
my  mistakes  and  shortcomings  in  the  future  as  in  the  past.    I  need  your 
love,  your  forbearance,  your  counsel  and  your  prayers.    We  are  united  in 
one  common  work.    Ours  is  the  glory  now  to  suffer  if  need  be,  for  the  Mas 
^r,  but  some  day  reward  shall  be  ours,  and  with  it,  rest.    Amen.

gregation receiving  any  such  certificate  from  a  communicant,  on  entering  his 
or  her  name  in  the  parish  register  shall,  without  needless  delay,  notify  the 
rector  of  the  parish  'or  minister  of  the  congregation  from  which  said  com- 
municant shall  have  removed,  that  he  or  she  has  so  done.  And  in  such  case 
his  or  her  name  shall  be  removed  from  the  list  of  communicants  in  the  re- 
gister of  the  parish  or  congregation,  to  which  he  or  she  formerly  belonged.*' 

The  Rt.  Rev,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  read  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Board  of  Trutees  of  the  Minnesota 
Church  Foundation,  which  was  submitted  by  the  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  Harvey  Officer.    (See  appendix  C.) 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

REPORT. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  several  Treasurer's  accounts 
have  examined  the  same,  and  find  them  correct  in  every  particular,  and  also 
offer  the  followiug. 

Resolved  that  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the 
Episcopate  fund  shall  be  made  up  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil, and  any  parishes  in  debt  to  the  Council  or  Episcopate  fund  at  that  date, 
shall  be  reported  as  in  arrears. 

The  Rev.  James  Dobbin  D.  D.  sul)mitted  the  following 
which  was  adopted. 

REPORT. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  ivas  referred  the  resolutiou  providing  for  a 
change  in  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  Council,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following. 

Besolved.  That  Canon  XIV  be  and  the  same  is  amended  so  ^s  to  read  as 
follows:  The  annual  meeting  of  the  council  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June  of  each  year  at  such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
next  preceding  council. 

Judge  E,  T.  Wilder  offered  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  which,  after  considerable  discussion,  was 
adopted. 

WnERKAS  at  the  General  Convention  of  1880  a  resolution  was  adopted  in 
which  appear  these  words — *'in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Church  is  soon  to 
enter  upon  the  second  century  of  its  organized  existence  in  this  country" — 
the  work  of  •*enrichment"  of  the  book  of  Common  Prayer  was  inaugurated. 

And  WHEBEAs.this  promise  of  enrichment  or  revision  has  since  been  and 
now  is  before  the  Church. 

And  Whebeas,  This  year  of  our  Lord  1889  completes  the  century  of  the 
organized  life  of  this  Church  in  America;  therefore, 
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Eesolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Gounoil  that  the  succeeding  Oen- 
end  Convention  should  definitely  conclude  this  work  of  enrichment  and  re- 
vision; that  a  seoond  standard  Book  of  Common  Prayer  may  be  established 
and  published  as  of  this  centennial  year. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  Secretary  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  deputies 
from  this  Diocese  to  the  (General  Convention  a  certified  copy  of  the  above 
preamb'eand  resolutions,  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  present  the  same 
to  the  House  of  Deputies. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  until  7:30  p.  m.

Council  re-assembled  and  called  to  'order  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  President.  Prayers  were  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows: 

BISHOP  WHIFFLES  ADDRESS. 

Bkloyed  Bbbthben:  It  was  uot  my  privilege  to  meet  with  you  in  our 
last  Diocesan  Council.  I  attended  the  Lambeth  conference,  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  upon  the  nomination  of  our 
preeidinflT  bishop,  I  preached  the  opening  sermon.  As  it  sets  forth  the  prin- 
ciples which  have  been. my  guide  during  the  thirty  years  that  I  have  oeen 
your  bishop,  I  would  like  to  have  it  incori)orated  in  our  Diocesan  Journal. 

The  first  Lambeth  conference  was  convened  by  Archbishop  Longley  in 
1867.  This  conference  was  largely  due  to  the  great  missionary.  Bishop  Sel- 
w^n,  who  believed  that  such  a  conference  would  unite  in  closer  bonds  the 
different  branches  of  the  Knglish-speaking  people.  South  Africa  was  then 
f  uifering  from  the  Colenso  trouble.  The  Vatican  council  had  decreed  a  sew 
article  of  faith — the  immaculate  conception  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary; 
some  of  the  teachers  of  the  Church  had  cast  doubt  on  the  verities  of  divioe 
revelation.  Sevent^-siz  bishops  were  present  in  this  conference.  They 
wisely  confined  theu:  work  to  the  re-affirmation  of  the  Church'e  belief  in  the 
inspiration  of  of  the  sacred  Scriptures,  the  binding  obligation  of  the  two 
sacraments  api)ointed  by  Christ,  the  threefold  ministry  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  and  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints  as  set  forth  in  the  Cath- 
olic creeds  before  there  was  any  east  and  west  in  the  Church.  The  encycli- 
cal letter,  written  by  Bishop  Wilberforce,  had  the  ring  of  apostolic  days. 
The  second  Lambeth  conference,  composed  of  ninety-five  bishops,  was  con- 
vened by  that  great  ecclesiastical  statesman,  Archbishop  Tait,  whose  dying 
legacy  to  his  brethren  was,  "Love  one  another."  This  conference  arranged 
plans  for  mutual  co-operation  in  missionary  work,  and  for  closer  union  be- 
tween the  branches  of  the  Anglican  Church.  The  conference  of  1888  was 
attended  by  oue  hundred  and  forty-five  (145)  bishops,  ail  having  charge  of 
dioceses  and  missionary  fields.  It  devoted  itself  to  the  consideration  of 
those  burning  questions  which  affect  the  work  of  the  Church,  intemperance, 
impurity,  lawlessness,  divorce  and  unbelief,  which  threaten  all  which  Chris- 
tian men  hold  dear  for  themselves,  their  homes  and  their  country.  The  dis- 
cussions were  marked  by  earnestness  and  brotherly  love.  The  influence  of 
the  church  in  the  United  States  was  felt  in  avoiding  all  questions  which 
could  affect  the  autonomy  of  national  Churches,  or  which  looked  toward  the 
centralization  of  authority. 

In  all  of  these  conferences  there  was  a  deep  underlying  desire  for  the  re> 
union  of  Christendom,  for  the  healing  of  alienated  hearts  and  the  taking 
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away  of  all  hedges  which  men  have  builded  in  the  R&rden  of  the  Liord.  I 
had  the  honor  to  be  a  member  of  the  committee  on  ''Home  Keimion."  This 
<x>mmittee  reported  and  the  conference  adopted,  the  declaration  of  unity 
pat  forth  by  the  Bishops  of  our  Ohurch  in  1886— that  as  essential  to  the 
restoration  of  unity  among  the  divided  branches  of  Ohristendom  weaooount 
the  following: 

1.  The  holy  scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  as  the  revealed 
word  of  God, 

2.  The  Nicene  creed  as  the  sufficient  statement  of  the  Christian  faith. 

3.  The  two  sacraments,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  adminis- 
tered with  unfailing  use  of  Christ's  words  of  institution  and  of  the  elemento 
ordained  by  Him.  • 

4.  The  historic  Episcopate  locally  adapted  in  the  methods  of  its  admin- 
istration to  the  varying  needs  of  the  nations  and  peoples  called  of  Qod  into 
the  unity  of  His  Church. 

The  committee  believed  that  even  if  the  historic  Episcopate  was  acoepted 
as  the  future  rule  of  a  united  Church,  there  was  no  hope  of  a  present  reun- 
ion, unless  there  was  some  provision  made  for  the  employment  of  the  minis- 
ters of  non-episcopal  bodies.  They  therefore  expressed  the  belief,  t^at  God 
had  been  pleased  to  bless  the  mmistrations  of  ministers,  not  Episoopallj 
ordained,  in  the  salvation  of  men  and  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  <x 
Christ  on  the  earth,  and  that  some  provision  should  be  made,  as  might  be 
mutually  agreed  upon,  for  the  acceptance  of  such  ministers  as  fellow  work- 
ers with  us  in  the  service  of  Our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Theoom- 
mittee  made  no  suggestions  as  to  what  these  terms  ought  to  be,  it  set  fort 
no  standard  of  schcnarship,  it  suggested  no  mode  of  reception.  It  simply 
stated  the  fact  that  there  was  no  present  hope  of  reunion  unless  we  were 
prepared  to  consider  the  employment  of  these  ministers  as  fellow  laboren 
for  Christ  on  terms  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon.  Sickness  and  pain  pre- 
vented my  attending  the  meetings  of  the  committee.  I  accepted  their  re- 
port and  all  responsibility  which  belongs  to  it.  I  do  not  believe  the  wit  of 
man  can  frame  an  eirenicon  to  heal  Christian  division,  I  said  at  Lambeth: 
^'Tbere  are  alienations  to  be  healed,  unkind  words  to  t>e  taken  back  and 
heart  burnings  to  be  forgiven.  When  the  Gk>d  of  Peace  dwells  in  allGhrist- 
ian  hearts  Our  Lord*s  prayer  will  be  answered  that  they  idl  may  be  one." 
No  one  branch  of  the  Church  is  by  itself  the  Catholic  Church. 

All  branches  need  re-union  in  order  to  the  completeness  of  the  Church. 
This  divided  Christianity  cannot  conquer  the  world.  The  world  needs  the 
witness  of  a  united  Church.  The  opinions  which  separate  Christians  are 
not  necessary  for  salvation.  The  truths  in  which  all  agree  are  parts  of  the 
Catholic  faith.  As  baptised  in  Christ  we  are  brothers.  The  Holy 
Spirit  has  passed  over  these  human  barriers  and  set  His  seal  to  the  labors 
of  separated  brethren  in  Christ  and  rewarded  them  in  the  salvation  of  many 
precious  souls*'  I  have  dwelt  upon  these  things  because  I  am  responsible 
to  you,  to  the  Church  and  to  God  for  my  every  act  as  Bishop  of  this  diooesa 
I  have  never  in  these  thirty  years  concealed  from  you  one  thought  whioh  I  be- 
1  ieved  concerned  the  welfare  of  the  Ch  urch«  I  do  believe  that  we  are  liTing  in 
the  eventide  of  the  world,  and  that  there  are  signs  of  the  second  coming  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  King.  I  believe  that  the  Church  of  the  English  speaking 
people  is  the  only  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  which  can  beoraie  the 
Church  of  the  reconciliation,  and  that  Crod  designs  this  reunited  Charoh  to 
do  the  work  of  the  last  time.  I  am  sure  that  those  who  are  in  the  forepart 
of  the  battle,  the  world  over,  are  longing  and  praying  for  this  reonicm,  and 
that  they  are  or  will  be  ready  "in  all  things  which  are  of  human  ordering, or 
human  choice  relating  to  modes  of  worship  and  discipline,  or  to  traditUma 
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customa,  in  a  spirit  of  love  and  charity,  to  forego  all  preferences  of  their 


own." 


Time  forbids  the  calling  over  the  roll  of  well  nigh  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Bishops  from  every  quarter  of  the  world.  Archbishop  Benson,  w  hose  Ohris- 
tian  courtesy  and  hospitality  won  every  heart;  Archbishop  Thompson,  whose 
closing  sermon  at  St.  Paul  stirred  ns  to  the  very  depths ;  Bishops  Browne, 
Lightfoot  and  Ellicott,  like  St.  Timothy,  deeply  learned  in  the  sacred 
scriptures;  Bishops  Stubbs  and  Wordsworth,  canonists  and  bistoriaus;  Bish- 
ops Magee,  Moorhouse,  Wilkinson,  Hale,  Carpenter,  Goodwin  and  a  host  of 
others  who  are  amoug  the  first  preachers  of  the  Church  of  Ensrland;  Bish- 
op Thorold,  of  RoohMter,  whose  grandfather  was  one  of  the  three  members 
of  Parliament  who  voted  a^nst  the  American  war,  and  who  well  deserves 
his  place  in  every  American  heart;  great  scholars  like  Bishop  Temple; 
Bishops  of  Ireland,  who,  under  the  lead  of  the  Archibishops  of  Dublin  and 
Armagh,  are  bailding  the  waste  places  made,  desolate  by  spoiliatiou;  Bish- 
ops of  Sootiand,  whose  fathers  gave  onr  own  Seabury  the  apostolate.  What 
shall  I  say  of  the  brave  men  who  carried  on  their  bodies  the  marks  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  whose  story  ought  to  melt  hearts  to  tenderness  and  blind 
the  eyes  with  tears.  Bishop  Horden  who  has  lived  thirty-five  years  amid 
the  solitudes  of  Hudson's  Bay,  and  has  won  whole  tribes  of  heathen  men  to 
Christ;  Bishop  Medley,  on  whose  shoulders  has  fallen  the  mantle  of  Bishop 
Mountain,  and  after  forty  years  of  service  in  the  episcopate,  is  a  patriarch  of 
Israel  ^Bishop  Maechray,  of  Rupert's  land,  the  only  Bishop  in  Cnristendom 
who  is  president  of  a  university  made  up  of  a  Presbyterian,  a  Roman  Cath- 
olic ana  a  Church  of  England  college. 

Bishop  Crowther,  rescued  when  a  boy  from  a  slave  ship,  placed  in  a  Chris- 
tiao  school,  then  transfered  to  the  university, and  now  for  twenty-five  years  the 
black  Bishop  of  Niger.  Bishop  Smythies,  of  Central  Africa,  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  the  martyred  Bishop  Hannington.  Bishop  Austm,  the  metro- 
politan of  the  West  Indies,  almost  fifty  years  a  missionary  bishop.  Who  can 
tell  the  history  inwrought  in  the  lives  of  these  apostles  from  India,  China, 
Africa,  North  America  and  the  isles  of  the  sea  ?  Liess  than  oue  hundred  years 
ago  the  Church  of  England  did  not  have  one  single  missionary  bishop.  There 
are  to-da^  fifteen  bishops  in  Africa,  six  in  China,  and  Japan  ten  in  Inoia,  twen- 
ty-three  m  Australia  and  the  Pacific  Islands,  and  eighty -two  in  British  North 
America  and  the  United  States.  The  church  is  feeling  the  pulsation  of  a  new 
life  from  her  incarnate  Lord,which  will  constrain  her  in  His  love  to  carry  the 
Gospel  to  the  people  of  every  tongue  and  clime.  One  century  ago  there 
were  not  twenty  millions  of  English  speaking  people.  To-day  there  are  one 
hundred  and  fifty  millions  who  speak  our  English  tongue.  When  you  re- 
member that  Qod's  providence  made  the  Qreek  tongue  the  language  of  the 
civilized  world  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  first  preaching  of  the  Gk)spel,  may 
we  not  see  in  these  facts  that  God  designs  the  English  speaking  people  to 
prepare  the  way  for  the  second  coming  of  Jesus  Christ 

The  services  held  in  connection  with  the  Conference  will  alwavs  be  pre- 
cious memories.  Our  first  meeting  was  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  It  was 
here  that  Csesar  landed  for  the  conquest  of  Britain,  and  here  Augustine 
came  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  Etbelbert,  the  Saxon  king,  whose  wife  Bertha 
was  a  Christian.  Onr  heart  is  almost  too  full  for  utterance  as  we  remem- 
ber the  events  which  cluster  around  this  sacred  place.  Here  are  the  graves 
of  Bishop  Stephen  Langton,  who,  at  the  head  of  English  nobles,  wrung  from 
King  John  that  ''Magna  Charta''  which  has  made  the  English  race  the  rep- 
resentatives of  oonstitutional  government,  and  who  divided  the  Bible  into 
chapters  for  the  people;  of  Anselm,  the  great  scholar  and  doctor;  of  Thomas 
a  Becket,  statesman,  bishop  and  mart>  r,  and  a  host  of  others,  prelates  and 
nobles  and  kings,  whose  names  are  intertwined  with  English  history. 
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Archbishop  BensoD  bade  us  welcome  from  the  chair  of  St  An^stine,  and 
his  words  breathed  the  same  charity  which  characterized  the  uwtructioDB 
of  Gregory  to  Augustine.  As  you  think  of  that  first  servioe  held  thirteen 
hundreid  years  ago,  and  then  see  gathered  in  Canterbury  bishops  from  every 
quarter  of  the  globe — all  speaking  one  language,  using  one  serrioe,  holding 
one  Faith— the  heart  cries  out  with  grateful  love,  "What  hath  Gk>d  wrought.'* 
The  service  in  Westminister  Abbey  was  grand  and  worthy  of  Buoh  a  gather- 
ing. The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  preached.  I  remember  one  inoideut: 
As  dear  Bishop  Crowther's  eyes  rested  on  the  grave  of  LiviugBtone,  he  trem- 
bled with  emotion,  and  his  cheeks  were  wet  with  tears.  The  Sooiety  f6r 
the  Propagation  of  the  Gk>spel,  to  whom  America  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude 
for  its  fostering  care  in  colonial  days,  the  Church  lifissionary  Society,  and 
civic,  eleemosynary,  and  religious  societies  vied  with  each  other  in  an  al- 
most boundless  hospitality.  Even  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  celebrated 
our  Fourth  of  July  by  a  banquet  to  the  bishops.  Itso  haopened  that  I  was 
the  senior  bishop  present  from  the  United  States,  and  tne  universities  of 
Cambridge  and  Durham  conferred  on  me  honors  which  were  theezpreesion 
of  the  love  of  the  authorities  of  these  ancient  seats  of  learning  for  a  siBter 
Church.  Perhaps  the  grandest  of  all  the  services  which  I  sttended  was 
that  held  in  the  Cathedral  of  Durham.  A  thousand  years  of  history  cluster 
around  this  place.  The  Cathedral  is  over  Ave  hundred  feet  in  length,  two 
hundred  feet  in  width;  the  roof  ninety  feet  from  the  floor  and  supported  by 
pillars  thirty-six  feet  in  circumference,  where  every  stone  was  as  carefully 
cut  as  if  it  was  to  be  a  separate  monument  to  Gkxl.  There  were  sixty  bish- 
ops present,  the  service  was  sung  by  two  thousand  choristers  in  surplices, 
the  choirs  of  the  north  of  England,  and  all  trained  so  it  sounded  as  one 
voice.  I  could  only  think  of  that  song  St  John  heard  as  the  sound  of  many 
waters.  Bishop  Coxe  preached  the  sermon  and  did  honor  to  the  Church  in 
America.  This  grand  service  preceded  the  setting  apart  by  Bishop  Light- 
foot  of  some  lay  readers  and  lay  preachers,  who  were  to  ^e  out  into  the  by- 
ways and  hedges  to  constrain  men  by  the  love  of  Chnst  to  come  to  the 
marriage  feast  of  the  Grospel. 

There  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  Church  of  England  was  more  ear- 
nest in  Christian  work.    You  see  signs  of  it  everywhere.    In  brotherhoods, 
sisterhoods  and  deaconesses,  in  women  of  gentle  birth  going  among  the 
poor  and  wretched  to  minister  unto  Christ.    In  university  men,  who  have 
won  honors,  going  to  live  in  the  slums  of  London  to  rescue  the  fallen;  in 
men    of  the  best  blood  of  England  oflfering  themselves  to  go  to  Africa, 
China  and  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  labor,  and  if  need  be  «die  for  Cl^rist 
The  same  awful  problem  stares  them  in  the  face  which  we  meet  here.    The 
centralization  of  swarms  of  souls  in  the  cities,  the  wealth  of  the  nation  con- 
centrated in  fewer  hands.    Competition  making  a  life  and  death  struggle 
for  bread,  the  poorest  sinking  into  a  hopeless  despair  and  the  richest  often 
forgetful  that  Lazarus  at  his  gate  is  a  child  of  the  same  Gk>d  and  Father. 
Added  to  all  these  social  problems  is  the  sad  truth  that  every  form  of  sin 
and  unbelief  is  sapping  the  faith  of  men  in  God<md  in  a  hereafter,  and  by 
an  inevitable  law  sowing  the  dragons  teeth  of  envy  towards  their  more 
favored  brethren.    In  some  things  the  Church  of  England  is  blessed.    The 
whole  land  is  covered  with  a  net  work  of  parishes.    They  touch  eaoh  other 
at  every  point— there  is  not  a  man,  woman  or  child  in  all  England  who  does 
not  live  within  the  bounds  of  some  spiritual  cure,  and  if  he  will  he  may 
claim  ifca  minister  as  his  pastor.     Although  they  have  copied  some  of  our 
restless  ways  Englishmen  are  not  such  nomads  as  we.    Thanks  to  thebrave^ 
men  of  the  past  who  believed  in  giving  to  God,  parishes,  schools,  churches, 
cathedrals  and  charities  are  endowed,  and  a  church  builded  is  there  to  star 
and  will  stay  so  long  as  any  souls  need  the  consolation  of  our  holy  religion. 
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A  follow  passenger  on  onr  steamer  said  to  me  **I  am  a  Wesleyan  Methodist 
and  have  built  a  church  for  our  people.  Tou  will  find  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land busy  in  all  good  work.  Had  it  been  so  in  our  fathers  day  there  would 
have  been  no  separation.  Old  differences  are  being  healed  and  it  is  only  a 
question  of  time  when  we  shall  come  back  to  our  fathers  home.*" 

The  problems  to  which  I  have  alluded  press  upon  us  here  and  demand 
oar  serious  attention.    Much  as  I  rejoice  at  the  blessed  fruits  of  your  labors 
under  the  wise  leadership  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  who  has  been  to  me  all  a 
son  oonld  be  to  a  father,  I  see  difficulties  and  dangers  which  fill  my  heart 
with  sad  forebodings.    There  has  been  a  large  emigration  from  our  rural 
parishes  into  our  larger  cities.    In  many  of  our  towns  the  parish  has  less 
financial  strenth  than  ten  years  ago.    Thank  God  that  by  the  fidelity  of  the 
pastor  and  the  kind  welcomes  of  the  people  many  who  are  poor  in  this 
world's  goods  have  found  their  home  in  the  church.    In  our  cities  society 
has  not  orystalized  into  parish  life.     The  older  churches  maintain  their 
wonted  prosperity,  but  there  are  large  numbers  of  the  children  of  the  Church 
who  are  stray  watte,  helpless  and  shepherdless.    With  all  our  prosperity  the 
Ghurch  is  not  relatively  stronger  than  a  score  of  j|rears  ago.    The  tide  of  em- 
igration flows  westward.    The  call  for  laborers  is  always  sounding  in  our 
ears.  Hondreds  of  the  children  of  the  Church  live  where  they  are  not  under 
its  care.    Our  Diocesan  Missionary  has  been  the  right  hand  of  the  Bishops, 
he  has  many  times  overpaid  his  stipend  in  adding  to  the  material  prosperity 
of  missions.    What  is  one  suqh  itinerant  for  a  country  larger  than  England? 
Each  year  we  are  perplexed  for  means  to  care  for  our  missions.    Qod  has 
wonderfully  helped  our  schools  which  have  sent  out  their  thousands  of  sons 
and  daughters.  Our  Divinity  school  is  the  only  well  eauipped  Divinity  school 
west  of  the  Mississippi  and  has  the  confidence  and  love  of  our  Missionary 
Bishops.    I  wish  I  could  read  to  you  their  grateful  letters,  thanking  God 
for  Faribault.    I  do  thank  Gk>d  for  his  goodness,  yet  when  I  remember  that 
no  school  can  have  a  guarantee  of  perpetuity  until  it  has  an  ample  endow- 
ment, I  am  not  hopeful  for  the  future  and  cannot  be  until  this  endowment 
is  secured.    May  I  not  say  in  my  Master's  name  that  the  time  has  come 
when  those  whom  God  has  entrusted  with  means  must  fulfill  their  steward- 
Bkdp  for  His  glorv  and  the  salvation  of  men.    We  have  not  one  parish,  hos- 
pital, home  or  school  which  is  endowed.    I  could  repeat  the  prophet's  sad 
story  of  'the  putting  of  wealth  into  a  bag  with  holes."    I  can  tell  you  in- 
stance after  mstance  of  those  who  have  admitted  their  obligation  to  use 
their  wealth  as  His  stewards,  who  have  put  off  the  duty  to  a  distant  future 
and  in  a  few  years  counted  their  losses  by  tens  of  thousands.    I  have  so 
often  known  the  failure  of  wise  laid  plans  for  future  benevolence,  sickn^ess 
and  death  coming  to  prevent  the  fulfillment  of  a  bounden  duty,  that  I  long 
to  tell  men  ^'Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might  for 
there  is  no  work,  nor  device  nor  knowledge  nor  wisdom  in  the  grave  whither 
thou  goeet.**  * 

The  confirmations  have  been  large.  In  this  day  of  wordliness  and  unbe- 
lief there  is  sreater  reason  for  the  most  careful  preparation  of  those  who 
are  presentea  for  this  holy  rite.  I  fear  that  an  examination  of  the  lists  of 
those  confirmed  in  the  diocese  since  I  became  your  bishop  would  fill  our 
hearts  with  sadness  at  the  numbers  of  those  who  like  Demas  of  old  had  for- 
saken the  Church  ''having  loved  this  world."  There  are  now  no  sharp  lines 
which  separate  the  Church  from  the  world  as  in  days  of  persecution,  and 
there  is  the  greater  reason  to  see  that  they  who  are  admitted  to  the  full  fel- 
lowship of  the  Church  are  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  faith,  that  they  have 
counted  the  cost,  that  they  show  forth  in  their  lives  the  fruits  of  repentance 
and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  I  know  that  tares  will  grow  with  the  wheat  un- 
til the  harvest  day  of  Gk>d,  but  an  awful  responsibility  rests  on  us  who  are 
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ambafissdors  for  God  and  stewards  of  His  KiDgdom  that  by  earnest  prayw, 
watchful  care  and  f aithfnl  teacbinflr  we  do  Dot  heal  wounds  slightly  and  erj 
peace  where  there  is  no  peace.  We  have  no  right  to  drop  these  namei 
from  our  communion  lists— in  their  neglect  and  sin  they  are  still  Christ'i 
wandering  sheep  and  we  are  Ohrist's  shepherds  to  bring  these  back  to  His 
fold. 

I  have  often  called  your  attention  to  the  aneetion  of  the  ritual  of  the 
Church.  Whatever  changes  are  made  most  be  made  by  anthority  and 
symbolize  the  faith.  There  will  always  be  in  the  Ohoroh  those  who  lofs  to 
dwell  on  the  subjective  side  of  the  faith  and  others  who  love  most  its  out- 
ward manifestation  in  worship.  There  is  no  room  for  difPerenoe  so  long  m 
Christ  be  first,  Christ  be  last,  Christ  be  everything.  Oar  danger  is  in  pladng 
tiie  one  for  the  other.  There  was  no  lack  of  beauty  in  the  ritual  of  tne  Jew- 
ish temple,  no  question  of  the  validity  of  orders  when  the  hearts  of  priests 
and  people  were  so  far  from  God  that  they  cmified  His  Son.  So  it  has  h^ 
])ened  that  there  have  been  in  Christian  lands  times  when  men  have  lejpeated 
the  old  creed,  have  snng  the  old  psalms  and  used  prayers  which  rested  oo 
martvrs*  lips,  and  yet  holy  men  have  wept  at  the  decav  of  godliness,  and 
worldliness  and  wickedness  have  found  a  home  in  the  Church  of  God.  Do 
not  think  I  love  a  bald,  barren  service.  I  know  of  nothing  too  beautiful  for 
the  bride  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  we  cannot  forget  that  our  parishes  ar» 
full  of  unbaptized  men  and  women,  that  there  are  multitudes  around  ui 
who  have  lost  all  faith,  to  whom  God  is  a  name,  the  Bible  a  tradition,  and 
heaven  and  hell  fables,  and,  alas!  impurity  and  vice  place  in  peril  all  we  hold 
dear.  These  are  not  the  times  to  busy  ourselves  with  discussions  about 
rites  and  ceremonies  which  are  no  better  than  garments  for  the  dead  unlsM 
they  are  the  expression  of  lives  hid  with  Christ  in  Gkxi.  A  voice  oomes  peal- 
ing to  us  through  centuries,  "son  of  man,  I  have  made  thee  a  watchman 
unto  the  house  of  Israel,  therefore  hear  the  word  at  my  mouth  and  give 
them  warning  from  me;  when  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  thou  shalt  die,  and 
t  hou  givest  him  not  warning  nor  speakeet  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  evil 
way  to  save  his  life,  the  same  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  iniquity,  but  his 
blood  will  I  require  at  thy  hand  "  There  is  only  one  subject  for  lost  men- 
Christ  crncifiea.  This  St.  Paul  preached  to  philosophers  at  Athens  and  to 
seDsualists  at  Corinth,  and  to  all  who  received  his  mt'ssage  it  was  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation.  We  must,  by  the  study  of  God^s  word,  by  earnest 
prayer,  have  our  hearts  so  full  of  the  love  of  Christ  that  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
our  words  will  find  their  way  to  the  hearts  of  men,  and  in  this  spirit  we 
must  go  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges  and  compel,  them  to  come  to  the 
<.r06pel  feast. 

We  never  come  to  these  councils  without  missing  the  forms  and  faces  of 
those  who  have  passed  on  before  to  the  other  home.  Since  our  last  general 
convention  Bishop  Alfred  Lee,  one  of  the  saintliest  men  of  the  Church; 
Bishop  Horatio  Potter,  tlie  wise  executive;  Qishop  Wm  Mercer  Green, 
simple  us  a  child  and  lirm  as  a  rook;  Bishop  Wm  Bacon  Stevens,  a  rare 
preacher  of  Christ  and  Him  crucified;  Bishop  Robert  W.  B.  Elliot  our  St, 
John;  Bishop  Samuel  Smith  Harris,  the  soldier,  the  jurist,  the  priest,  the 
Bishop  w^no  >von  all  hearts;  Bishop  Edward  B  Welles,  who  was  for  fifteen 
years  my  own  son  in  the  Gospel,  and  one  of  the  wisest  and  truest  pastors  I 
ever  knew;  Bishop  John  Hobart  Brown,  w^bo  will  always  be  loved  and  rever- 
enced for  his  Citholic  spirit,  and  Bishop  George  Kelly  Dunlop  the  brave 
soldier  on  the  outpost— nine  Bishops  have  entered  into  the  rest  of  the  peo- 
ple of  God.  Oar  own  diocese  mourns  for  my  dear  brother  Key.  George 
Brayton  Whipple,  the  self-denyiog  missionary*  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  the 
loving  pastor  of  the  Cathedrial  parish,  and  the  faithful  chaplain  of  St. 
jVIary*s  Hall.    You  will  not  blame  me  if  I  say  I  never  knew  the  heart  of  a 
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pastor  which  went  out  in  deeper  sympathy  and  tenderness  for  all  the  child* 
Ten  of  sorrow.  I  never  knew  one  who  was  more  ready  to  share  all  he  had 
-with  suffering  brothers.  I  never  knew  one  who  felt  ^rreater  joy  when  per- 
mitted to  lead  wanderinff  souls  to  *lesus  Christ.  Whv  tell  you  this?  The 
8tory  is  written  on  your  hearts.  When  he  died  I  lost  half  of  myself.  Many 
of  yon  will  miss  to-day  our  brother  Rev.  Samuel  P.  Chandler,  who  was 
"^Father  Chandler"  to  all  who  knew  him.  He  came  to  the  church  in  his 
maturer  years  from  convictions  of  duty  to  Jesus  Christ.  He  lived  an  humble 
life  in  his  country  cure.  They  did  not  khow  him  in  the  crowded  city.  He 
waaaplain  man:  his  was  not  an  eloquent  tongue.  But,  brothers,  none  of 
UB  had  more  of  Mol)r  Herbert's  love  than  he.  We  had  no  better  preacher, 
for  he  preached  Christ  in  his  daily  life.  He  knew  nothing  among  men  but 
Christ  and  His  Church.  Time  would  fail  me  to  go  from  parish  to  parish 
and  call  over  the  roll  of  m^  children  who  are  in  Paradise.  I  never  go  to 
mission  or  parish  without  missing  those  like  J.  W.  Bass,  Dr.  D.  W.  Hand, 
Iftaj.  Young,  Mrs.  John  McKusick,  Mrs.  Wm.  Ohamplin,  and  a  host  of 
others,  whose  love  cheered  and  helped  me  in  the  days  long  ago.  One  name 
I  may  not  omit,  Mrs.  8.  S.  Breed,  of  whom  we  can  say  of  her  to-day  as  her 
Master  said,  ^'She  hath  done  what  she  could.*'  I  ma>  not  forget  Octavius 
Longworth,  who,  like  Nathaniel  of  old,  was  an  Israelite  in  whom  there  was 
no  guile.  For  thirty  years  be  was  one  of  the  most  faithful  of  our  lay  read- 
ers, a  man  who  was  loval  to  his  home,  to  his  country  and  to  his  Qod.  I 
never  knew  a  man  who  lived  more  nearly  by  the  prophet's  rule  **to  do 
jusUy,  to  love  mercy  and  to  walk  humbly  with  God."  Are  not  these  of 
thai  number  whose  names  are  written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life? 

The  question  of  the  further  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  will  come  before 
the  next  General  Convention.  I  believe  further  changes  will  bring  pain  to 
many  children  of  the  Church,  that  it  will  be  perilous  to  the  work  of  the 
Church  and  that  it  may  fetter  us  in  our  efforts  to  heal  Christian  divisions. 
This  is  not  an  age  to  write  liturgies.  Liturgies  are  the  outgrowth  of  the 
life  of  the  Churcb.  Tbey  cannot  be  made  to  order — such  mosaic  will  be 
the  representation  of  the  individuality  of  schools  of  thought,  rather  than  of 
the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  is  the. 
outgrowth  of  the  life  of  the  Church  of  the  Enflrlish  speaking  race.  Next  to 
the  Bible  it  contains  the  purest  English.  The  monk  Augustine  found  in 
England  an  ancient  British  Church  whose  services  came  from  the  liturgies  of 
the  East.  Bede  tells  us  that  when  Augustine  asked  Gregory  what  service  he 
should  adopt  for  England,  Gregory  said;  **What  the  Koman  use  is  thou 
knowest  well,  my  brother,  for  thou  thyself  hast  been  brought  up  in  ils  use. 
Nevertheless,  my  sentence  is,  that  thou  diligently  cull  out  whatever  thou 
findest  in  the  Roman,  in  the  Gallican  or  in  any  other  Church  most  likely  to 
be  acceptable  to  Gk)d;  that  thou  impart  to  the  Church  of  England,  a  Church 
as  yet  new  in  the  faith,  the  very  best  ritual  thou  art  able,  gathered  out  of 
numy  Churches.  We  may  not  thrust  our  Koman  ritual  on  other  Churches 
simply  because  it  is  the  use  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  for  Rome  is  only 
entitled  to  the  respect  of  Christendom,  because,  as  we  beUeve,  its  ritual  is 
pure  and  scriptural.  From  every  single  Church,  therefore,  select  thou 
whatsoever  things  are  pious,  whatsoever  things  are  religious,  whatsoever 
things  are  right,  and  of  those  carefully  put  together,  establish  a  use  to  be 
observed  by  the  Church  of  England."  The  ritual  of  the  Church  of  England 
was  never  Roman.  The  Church  of  England  divides  the  Church's  year  at 
Trinity,  the  Church  of  Rome  at  Whitsuoday.  The  Church  of  Rome  used 
St.  Jerome's  first  translation  of  the  Psalter;  the  Church  of  England  used 
his  second  translation.  The  rubric  which  command  the  priest  to  kneel  in 
worship  after  the  consecration  of  the  Elements  in  the  Holy  Communion 
never  found  a  place  in  the  English  Prayer  Book.    In  the  revision  of  1552 
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where  we  repeat  the  words  in  the  Gloria  ia  EzcelsiB,  '^Iiamb  of  Gkxi  who 
taketh  away  the  Bins  of  the  world,"  it  was  copied  from  an  eastern  Termon 
found  in  the  Codex  Alexandria.  The  form  of  the  Ter  Banotus  was  takio 
from  the  use  of  York  and  Hereford.  Much  of  the  service  came  from  the 
use  of  Barum.  The  words  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Oommimioo, 
*'j)reserve  thy  body  and  soul  unto  everlasting  life,"  were  from  the  me 
of  York.  The  comfortable  words  in  the  communion  office,  the  addition  in 
the  Litanv,  **by  thine  agony  and  bloody  sweat,*'  the  cry  of  Bartimeus,  **Son 
of  David  have  mercy  on  us,'*  the  sentence,  *K)  God  we  have  heard  with  oor 
ears  and  our  fathers  have  declared  unto  us  the  noble  works  that  Thou  didst 
in  their  days  and  in  the  old  time  before  us,"  are  all  English.  The  direotioa 
to  place  pure  water  in  the  font  at  each  baptism,  the  joining  of  hands  in 
holy  matrimonv,  the  committing  in  the  burial  service  of  ^dust  to  da8t,ashei 
to  ashes,"  are  distinctive  marks  of  our  English  service.  All  the  changes  in 
the  collects  are  to  bring  out  in  the  simplest  language  the  lessons  of  the 
Bible  and  the  Church.  This  book  of  Common  Prayer  represents  the  faith, 
the  worship,  the  devotion  and  the  history  of  the  Church  of  our  English 
speaking  race.  The  English  Bible  and  English  Prayer  Book  are  the  most 
precious  inheritance  of  our  race,  and  they  finder  God  have  placed  us  in  the 
fore  front  of  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

Thousands  of  holy  men  have  found  in  this  Book  of  Common  Prayer  in- 
spiration and  helps  to  devotion,  and  have  said  in  the  words  of  Bcbert  Hall, 
the  great  Baptist,  "next  to  the  Bible  the  Book  of  Commoo  Prayer  is  the 
book  of  my  my  understanding  and  my  heart."  Men  of  all  schools  of 
thought  have  loved  it  because  Christ  incarnate,  Christ  crucified,  Christ 
risen,  Christ  ascended,  Christ  the  mediator,  Christ  the  judge,  was  every- 
where set  forth.  In  the  midst  of  a  divided  Christendom  no  other  service 
bears  such  faithful  witness  to  the  faith,  and  thousands  believe  that  the  pos- 
session of  this  precious  inheritance  will  enable  us  to  do  what  no  other  body 
of  Christians  can  do  for  the  reunion  of  Christendom.  Surely  we  may  well 
pause  in  the  work  of  revision.  I  hesitate  to  speak  of  the  prox>osed  changes 
in  the  Hymnal,  because  I  am  not  a  poet  and  have  no  knowledge  of  music. 
I  do  know  the  hymns  which  our  fathers  sang.  I  do  know  the  words  and  tunes 
which  have  lifted  my  dull  unmusical  heart  to  God.  I  can  tell  you  of  hours 
when  my  soul  has  held  sweet  communion  with  my  Savior,  as  I  have  listened  to 
songs  which  have  for  generations  been  the  inheritance  of  the  Church.  I  am 
sure  I  speak  for  many  older  folk,  who  will  sav  with  me,  let  us  hear  the  songs 
our  mothers  sang,  until  we  are  permitted  to  hear  that  song  which  no  man 
could  learn,  but  they  who  are  redeemed  among  men.  In  speaking  to  you  of 
revision  I  have  expressed  the  views  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  wno  agrees 
with  me  that  no  further  changes  shall  be  made. 

I  desire  to  place  on  record  my  deep  gratitude  to  my  benefactor  and  friend, 
Junius  Spencer  Morgan,  of  London,  for  the  generous  gift  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  noble  dining  hall  for  our  boys'  school.  Mr. 
Morgan  was  the  partner,  counsellor  and  friend  of  George  Peabody.  Short- 
ly after  I  began  my  work  here  he  gave  me  one  thousand  dollars  for  our  first 
hall  and  now  has  helped  me  to  crown  the  work  with  success.  His  name 
will  forever  be  linked  with  those  of  Duncan,  Mason,  Aldrich,  Wyman,  Shat- 
tuck  and  a  host  of  others  to  w^hom  under  God  the  Church  owes  these 
noble  schools.  May  Gk>d,  who  never  forgets  a  deed  of  love,  repay  them  in 
that  day  which  some  of  us  look  for  and  long  for. 

During  this  conventional  year  I  have  delivered  140  sermons  and  addresses. 
confirmed  315  persons,  making,  with  798  confirmed  by  Bishop  Gilbert  and 
12  by  Bishop  Walker,  1125;  celebrated  holy  communion  25  times,  baptized 
5  adults  ana  4  children,  celebrated.  1  marriage  and  officiated  at  5  burials.  I 
have  licensed  E.  E.  Edwards,  John  Caldwell,  Ernest  M.  Benedicti  John

On  motion  of  Rev.  Edward  Moyses  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  our  Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God,  the  House  of  Bishops,  be 
and  are  herebv  requested  to  appoint  a  day  of  solemn  Faeting  and  Prayer  to 
Almighty  Gk)d,  because  of  the  unhappy"aivisions"  in  the  i^hristian  Church, 
and  that  all  who  name  the  Name  of  Christ  may  be  one  as  He  and  the  Father 
are  one. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  be  requested  to  invite  all  Christian 
people  who  deplore  the  existing  state  of  religious  schism,  in  their  own  modes 
of  worship  ana  in  their  own  places  of  worship,  to  unite  with  us  in  a  day  of 
fasting  and  prayer,  that  we  may  humble  ourEclves  and  confess  our  sins  be- 
fore Almighty  God,  beseeching  Him  to  heal  our  unhappy  divisions  and  re- 
store the  lost  unity  of  His  Church. 

The  Rev.  A.  R.  Graves,  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  read  the  report  for  the  year  ending 
May  31,  1889,  as  follows: 

REPORT. 

The  Board  has  held  six  meetings  during  the  past  year,  four  of  which  were 
regular  quarterly  meetings  and  the  other  two  special  meetings. 

The  Diocesan  Board,  by  the  use  of  Diocesan  funds  and  those  granted  by 
the  General  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  has  aided  in  the  support  of  forty* 
five  dififerent  Missionaries  during  the  year,  who  have  held  services  at  ninety- 
two  stations. 

Two  stations  have  been  discontinued— Red  Lake  Falls  and  Shakopee,  and 
the  following  eight  new  stations  have  been  opened— Atwat«r,  Fisher,  Ma^ 
shall,  Madison  Lake,  New  London,  Long  Prairie,  Sleepy  Eye  and  8kiberg. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  Missionaries.  Four  have  le/t  tlM 
Diocese,  one  has  been  deposed  and  five  have  come  in  from  other  Dioceses, 
besides  several  have  been  set  at  work  from  Seabury  Divinity  school. 

The  new  features  in  the  work  of  the  board  during  the  past  year  and  worthy 
of  note  are  the  following: 

First,  Missionaries  have  been  required  to  report  quarterly  to  the  board 
and  blanks  have  been  furnished  with  spaces  for  reporting  tne  average  at- 
tendance, the  offerings  taken,  apportionments,  payments  and  general  re- 
marks. The  advantc^es  of  this  are:  That  it  keeps  the  board  postod  and  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  each  station;  the  assessments  and  apportionments 
are  more  promptly  paid;  and  it  encourages  and  strengthens  the  Miasion- 
arios  to  know  that  a  central  body  of  interested  men  are  constantly  and  care- 
fully observing  their  work. 

Second,  It  has  btsen  the  duty  of  the  Missionary,  in  each  case  to  see  that 
the  apportionments  are  paid.  Owing  to  this,  and  the  fact  that  they  report 
quarterly,  the  apportionments  have  been  much  better  paid  during  the  past 
year. 
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Third,  All  MissionarieB  are  required,  by  resolutioD  of  the  board,  to  take 
an  offering  e^ery  Lord's  day  at  each  station.  This  has  worked  satisfactorily 
as  far  as  heard  from. 

Fourth,  The  publication  and  sale  of  the  tract  *'The  Ohurch  and  Her 
Ways."  About  40,000  of  these  have  been  sold  this  year  in  the  United 
States  and  Oanada,  at  a  profit  of  $90  to  the  board.  It  was  not  the  object  or 
expectation  of  the  board  to  make  money  by  its  publication,  but  some  profit 
has  come  to  the  board.  We  believe  by  the  publication  of  this  tract  our  Di- 
ocese has  done  good  missionary  work  in  every  part  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

Fifth,  The  work  of  the  General  Missionary:  Since  last  October  the  Oen- 
eral  Missionary,  provided  for  at  the  last  Council,  has  been  at  work.  He  has 
▼isited  every  vacant  station  and  many  others,  held  services  and  given  Holy 
Communion,  solicited  subscriptions  to  8upx)ort  the  clergy,  helped  to  secure 
clergymen  for  the  vacant  places  and  in  many  other  ways,  as  will  appear  from 
his  own  report,  furthered  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

We  believe  that  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  is  in  a  better  and 
more  promising  condition  than  it  has  been  for  many  years  past.

Monday,  May  27th,  attended  Vestry  meeting  in  Christ  churcii,  Crookston, 
and  arranged  to  make  a  personal  canvass  of  the  parish.  Bev.  I.  C.  Fortin 
has  been  most  successful  hero. 

Tuesday,  May  28tb, canvassed  with  Messr8.McManus  andSweatt  in  Crook- 
ston and  went  with  the  Bector  to  Fisher^s  Landing  where  $150  per  annum 
was  promised. 

Wednesday,  May  29th,  visited  in  Hallock  among  old  parishioners. 

Thursday,  May  30th,  Ascension  Day,  held  Divine  service  in  St.  John*B 
Church,  Hallock,  and  preceded  to  St.  Vincent  to  confer  with  Bev.  H.  Beer, 
the  hardworking  missionary  at  the  northern  outpost. 

Friday,  May  31,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Mission  Board. 

Saturday  June  1st,  went  to  Tower. 

Sunday,  June  2d,  held  Divine  Service  assisted  by  Mr.  Lovell  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning.  Held  confirmation  class  and 
Divine  service  m  the  evening. 

Monday,  June  3d,  visited  and  held  a  confirmation  class  in  Tower  and  as- 
sisted Bishop  Gilbert  in  the  service  in  the  evening  and  presented  4.  candi- 
dates for  confirmation. 

Sunday,  June  9th,  held  Divine  Service  in  the  morning  at  St.  Jnde*s  Church, 
Henderson,  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  14  persons  partook  of 
the  H.  C.  In  the  afternoon  Major  Stoever  drove  me  to  visit  a  sick  wo- 
man and  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  her  and  five  other  persona. 
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Sunday,  June  lOtb,  held  pivine  Serrioe  in  St.  John%  Le  Sueur,  and  ad- 
dressed and  reoeived  eome  pledges  towards  a  clergyman*s  salary  after  the 
service. 

Monday,  June  9th,  held  morning  prayers  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  8  a.  m.  9  communicated.  Cinvassed  for  additional  subacrip- 
tioDS  daring  the  day.  The  amount  of  $250  was  promised  including  8100 
C^uaranteed  by  the  ladles.  Mrs.  Smith  paid  me  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Liadies'  Guild  all  arrears  due  the  Rev.  A.  S.  H.  Winsor  and  also  $2  due 
Council  Fond  and  Mr.  Bannatyne  paid  balance  due  on  Mission  Fbnd.  This 
mission  is  entirely  oat  of  debt  and  with  Henderson  whoss  Vestry  will  guar- 
antee $300  will  make  quite  a  desiiable  field  for  some  earnest  man.  The 
Kev.  A.  S.  H.  Winsor  nas  done  some  hard  and  trying  work  in  these  missions. 

When  I  look  over  this  immense  State  of  Minnesota,  and  make  all  due 
allowances  for  the  increased  population  and  almost  numberless  small  towns, 
I  am  amazed  at  the  vast  amount  of  hard,  trying  and  self-sacrificing  work 
and  travel  performed  by  our  reverend  and  beloved  Bishop,  single-handed, 
before  the  days  of  railroads,  and  even  after,  before  the  greater  facilities 
which  the  many  different  roads  now  afford,  not  to  speak  of  his  giaut  work 
in  erecting  and  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  so  many  grand  educational 
institutions,  which,  even  in  themselves,  will  be  forever  monuments  of  his 
love  and  never  flaorging  zeal. 

The  mission  work  of  the  Church  in  almost  every  field  is  in  a  most  hopeful 
and  church  life  condition,  largely  due,  no  doubt  under  God,  to  the  ever 
earnest,  persevering,  untiring  work  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  whose  presence 
aud  power  enthuses  people  with  greater  zeal  for  the  cause  of  our  holy 
church  wherever  he  goes. 

I  have  performed  119  services;  administered  the  Holy  Ck)mmunion  47 
times  to  774  communicants.  I  have  administered  the  Holy  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  41  times,  including  some  in  my  old  parish.  I  have  preached  dur- 
ing the  last  seven  months  113  times  and  addressed  75  times,  and  have  paid 
during  the  same  period  2,457  visits,  and  have  traveled  13.371  miles,  and  thus 
spent  52  days  of  12  hours  long,  or  26  days  of  24  hours  long,  on  the  cars.  I. 
have  assisted  16  parishes  or  mission  stations  to  raise  the  salary  towards  a 
Rector  or  Missionary.  My  offertories  have  amounted  to  $281.31.  My  ex- 
penses to  May  31st  amounted  to  $170.84;  I  have  paid  to  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer  $110.47;  which  balances  my  account  to  May  31st,  $281.31. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  stipends  of  all  priests  of  seven  years* 
standing,  having  two  or  more  outstations,  be  increased  to  $1,000  per  annum, 
at  least,  and  a  house,  and  I  stiall  be  ready  to  render  every  possible  assist- 
ance to  that  end. 

Mr.  fl.  P.  Hoppin,  Treasurer,  at  the  request  of  the  Pre- 
sident, read  the  list  of  subscriptions  for  the  support  of 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  during  the  year  188S  and  1889. 
Subscriptions  were  taken  for  the  support  of  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  for  the  ensuingyear,  and  thelistand  amounts 
promised,  given  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  for  collection. 

The  hour  (11  a.  m.)  for  the  special  order  of  business 
having  arrived,  the  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
a  Standing  Committee.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  Ivan  C.  Fortin  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Strobeck 
tellers.    Nominations  were  made  and  a  ballot  taken. 
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Pending  the  report  of  the  tellers,  the  Rev.  Charles  D. 
Andrews  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  :

They  have  received  deeds  of  the  following  property,  viz.:  From  J.  A.  Oil- 
fillan  and  wife,  east  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  south-east  quarter 
section  twenty-one  (21),  town  (149),  range  (43),  containing  twenty  acres,  ac- 
cording to  U.  S.  survey  thereof.

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The  Rev.  Jas.  Dobbin,  D.  D.,  of  the  rommittee  on  the 
.dacational  work  of  the  Church,  read  the  following: 

REPORT. 

The  meet  definite  form  of  Chrietian  education  is  that  of  the  Church  or 
le  denominational  school.  If  such  institutions  could  be  universal,  or 
ren  general,  it  would  meet  the  want  we  feel  as  no  other  means  can.  But 
da  is  oat  of  the  question.  Means  that  are  more  practicable  and  of  more 
sneral  application  most  be  given  the  prominence,  and  the  young  be 
rought  under  the  intluence  of  the  instruction  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
hnroh  in  every  way  possible. 

It  is  more  to  the  purpose,  therefore,  to  consider  such  mea|is  for  securing 
lis  training  as  all  clergymen  can  make  use  of,  and  perhaps  it  is  quite  pos- 
ble  then  that  much  more  can  be  done  for  the  growth  of  the  Church  than 
«  are  aooustomed  to  see.  The  first  is  undonbtedlv  the  family.  There  is 
ir  less  done  in  this  way  than  in  former  years,  ana  it  is  quite  worth  our 
loaght  if  there  cannot  be  a  revival  in  this  direction,  and  if  the  clergy  cun- 
ot  by  their  influence  and  their  persuasion  make  parents,  and  especially 
Lothers,  more  thoughtful  and  careful  in  giving  their  little  ones  the  right 
las  and  religious  instruction  before  they  come  to  the  age  for  more  formal 
*ainiDg. 

The  Sunday  school  and  the  Bible  class  must  be  given  a  large  place  after 
lis,  but  under  no  circumstances  in  the  case  of  the  Church  family  should 
lis  be  looked  on  as  a  substitute  for  that  which  can  best  be  done  under 
le  family  roof.  Yet  no  effort  should  be  spared  to  see  that  these  are  made 
s  interesting  and  as  effective  as  the  beet  instruction,  and  the  deepest  in- 
ght  into  cbuld  nature  on  the  part  of  the  rector  and  the  teachers,  can  make 
lem.  They  should  be  looked  upon  as  the  nursery  of  the  Church.  There 
ionld  be  a'stronger  feeling,  that  they  have  not  done  their  work,  unless 
lev  arecomtantly  contributing  an  important  part  to  the  integral  growth 
I  the  parish  through  the  confirmations  that  are  secured  bv  them. 
The  greatest  difBculty,  perhaps,  in  the  experience  of  all  our  brethren  of 
le  clergy  is  just  at  this  point.  The  danger  comes  when  the  young  are 
Basing  out  of  their  childhood,  outgrowing  the  Sunday  school  and  the 
ible  claw,  and  yet  strongly  influenced  to  break  away  from  them  without 
sing  drawn  into  the  congregation.  Multitudes  of  young  men  are  annu- 
Uy  lost  to  the  Church  for  the  want  of  watchful  care  and  a  strong  personal 
ifluence  just  here. 

Your  committee  therefore  feel,  that  they  cannot  discharge  their  duty  bet- 
)r,  than  by  emphasizmg  this  point.  We  can  all  give  deeper  thought  than 
e  have,to  the  question  of  the  best  means  of  deepening  the  religious  life  of  the 
3ung,  and  if  possible,  find  how  we  can  draw  them  around  us  so  as  to  make 
lem  more  useful  and  effective  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  extending  the 
ingdom  of  our  Lord.  In  every  place  the  Church  goes,  there  are  young 
len  who  must  in  this  way  be  sought  out  by  the  Church  clergeyman,  or 
My  will  drift  into  unbelief;  and  when  we  remember  that  in  a  decade  of 
sars  it  may  be  these  will  be  the  parish,  it  would  seem  that  nothing  can 
)  well  take  the  time  and  the  attention  of  every  rector  who  is  charged  with 
le  keeping  of  their  souls.

REPORT  OP  THE  REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESK 

The  Registrar  respectfully  reports  that  he  has  devoted  the  firrdater  part 
of  his  leisure  during  the  past  year  in  collecting  ac3urate8tati8tio8  relating  to 
the  Missions  and  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.  During  the  ooming  year  he 
hopes  to  complete  this  part  of  his  work  and  to  entjer  the  reoord  in  a  book 
of  statistics  for  permanent  reference. 

He  has  also  made  some  progress  in  collecting  material  for  a  history  of  ths 
Diocese.  Many  letters  have  been  received  and  placed  on  file,  and  it  ii 
expected  that  during  the  coming  year  his  work  will  take  permanent  form. 

Several  Journals  have  been  received  from  other  Diooesea,  of  which  a  list 
has  been  given  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Diocese.  Mrs.  Dr.  Adams  of  Naaho- 
tflh,  Wisconsin,  has  kindly  sent  me  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  her  sainted 
father,  Bishop  Kemper,  from  the  time  of  his  first  visit  in  1843  to  the  dose 
of  his  Episcopal  charge  in  Minnesota  in  1859.  This  Journal  contains  every 
Episcopal  and  priestly  act  pertaining  to  divine  worship. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Prof.  Hart  of  Trinity  College,  I  have  received 
several  numbers  of  the  Hartford  Calendar,  containing  communications  d 
interest  relating  to  our  early  history.  I  am  also  indebted  to  the  Rev.  R 
Steele  Peake,  Miss  Emily  J.  West,  and  many  clergy  for  valuable  informi- 
tioQ.  Mrs.  Twing  presented  two  sets  of  Church  Work,  three  volumes,  one 
of  which  was  for  St.  Mary's  Hall.  I  have  received  from  Mias  Qear  three 
manuscript  discourses  by  her  father,  the  late  Dr.  Oear,  the  first  cleigyman 
of  the  Church  in  Minnesota.  One  of  these  was  delivered  at  the  oonseontioii 
of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  St  Anthony,  May  10th,  1855;  another  was  ad- 
dressed to  to  the  Divinity  students  of  the  Seabury  Mission  in  the  fall  of 
1858.  I  hope  to  gather  matter  for  a  f  uU  account  of  the  servioes  of  tlui 
pioneer  of  the  Church  to  whom  we  owe  so  much,  as  well  as  of  our  late 
brother  Wilcoxson.  The  Registrar  is  also  under  very  great  obligations  to 
many  others  whose  names  cannot  appear  here  for  their  courteous  replies  to 
his  letters. 

The  Registrar  desires  to  express  his  thanks  to  those  who  have  put  it  b 
his  power  to  continue  a  work  in  which  we  all  have  a  deep  interest,  the 
preservation  of  the  early  efforts  to  plant  the  Church  in  Minnesota.  One 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  has  been  received,  of  which  the  Secretary 
has  a  record. 

The  Registrar  hopes  to  secure  a  place  in  the  fire  proof  library  in  Johnston 
Hall  for  the  safe  keeping  of  his  records.  He  invites  gifts  of  manuscripta, 
papers  and  books,  or  whatever  may  serve  to  preserve  the  historjr  of  oar 
Parishes.

Resolved:  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  reqaested 
to  take  into  their  consideration  the  advisability  of  a  change  in  the  Canon  re- 
garding the  method  of  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  the 
length  of  their  term  of  offi  je,and  if  found  advisable,  to  report  a  Canon  coher- 
ing the  same. 

The  tellers,  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Strobeck,  reported  as  the  result 
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of  the  ballot  taken  for  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention,  the  election  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Ked- 
eny  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Andrews,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Gilfil- 
lan  as  Clerical  Deputies,  and  the  non-election  of  one, 
and  the  election  of  Judge  E.  T.  Wilder,  Hon.  I,  Atwater, 
and  Mr.  W.  H.  Lightner  as  Lay  Deputies  and  the  non- 
election  of  one.  Another  ballot  was  ordered  and  taken. 
Pending  the  report  of  the  tellers,  the  Rev.  Chas.  L. 
Wells,  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Unity,  submitted 
their  report,  the  preamble,  first  and  second  resolutions 
of  which  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
The  remaining  part  of  the  report,  upon  motion  of  Rev. 
Jas.  Dobbin,  D.  D.,  was  re-cbmmitted,  to  be  reported 
upon  at  the  next  Annual  Council. 

REPORT. 

Whebeas,  Christian  IJDity  ifi  the  ^rreat  practical  subject  nearest  to  the 
hearts  of  aU  churchmen  and  of  most  ^ital  importance  to  the  progress  of 
Christianity,  to  the  advancement  of  Ohrist^s  kmgdom,  and  to  the  salvation 
of  souls;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has  called  our  attention,  in  a  large 
and  most  eloquent  part  of  his  address,  to  the  important  position  which  this 
subject  occupies  in  his  own  thought  and  acts,  and  also  held  in  the  Lambeth 
Conference  of  1888,  and  in  the  House  of  Bishops  at  our  last  General  Con- 
vention; therefore,  resolved, 

1st.  That  this  Council  hereby  supports  the  platform  set  forth  by  the 
House  of  Bishops  at  the  last  General  Convention,  and  expresses  itself  in 
favor  of  some  definite  action  by  the  next  General  Convention  looking  to 
unity  in  practical  Christian  work  with  other  Christian  bodies. 

2d.  That  a  greater  individual  efiFort  be  made  by  us  to  express  our  desire 
for  Christian  unity  and  our  willingness  to  meet  our  Christian  brethren  to 
secure  such  a  blessed  result. 

3d.  That  we  endeavor  to  accomplish  this  by  cultivatiog  our  social  rela- 
tions with  the  ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  bodies,  and  by  co- 
operating with  them  in  all  efforts  of  a  public  nature  affecting  our  position 
as  followers  of  a  common  Lord  and  as  citizeus  of  a  common  country,  aod 
that  nothing  outside  of  the  Bishop's  Platform  of  the  Four  Principles  be 
allowed  to  interfere  with  our  co-operation  with  the  Christian  ministers  of 
other  denominatioDS  in  every  activity  of  a  general,  social  and  charitable 
character. 

4th.  That  our  Diocesan  be  asked  to  recommend  to  the  clergy  of  the  cities 
and  larger  towns  in  this  Diocese,  the  expediency  of  holding  conferences 
with  the  ministers  of  other  Christian  bodies  looking  to  the  practical  carry- 
ini;  out  of  the  principles  embodied  in  the  resolutions  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Unity. 

5th.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  representatives  of 
every  Christian  denomination  in  this  State. 

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  the  second  ballot  to 
be  the  election  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Halbrook,  Jr.,  as  Lay  Deputy 
and  no  election  of  a  Clerical  Deputy.    Another  ballot 
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was  ordered  and  taken  which  resulted  in  no  election.  A 
fourth  ballot  was  ordered  and  taken  which  resulted  iu 
the  election  of   the   Rev.  A.  R.  Graves,  as  a  Clerical 
Deputy  to  the  General  Convention. 
On  motion  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  counoil  proceed  to  the  election  of  Supplementary 
Deputies  by  vive  voce  vote. 

Whereupon  the  following  persons  were  duly  elected 
Supplementary  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention:  the 
Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh,  the  Rev.  Edward  Moyses,  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Gardam,  the  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Pope,  Mr.  B.  F. 
Mackall,  Mr.  H.  P.  Hoppin,  Mr.  P.  Baldy,  and  Mr. 
Fred  Farrington. 

The  Rev.  T.  C.  Hudson  submitted  the  following  which 
was  adopted 

REPORT. 

The  CJommittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  have  found  themselves  unable 
to  fonnulate  an  extensive  report,  such  as  the  facts  developed  at  this  Oounoil 
would  seem  to  demand. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  uniform  and  senerons  development 
throughout  the  Diocese.  While  hitherto  much  of  the  increase' in  member- 
ship and  contributions  has  been  ooniined  to  the  larger  cities  and  towns  the 
reports  for  the  past  year  show  an  increase  both  large  and  more  generally 
distributed.  •*r*-! 

It  is  certainly  a  gratifying  feature  that  the  seed  sown  years  ago  by  eameet 
men,  some  of  whom  have  gone  to  their  rest — seed  w^hich  seem^  almost  lost 
— has  commenced  to  yield  its  incrpase. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratitude  and  also  of  encouragement,  that  with  the  break- 
ing down  of  many  old  prejudices  and  sectarian  jealousies  which  had  oome 
with  that  larger  charity  displayed  between  brethren  of  different  names, 
there  has  been  a  manifest  increase  in  Church  life  and  work  all  alon^  the  line. 

There  are  many  causes  that  might  be  assigned,  under  the  blessing  of  the 
Spirit  of  Grod,  as  contributing  to  the  results  embodied  in  the  reports  and 
statistics  presented  to  this  Council.  But  above  all  human  instrumentality 
your  committee  are  impressed  with  the  fact  that  faithful  work  in  the 
Master's  vineyard,  and  in  loyalty  to  the  Master's  word,  never  fails  of  gener- 
ous results.  The  materials  at  hand,  had  your  committee  time  to  reproduce 
them,  are  abundant  and  overwhelming  in  testimony  to  the  ancient  promise, 
*'He  that  now  goeth  on  his  way  weeping  and  beareth  forth  good  seed,  shall 
doubtless  come  again  with  joy  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him." 

Your  committee  would  simply  allude,  in  conclusion,  to  the  vastness  of  the 
field  that  lies  before  us  white  for  the  harvest.  An  increased  efficiency  has 
been  given  to  our  work,  in  the  appointment  of  a  General  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionarv,  and  in  the  organization  of  a  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Convention. 

If  the  history  of  the  past  is  any  earnest  of  the  future,  we  may  be^^n  our 
second  century  of  this  Amencan  Church,  with  godly  confidence  and  a 
renewed  consecration  of  heart  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom..

'^M)st  Bdveread  anl  BightRsverend  Brethren— No  assembly  is  fraiu^t 
with  suoh  awful  responsibility  to  God,  as  a  couooii  of  the  Bishops  of  Hia 
Oburch.  Since  the  Holy  Spirit  presided  in  the  first  oooncil  of  Jenisalam, 
faithful  souls  have  looked  with  deep  interest  to  the  deliberations  of  those 
whom  Christ  has  made  the  shepherds  of  His  flock,  and  to  whom  He  gave 
His  promise,  *LfO,  I  am  with  you  alway  to  the  end  of  the  world.'  The  re- 
sponsibility is  ^eater  when  division  has  marred  the  beauty  of  the  Lamb*8 
Bride.  Our  words  and  acts  will  surely  hasten  or  (which  Ood  forbid)  retard 
the  reunion  of  Christendom.  Feeling  the  grave  responsibility  which  is  im- 
posed on  me  to-day,  my  heart  cries  out  as  did  the  prophets,  *I  am  a  ohild 
and  cannot  speak.'  Pray  for  me,  venerable  brethren,  that  God  may  help 
me  to  obey  His  word— *  Whatsoever  I  command,  that  shalt  thou  speak.*  I 
would  kneel  with  you  at  our  Master's  feet  and  pray  that  *the  Holy  Spirit 
may  gaide  us  in  all  truth.'  We  meet  as  the  representatives  of  national 
Churches;  each  with  its  own  paculiar  responsibility  to  God  for  the 8^1]ls  in- 
trusted to  its  care;  each  with  all  the  rights  of  a  national  Church,  to  adapt 
itself  to  the  varying  conditions  of  human  society;  and  each  bound  to  pre- 
serve the  order,  the  faith,  the  sacraments,  and  the  worship  of  the  Catholie 
Church  for  which  it  is  a  trustee.  As  we  kneel  by  the  table  of  our  common 
Lird  we  remember  separated  brothers.  Division  has  multiplied  divisioD 
UQtil  infidelity  sneers  at  Christianity  as  an  effete  superstition,  and  the  mod- 
ern Sadducee,  mire  bald  than  his  Jewish  brother,  denies  the  existence  of 
God.  Millions  for  whom  Christ  died  have  not  so  much  as  heard  that  there 
is  a  Saviour.  It  will  heal  no  divisions  to  say.  Who  is  at  fault?  The  sin  of 
BshiscQ  does  not  lie  at  one  door.  If  one  has  sinned  by  self-will,  the  other 
has  sinned  as  deeply  by  lack  of  charity  and  love.  The  way  to  reunion  looks 
difH  3ult.  T  )  man  it  is  impossible.  No  human  eirenicon  can  bridge  the  gaif 
of  separation.  Taere  are  uakind  words  to  be  taken  back,  alienations  to  be 
healed,  and  heartburnings  to  be  forgiven.  When  we  are  blind,  God  can 
make  a  way.  When  *the  God  of  Peace'  rules  in  all  Christian  hearts,  oar 
Lord's  prayer  will  be  answered  -That  they  all  may  be  one,  as  Thou,  Father, 
art  in  Me,  and  I  in  Thee,  that  they  all  may  be  one  in  Us,  that  the  world  may 
believe  that  thou  hast  sent  Me.'  No  one  branch  of  the  Charch  ia'absolntely 
by  itself  alone  the  Catholic  Church;  all  branches  need  reunion  in  order  to 
the  completeness  of  the  Church.  There  are  blessed  signs  that  the  H0I7 
Spirit  is  quickening  Christian  hearts  to  seek  for  unity.  We  all  know  that 
this  divided  Christianity  cannot  conquer  the  world.  At  a  time  when  every 
form  of  error  and  sin  is  banded  together  to  oppose  the  kingdom  of  Christ, 
the  world  needs  the  witness  of  a  united  Church.  Men  must  hear  again  the 
voice  which  peals  through  the  lapse  of  centuries  bearing  witness  to  *the 
faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,'  or  else  for  many  souls  there  will  be  only 
rationalism  and  unbelief — while  this  sad  weary  world,  so  full  of  sin  and  sor- 
row, is  pleading  for  help,  it  is  a  wrong  to  Christ  and  to  the  souls  for  whom 
He  died  that  His  children  should  be  separated  in  rival  folds.    As  baptised 
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into  Christ  we  are  brothers.  Notwithstaoding  the  hedges  of  human  opiDions 
which  men  have  builded  in  the  garden  of  the  Lord,  ail  who  lools  for  salva- 
tion alone  through  f uith  in  Jesus  Ohrist  do  hold  the  great  verities  of  Divine 
faith.  The  opinions  which  separate  us  are  not  necessary  to  be  believed  in 
order  to  salvation.  The  truths  in  which  we  agree  are  parts  of  the  Catholic 
faith.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  passed  over  these  human  barriers,  and  set  his 
seal  to  the  labors  of  separated  brethren  in  Christ,  and  rewarded  them  in 
the  salvation  of  many  precious  souls.  The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  the  renewing  and  sanotifyinsr  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost  are  the  same 
in  the  peasant  in  the  cottage  and  in  the  emperor  on  the  throne.  They  share 
with  UP  in  the  long  line  of  confessors  and  martyrs  for  Christ.  We  would 
not  rob  them  of  one  sheaf  which  they  have  gathered  in  the  garner  of  the 
Lord.  We  rejoice  that  Churches  with  alike  historic  lineage  with  us  are 
seeking  reunion.  Churches  whose  faith  has  been  dimmed  by  coldness  or 
clouded  by  error  are  being  quickened  into  new  life  from  the  Incarnate  Son 
of  God. 

'*  Our  hearts  go  out  in  loving  sympathy  to  the  Old  Catholics  of  Europe 
and  America,  whose  names  always  will  b^  linked  with  Selwyn,  Wiiberforce, 
and  Wordsworth,  Whittingham,  Eerfoot,  and  Brown,  in  defence  of  the  faith. 
It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  remember  that  the  Church  of  Borne  has  sep- 
arated herself  from  the  teaching  of  the  primitive  Church  by  additions  to 
the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  and  bv  claiming  for  its  Bishop  preroga- 
tives which  belong  onlv  to  the  Divine  Heaci  of  the  Church.  While  we  honor 
the  devotion  and  zeal  of  her  missionary  heroes,  and  rejoice  at  the  good 
works  of  multitudes  of  her  children,  we  lament  that  lack  of  charity  which 
anathematises  disciples  of  Christ  who  have  carried  the  Gospel  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth. 

"  We  bless  God*s  Holy  Name  for  the  fraternal  work  which  has  been  car- 
ried on  under  tiie  guidance  of  the  see  of  Canterbury,  and  which  we  trust 
will  )ead  ancient  Churches  to  a  deeper  personal  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

"  We  are  sad  that  some  of  our  kinsmen  in  Christ,  children  of  one  mother, 
have  forsaken  her  ways.  God  can  over-rule  even  this  sorrow,  so  that  it 
shall  fall  out  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel.  They  must  take  with  tbem 
precious  memories  of  the  love  and  the  faith  of  the  mother  whom  they  have 
forsaken,  and  of  the  liberty  wherewith  the  truth  in  Christ  has  made  her 
children  free— under  God  these  may  be  a  link  in  the  chain  of  His  providence 
to  the  restoration  of  unity.  It  is  a  singular  providence  that  at  this  period 
of  the  world*s  history,  when  marvellous  discoveries  have  united  the  people 
of  divers  tongues  in  common  interests.  He  has  placed  the  Anglo-Saxon  race 
in  the  forefront  of  the  nations.  They  are  carrying  civilization  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  They  are  bringing  lit>erty  to  the  oppressed,  elevating  the 
down-trodden,  and  are  giving  to  all  these  divers  tongues  and  kindreds  their 
cnstoms,  traditions,  and  law^s.  I  reverently  believe  that  the  Anglo-Saxon 
Ghnroh  has  been  preserved  by  God's  Providence  (if  her  children  will  accept 
this  mission)  to  heal  the  divisions  of  Christendom,  and  lead  on  in  his  work 
to  be  done  in  the  eventide  of  the  world.  She  holds  the  truth  which  under- 
lie the  possibility  of  reunion,  the  validity  of  all  Christian  baptism  in  the 
Name  of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  She  ministers  the  two 
sacraments  of  Ohrist  as  of  perpetual  obligation,  and  makes  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  as  contained  in  the  Catholic  Creed,  a  condition  of  Christian  fellowship. 
The  Anglo-Saxon  Church  does  not  perplex  men  with  theories  and  shibboleths 
which  many  a  poor  Ephraimite  cannot  speak — she  believes  in  God  the 
Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  in  Jesus  Christ  His  only 
Son,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  three  Persons  and  one  God,  but  she  does  not 
weaken  faith  in  the  Triune  God  by  human  speculations  about  the  Trinity 
in  Unity.  She  believes  that  the  sacred  Scriptures  were  written  by  inspira- 
tion of  God,  but  she  has  no  theory  about  inspiration.    She  holds  up  the

If  success  comes,  if  'toe  rod  of  the  priesthood  bud  and  blos- 
som and  bear  fruit/  it  must  be  *laid  up  in  the  ark  of  Qod.'  He  will  not 
S've  His  glory  to  another.  The  work  is  Christ's.  *We  are  ambassadors  for 
im.'  *I  have  chosen  you  and  ordained  you  that  ye  should  go  and  bring 
forth  fruit* 

'*3.    They  who  would  win  souls  must  have  a  ripe  knowledge  of  the  sacred 

Scnpturee.    *They  were  written  by  inspiration  of  Gbd that  the  man 

of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works.'  Our 
orders  may  be  unquestioned,  our  doctrine  perfect  in  every  line  and  feature, 
but  we  shall  not  reach  the  hearts  of  men  unless  we  preach  Ghrist  out  of 
an  experimental  knowledg[e  of  the  truths  of  Divine  Revelation.  There  is 
but  one  book  which  can  bring  light  to  homes  of  sorrow,  one  light  to  scat- 
ter clouds  and  darkness,  one  message  to  lead  wandering  folk  unto  Qod, 
This  blessed  Book  will  be  to  every  weary  soldier  and  lonely  missiouary  what 
it  was  to  Livingstone  dying  alone  in  Africa,  or  to  Captain  Gardiner  dead  on 
the  deeolate  shores  of  Patagonia,  whose  finger  pointed  to  the  words,  *The 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanseth  from  all  sin.' 

"4.  We  must  love  all  whom  Christ  loves.  We  may  have  the  gift  of  teach- 
ing, we  may  understand  all  mysteries,  we  may  nave  all  knowledge,  we  may 
bestow  all  our  goods  to  the  poor,  we  may  even  give  out  bodies  to  be  burned, 
but  without  that  love  which  comes  alone  from  Christ  we  shall  be  *as  sound- 
ing brass  an  1  a  tinkling  cymbal.'  With  St.  Paul  we  must  say,  'Whereinso- 
ever Christ  is  preached  I  do  rejoice,  and  will  rejoice.' 

**6,  Above  all  gifts  we  need  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  When  this 
ooDseoration  comes  there  will  be  no  cry  of  an  empty  treasury.  We  shall  do 
longer  be  weary  with  the  bleating  of  lost  sheep,  to  whom  we  have  to  say, 
I  have  no«means  and  no  shepherd  to  send  you. 

^*Christian  Work.— We  rejoice  at  every  sign  that  Christians  realize  that 
wealth  is  a  sacred  trust,  for  which  they  shall  give  an  account.  We  rejoice 
more  that  they  are  giving  that  personal  service  which  is  a  law  of  His  king- 
dom. Men  and  women  of  culture  and  gentle  birth  are  going  into  the  abodes 
of  sickness  and  sorrow  to  comfort  stricken  homes  and  lead  sinful  folk  to  the 
Saviour.  Brotherhoods,  sisterhoods,  and  deaconesses  are  multiplying. 
Never  was  there  greater  need  for  their  holy  work.  Many  of  our  own  bap- 
tised children  have  drifted  away  from  all  faith.  To  thousands  Ghod  is  a 
name,  the  Bible  a  tradition,  faith  an  opinion,  and  heaven  and  hell  fables. 
But  that  which  gives  us  the  deepest  sadness  and  makes  all  Christian  work 
more  difficult  is  that  so  many  of  these  to  whom  the  people  look  for  example 
have  given  up  the  Bible,  the  Lord's  Day,  the  house  of  God,  and  Christian 
faith.  Alas!  they  are  telling  these  weary  toilers  whose  lives  are  clouded  by 
anxiety  and  sorrow  that  there  is  no  hereafter.  *They  know  not  what  they 
do.*  They  are  sowing  to  the  wind  and  will  reap  the  whirlwind.  May  God 
show  them  the  danger  before  it  is  too  late!  The  loss  of  faith  is  the  loss  of 
everything;  without  it  morality  becomes  prudence  or  imprudence.  When 
the  tie  which  binds  man  to  God  is  broken  all  other  ties  snap  asunder.  No 
nation  has  survived  the  loss  of  its  religion.  We  are  appalled  at  the  mad  cry 
of  anarchy  which  tramples  all  which  we  hold  dear  for  time  and  eternity 
under  its  feet.  We  cannot  look  into  its  face  without  seeing  the  lineaments 
of  that  man  of  sin  who  *opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is 
called  Gk>d  and  worshipped.'  Antichrist  is  he  who  usurps  the  place  of 
Of  mat.  *He  is  antichrist  who  denieth  the  Father  and  the  Son.'  Our  hearts 
go  out  in  pity  for  those  whose  mechanical  ideas  of  the  universe  may  be  a  re- 
volt from  a  mechanical  theology  which  has  lost  sight  of  the  Fatherhood  of 
God.    We  stand  where  two  ways  meet.    We  shall  take  care  of  the  people  or  the 
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people  will  take  oare  of  us.  The  people  are  the  rulers;  the  power  of  the  future 
people  is  in  their  hands.  Limit  their  horizon  to  this  life,  let  penury,  sicknesB, 
and  sorrow  chancre  the  man  to  a  wolf,  let  him  know  no  God  and  Father  Who 
hears  his  ory,  no  Saviour  to  help,  no  brother  to  bind  up  his  wounds,  let 
there  be  on  the  one  side  wealth  and  luxury  and  wanton  waste,  and  on  ihe 
other  side  poverty,  misery,  and  despair,  there  will  be,  as  there  has  been,  a 
ory  for  blood.  We  wonder  why  men  pass  by  the  Church  to  found  clubs  and 
brotherhoods  and  orders.  They  will  have  them,  and  they  ought  to  have 
them,  until  the  Church  is  in  its  Divine  love  what  its  Founder  designed  it 
to  be— the  brotherhood  in  Christ  of  the  children  of  our  God  and  Father. 
What  the  world  needs  to-day  is  not  alms,  not  hospitals,  not  hom^  of  mercy 
alone.  It  needs  the  spirit  and  the  power  of  the  love  of  Christ.  It  needs 
the  voice,  the  ear,  the  hand,  and  the  heart  of  Christ  seen  in  and  working  in 
His  children.  No  powers  of  government,  no  prestige  of  social  position,  no 
prerogatives  of  Chnrchly  authority  can  meet  the  issues  of  this  hour:  we 
have  waited  already  too  long.  Brotherhood  men  will  have,  and  it  will  be 
the  brotherhood  of  the  commuoe,  or  brotherhood  in  Christ  as  the  children 
of  our  God  and  Father.  Infidelity  answers  no  questions,  heals  no  wounds, 
fulfils  no  hopes.  The  Gospel  will  do,  is  doing,  to-day  what  it  has  done 
through  all  the  age^  leading  men  out  of  sin  and  darkness  and  despair  to  the 
liberty  of  sons  of  Gk>d. 

"In  a  day  of  division  and  unrest  there  will  b 3  many  questions  which  i>ar- 
plex  earnest  souls.  Some  will  dwell  on  the  subjective  side  of  the  futh, 
others  will  think  mpst  of  its  manifestations  in  the  life.  These  queslionB 
will  affect  organization  for  Christian  work,  public  worship,  and  find  ex- 
pression in  the  ritual  of  the  Charch.  There  is  no  room  for  difPerMioefl  if 
Christ  be  first,  Christ  be  last,  and  Christ  in  everything.  The  ritual  of  the 
Church  must  be  the  expression  of  her  life.  It  must  symbolize  her4aith;  it 
must  be  subject  to  her  authority.  As  the  years  go  by  worship  will  be  more 
beautiful.  The  ^garments  of  the  king's  daughter  may  be  of  wrought  gold,' 
and  she  'clothed  in  raiment  of  needlework,'  but  'she  will  have  a  name  that 
she  liveth  and  is  dead,'  unless  her  'fiae  linen  is  the  righteousness  of  the 
saints.*  Lastly,  to  none  is  this  cDuncil  so  dear  as  to  those  whose  lives  are 
spent  in  the  darkness  of  heathenism,  or  who  have  gone  out  to  new  lands  to 
lay  foundations  for  the  work  of  the  Church  of  Gk)d.  In  loneliness,  with  de- 
ferred hopes,  neglected  by  brethren,  your  only  refuge  to  cry  as  a  child 
to  God,  it  is  a  joy  for  you  to  feel  the  beating  of  a  brother*s  heart,  and  hear 
the  music  of  a  brother's  voice,  and  kneel  with  brothers  at  the  dear  old  trysts 
iag-place,  the  table  of  our  Lird.  L3t  us  consecrate  all  we  have  and  are  to 
Him,  let  us  remember  loved  ones  far  away,  let  us  gather  all  the  work  we 
have  so  long  garnered  in  our  hearts  and  lay  it  at  His  feet.  We  shall  not 
have  met  in  vain,  if,  out  ofthe  love  learned  of  Him,  we  give  each  to  other, 
and  to  all  fellow-labourers  for  Him,  a  brother's  love,  a  brother's  sympathy, 
and  a  brother's  prayers.  I  do  not  know  how  to  clothe  in  words  the  tnrong- 
ing  memories  which  cluster  around  us  in  this  holy  place,  what  searohings 
of  heart,  what  cries  to  God,  what  communions  with  Christ,  what  ODnsola- 
tions  of  the  Holy  Spirit  have  been  witnessed  ia  this  sacred  place.  I  cannot 
call  over  the  long  roll  of  saints,  confessors,  and  martyrs,  whose  'names  are 
written  in  the  Limb's  Book  of  L*fe.'

We  are  not  two  companies,  the  militant  and  triumphant  are  one.  We  are 
the  advance  and  rear  of  one  host  traveling  to  the  Canaan  of  God's  rest. 
God  grant  that  we,  too,  may  so  fall  on  Christ  that  we  may  have  an  abun- 
dant entrance  to  His  eternal  kingdom."

I  have  visited  idl  the  above  mis- 
sions, as  well  as  several  others,  baptising  about  30  candidates  and  oelebraUng 
the  Holy  Communion  many  times.

FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Board. 

The  fith  year  of  the  oorporation  of  the  Sheltering  Arms  closes  to-day, 
and  the  followinflr  report  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  record  of  the  year  has  been  in  many  ways  one  of  encouraging  pros- 
perity. Although  still  harassed  with  debt,  we  have  been  enabled  to  meet 
promptly  all  current  expenses  and  to  a  great  extent  the  interest  on  the  mort- 
gSigeB,  The  childven  under  our  care  have  enjoyed  excellent  health,  having 
with  the  exception  of  one  siege  of  diptheria,  escaped  any  serious  epidemic, 
and,  for  the  most  part,  all  orainary  ailments.  This  exemption  from  disease 
we  can,  doubtless,  largely  attribute  to  the  perfect  sanitary  condition  of  the 
house  and  premises.  At  all  times  the  Home  has  been  well  filled,  and  the 
number  of  applications  for  admittance  has  often  exceeded  the  limits  of  our 
accommodations. 

The  Annual  Donation  party  took  place  on  October  4th  and  was  a  very 
enjoyable  occasion,  calling  forth  a  large  number  of  visitors.  The  amount  of 
$180.00  in  cash  was  received  and  many  acceptable  donations  of  goods.  The 
concert  given  at  the  residence  of  our  vice-president,  early  in  the  year,  also 
realized  for  us  verpr  gratifying  proceeds.  Throughout  the  year  the  Home 
had  been  the  recipient  of  generous  donations  of  clothing  and  provisions,  and 
recently  of  a  supply  of  coal  sufficient  for  the  winter's  usa.  To  the  several 
donors  our  thanks  are  extended  together  with  the  assurance  that  their  gifts 
have  been  applied  to  the  best  advantage. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Guion  as  chaplain  there  have 
been  regular  services  each  Sunday,  at  the  Home.  Under  the  chaplain's 
auspices,  the  30th  of  August,  the  children  enjoyed  a  picnic  held  in  a  neigh- 
boring grove.  Through  the  kindness  of  friends  in  furnishing  tickets,  they 
were  also  made  happy  by  a  visit  in  the  fall,  to  the  Exposition. 

During  the  year  a  change  has  been  necessarily  made  in  the  management 
of  the  institution,  our  former  matron  who  for  so  loag  a  time  bad  held  the 
position  having  resigned  on  account  of  failing  health.  To  her  successor 
who  for  a  short  time  remained  in  charge,  we  are  much  indebted  for  the 
order  and  comfort  which  she  maintained  throughout  the  Home.  After 
considerable  delay  the  services  of  our  present  matron,  Mrs.  Bassett,  were 
secured  and  in  her  faithfulness  and  capacity  for  the  skillful  performance  of 
her  duties  we  are  able  to  place  a  firm  reliance. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  Home  at  the  time  of  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing was  25;  23  having  since  been  admitted  and  21  removed;  2  havtng  been 
adopted  into  comfortable  homes,  and  2  have  died.  Present  number  20. 
220  homeless  little  ones  have  been  cared  for  during  the  five  years  of  incor- 
poration. Our  means  being  still  inadequate  for  maintaining  a  resident 
teacher,  all  the  older  children  attend  a  public  school,  where  their  orderly 
and  studious  habits  have  received  much  commendation. 

The  Board  tenders  sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Hall  for  his  freely  given  servioee 
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as  attendin/ar  physiciaD,  and  the  watohf  ol  care  bestowed  upon  the  health  of 
the  children. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  several  special  meetings,  hiTO 
been  well  attended  and  all  have  been  marked  by  a  prompt  consideration  of 
business  and  a  heartfelt  sympathy  with  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaffed. 
At  these  meetings  we  have  keenly  felt  the  absence  of  our  president  Mn. 
Breed,  who  has  been  prevented  by  illness  from  attending,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  we  may,  ere  long,  a^ain  welcome  her  among  us  in  renewed  healtk 
The  resignation  of  our  vice-president,  Mrs.  Groodfellow,  was  accepted  with 
sincere  regret.  A  vice-president  pro.  tern,  was  consequently  appointed  and 
a  new  member  elected  to  the  Board. 

A  word  of  tribute  is  due  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lockwood,  at 
time  a  member  of  the  Board,  a  woman  eminent  for  her  many 
virtues.    Her  interest  in  our  work  and  earnest  efforts  for  its  success  are  held 
in  loving  remembrance  by  many  of  the  present  members. 

Much  discouragement  nas  been  felt  as  to  the  possibility  of  relieving  oar 
property  of  debt,  ai\d  at  one  time  it  was  feared  that  we  could  not  much 
longer  keep  up  the  institution.  In  this  extremity  an  appeal  was  made  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  who  called  a  meeting  at  St.  Paul's  church,  Mia- 
neapolis,  in  behalf  of  the  Sheltering  Arms.  The  meeting  was  largely  afe- 
tenaed,  and  included  several  of  the  clergy  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  who 
expressed  their  interest  in  the  Home,  and  willingness  to  aid  in  promoting 
its  welfare.  Bishop  Whipple  in  a  long  and  earnest  address  impressed  upon 
his  hearers  the  duty  of  carrying  on  the  work,  expressing  his  firm  belief  that 
the  help  needed  for  so  worthy  an  enterprise  could  certainly  be  obtained.  At 
the  Bishop's  request,  a  committee  for  the  thorough  canvassini?  of  the  dio- 
cese was  appointed,  and  the  results  of  this  canvass  have  thus  far  been  en- 
couraging, nearly  one-half  the  debt  having  been  subscribed  on  condltkm 
that  the  whole  amount  is  raised. 

With  sincre  gratitude  for  the  assistance  which  the  friends  of  the  home 
have  given  us  in  the  past,  we  begin  the  work  of  another  year  in  the  hope 
that  their  more  abundant  aid  will  soon  place  us  free  from  debt,  and  further 
the  good  which  could  be  accomplished  by  this  much  needed  institutioiL

FIRST    DAY. 


Minneapolis,  Minn.,  j 

S.  Paul's  Church,  >■ 

Wednesday,  June  4,  1890.  ) 

This  being  the  day  by  Canon  appointed,  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Minnesota,  the  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  a  large 
number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Diocese 
assembled  in  S.  Paul's  Church,  Minneapolis,  at  10:30 
A.M.,  (Morning  Prayer  having  been  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
M.  N.  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh  and 
the  Rev.  Dean  Graham  at  g  a.m.)  The  Litany  was 
read  b\-  the  Rev.  E.  Steele  Peake.  The  Assistant 
Bishop  took  the  Ante-Communion  Service.  The  Rev. 
Joseph  A.  Gilfillan  read  the  Epistle.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Bill 
read  the  Gospel.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese acted  as  Celebrant,  being  assisted  by  the  Assistant 
Bishop. 

Morning  Service  being  ended,  the  Rev.  John  H.  White 
read  the  Assistant  Bishop's  Annual  Address,  as  follows  : 
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Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

In  submitting  this  my  fourth  annual  report  for  your  consideration.  I 
am  conscious  of  the  fact  that  all  has  not  been  done  during  the  j'ear  for 
which  I  had  hoped  and  planned.  A  year  seems  long  as  we  look  forward, 
but  very  brief  as  we  stand  at  its  close  and  glance  backward  over  it.  I  can 
only  hope  and  pray  that  the  all  merciful  Father  will  over-rule  my  mistakes 
and  shortcomings  and  that  all  things  accomplished  in  His  Name  may  re- 
dound to  His  ^lory.  The  field  is  large,  too  large  for  thorough  work  at  my 
hands.  Mv  visitations  are  necessanlv  hurried,  and  that  closer  contact  and 
association  with  our  clergA'  and  people,  so  attractive  and  stimulating  to 
me,  are  reduced  to  a  minmum. 

I  try  to  always  remember  when  making  a  visitation  that  I  have  a  per- 
sonal responsibility  toward  that  particular  field,  and  to  make  my  sojourn 
as  little  of  the  mere  mechanical  and  stereotyped  as  possible.  It  is  my  con- 
stant prayer  that  my  presence  in  a  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  a  stimulant  to 
every  good  word  and  work  in  the  vine^-ard  of  the  Lord.  My  visitations 
during  the  year  past  have  been  a  genumc  pleasure.  The  cordial  welcome 
from  those  whom  I  have  learned  to  Icnow  and  love,  the  evidences  of  earnest 
work  on  all  sides,  the  absence  of  strife  and  party  spirit,  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment in  material  and  spiritual  energies,  all  contribute  to  make  my 
labors  easy  and  my  heart  light.  Whenever  any  of  our  clergy'  leave  us  it  is  a 
loss  personal  in  the  fullest  sense,  it  is  as  though  one  were  bidding  good-bye 
to  a  dear  member  of  our  own  household. 

We  have  suffered  more  from  changes  among  our  clergy  during  this  year 
than  for  some  time  past.  Where  the  change  is  inspired  by  the  laudable  de- 
sire of  entering  upon  a  larger  field  of  usefulness,  and  from  the  highest  sense 
of  duty,  naught  can  in  truth  be  said  against  it,  but  when  it  is  ev-idently  only 
the  prevalence  of  a  spirit  of  restlessness  or  vain  reaching  after  a  jjerfect 
Parish  where  there  shall  be  no  troubles  or  worries,  it  cannot  be  too  strongly 
reprehended.  I  fear,  dear  brethren,  we  are  too  prone  to  forget  that  men  by 
right  demand  of  us  a  higher  standard  of  unselfishness  than  they  display 
themselves. 

The  story  of  my  work  is  as  follows.  I  only  make  record  of  visitations  ol 
an  official  character,  and  space  forbids  me  to  enlarge  as  I  would  like  upon 
them.  Meetings  of  boards,  private  conferences  on  diocesan  affairs  and 
some  other  matters  of  kindred  character  need  not  and  do  not  appear. 

Sunday,  June  16th,  in  the  morning  visited  Trinity  Church,  Zumbrota, 
preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  A  pleasant  drive  of  18  miles 
took  me  to  St.  Paul's  church.  Belle  Creek,  ever  fragrant  with  the  blessed 
memory  of  dear  Father  Chandler.  Here  at  3  in  the  afternoon  I  preached, 
celebrated,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  5  presented  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Lowrey,  Lay 
Reader  in  charge.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  supplying  this  Mission 
with  frequent  clerical  services. 

In  the  evening,  preached,  celebrated  Holy  Communion  and  bajjtized  2 
children  in  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Cannon  Falls.  During  the  week  end- 
ing June  22d  I  was  in  attendance  at  the  commencement  exercises  of  St. 
Mary's  and  Shattuck  Schools;  the  Diocesan  being  ill  I  presided  in  each  in- 
stance and  also  on  the  20th  laid  the  comer  stone  of  the  Smyser  Memorial. 
Shattuck  School. 

Friday,  June  28th,  was  present  at  the  graduating  exercises  of  Seabur3^ 
and  conferred  diplomas  upon  seven  young  men  of  whom  any  institution 
might  well  be  proud. 

Sunday, June  30th,  in  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  ordained  to  the  Diaconate. 
Messrs.   Sherman,    Haupt,    Halsey,  Rollit   and  Willis.    The   sermon  was 
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preached  by  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  North  Dakota.    In  the  afternoon  con- 
firmed one  in  Christ  church. 

Sunday,  July  7th,  took  services  and  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church.  Mil- 
waukee. 

Sunday,  July  14th,  preached,  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  and  con- 
firmed 9  in  Trinity  Church,  Litchfield. 

July  15th,  officiated  in  All  Saints*  Church,  Howard  Lake,  and  confirmed  3. 
This  almost  defunct  Mission  has  been  revived  through  the  efforts  of  the  Rec- 
tor at  Litchfield,  Rev.  A.  G.  Pinkham. 

Sundav,  Juh'  21,  in  the  morning  officiated  in  Marshall,  celebratin;^  Holy 
Communion,  and  baptizing  4  children.  The  Mission  was  organized  withtJi 
name  of  St.  James,  and  placed  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Halsey.

The  offerings  for  my  Special  Needs  Fund  were  $1 220. 

The  condition  of  the  work  throughout  the  Diocese  is  in  the  main  most 
satisfactory.  The  number  of  confirmations  is  somewhat  less  than  last 
year,  yet  they  still  are  very  much  in  advance  of  any  previous  year.  Materi- 
ally, Minnesota  has  not  had  a  prosperous  year,  nevertheless,  expenses  for 
Church  services  and  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  have  been  maintained 
in  most  instances.  The  Northwestern  portion  of  the  Diocese  has  felt  the 
stringency  of  the  times  the  most.  We  trust  and  pray  that  bountiful  crops 
may  reward  the  laborers  this  year. 

The  problem  which  presses  for*  solution  upon  us  more  than  all  otners,  is 
that  of  finding  suitable  Clergy  for  our  Missionary  fields.  Vacancies  exist 
to-day  for  the  filling  of  which  strenuous  and  persistent  efforts  have  been 
made,  but  thus  far  without  success.  It  is  not  the  meagerness  of  support 
that  prevents  men  from  coming,  for  on  the  average  the  salaries  paid  in  ouf 
smaller  parishes  and  missions  are  quite  equal  to  those  in  Eastern  Diocesesv 
It  cannot  be  that  the  difficulties  of  work  in  the  DioceSe  are  greater  than 
tho^  encountered  elsewhere,  for  the  Church  here  is  favorably  regarded  by 
the  world  at  large,  and  the  progress  made  in  a  population  half  foreigrt 
compares  more  than  favorably  with  the  progress  in  Dioceses  where  the 
natural  condition  would  seem  to  be  more  favorable. 

This  difficulty  is  not  peculiar  to  Minnesota  but  is  incident  to  nearly  all 
our  Western  Dioceses.  1  can  only  explain  it  by  the  unwillingness  of  the 
majority  of  the  younger  Clergy  to  leave  the  more  attractive  fields  of  the 
Hast.  ^  Of  the  eight  CTergj  received  you  will  obsers'e  that  only  one  is  from 
any  Diocese  east  of  Michigan,  and  he  returned  after  a  few  months.  The 
solution  of  the  problem  I  am  satisfied  can  be  brought  about  in  only  one 
way.  We  must  educate  our  own  Clergy.  We  must  Keep  the  ranks  supplied 
from  ourselves.  Looking  forward  from  this  point  of  view  I  feel  most  hope- 
ful. 

We  have  24  men  who  are  preparing  for  the  Sacred  Ministry,  and  who 
are  ready  and  willing  to  work  in  Minnesota.  It  is  evident  at  once  how 
needful  it  is  for  the  Clergy  to  seek  out  and  encourage  3'oung  men  of  the  right 
stamp  to  enter  the  Ministry'.    It  is  one  of  the  truest  ways  to  help  for- 
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ward  the  work  at  home.  Our  Divinity  School  will  supplement  your  owa 
personal  efforts  in  every  wa^'.  Will  j'ou  not  labor  for  this,  dear  bicthrtB 
of  the  Clergy  ?  The  duty  and  opportunity  lie  at  the  doors  of  fintberiand 
mothers  as  well. 

It  would  not  be  possible  in  any  part  of  the  Church  to  find  a  body  of 
Clergy  of  more  entire  consecration,  of  better  fitted  by  the  possession  of 
practical  qualities  for  doitig  the  work  l^efore  themi  than  the  Clergy  of  Min- 
nesota. The  relative  standing  of  this  Diocese  among  others  in  tbestatif 
tics  of  Its  growth  and  development,  is  ample  proof  of  this  statement. 

Opportunities  are  opening  almost  every  month  for  the  Charcb  in  towis 
where  we  have  no  organizations.  I  am  forced  to  discourage  many  of  the 
attempts  to  establish  the  Church,  simpl>  because  I  cannot  see  the  way  to 
sui)plying  them  with  the  Clerical  services  required.  It  ^vould  not  be  r^ 
or  wise  to  entirely  neglect  these  providential  opportunities. 

To  this  end  we  have  the  system  of  District  Presbyters.  This  plan  w» 
inaugurated  at  the  last  council,  and  after  several  months  of  delay  it  wss 
set  in  motion  January  Ist.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  resolution.  I 
divided  the  Diocese  into  20  Districts  and  named  an  equal  number  of  the 
Clergy  as  Presbyters  therefor.  Wherever  this  plan  has  been  conscienoonslj 
and  carefully  worked  it  has  accomplished  the  ends  desired.  It  is  all  potto- 
lated  upon  the  willingness  of  the  Cler^,  for  the  love  of  Christ  and  His 
Church,  to  take  upon  themselves  additional  work.  Several  of  the  Pres- 
byters have  sent  in  reports  to  the  Deans  of  Convocation,  and  all  express 
their  approval  of  the  plan.  It  is  a  step  in  the  direction  of  enlarged  Missioo- 
ary  effort,  and  if  it  is  faithfully  carriea  forward,  will,  I  know,  bring  rich 
returns. 

The  General  Missionary. — The  report  of  your  General  Missionary  which 
will  l)e  submitted  to  this  Council  will  show  a  large  amount  of  work  done. 
The  need  of  such  an  adjunct  to  the  successful  and  satisfactory  working  of 
thL' Diocese  is  ini])erative.  He  goes  forth  as  the  authorized  representatiTe 
ot  the  Hishop.  and  is  mv  right  hand  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  busi- 
ness affairs  of  our  Mission  work.  In  a  Diocese  of  tne  extent  of  Minnesou 
tlu'  work  cannot  lx»  satisfactorily  or  thoroughly  done  by  the  Bishop  alone. 
Our  jirescnt  (leneral  Missionary  is  a  man  of  affairs,  of  ability  and  of  inde- 
fatigable cnerg3'.  His  salary  should  not  be  less  than  $1800.  Other 
Dioceses  give  much  more  for  less  work.  Let  us  take  no  step  backward. 
Too  much  is  at  stake.  We  cannot  afford  to  draw  in  or  cripple  onr  work. 
We  must  go  aggressiveh'  forward  trusting  in  God. 

Missionurv  Apportionments. — There  is  always  a  tendcncj*  at  every  council 
for  Parishes  to  resist  increased  apportionments  or  to  ask  for  abatement 
therein.  Parochial  economy  always  seems  to  first  demand  that  Diocesan 
obligations  shall  be  reduced.  It  is  on  something  of  the  same  principle  that  a 
man  when  he  plans  to  economize  in  jxTrsonal  or  household  matters  begins 
by  cutting  down  his  subscription  to  the  Church.  It  seems  to  me  that  ex- 
cept in  rare  and  exceptional  cases,  this  is  wrong.  The  amount  apportioned 
upon  the  Parishes  is  in  proi)ortion  to  their  ability  to  pay.  It  can  in  each 
instance  be  raised  if  it  be  taken  up  systematically  and  worked  persistentlv. 
We  are  not  giving  as  much  now  when  we  consider  our  strength  as  was 
given  fifteen  years  ago.  Read  the  record  of  assessments  as  published  in  the 
Council  Journals  from  1H71-76.  More  was  given  then  with  less  than  4000 
Communicants  for  Diocesan  Missions  than  now,  with  nearly  10.000  Com- 
municants. For  exami)le,  for  the  year  ending  June,  1876,  the  sum  of 
$4-.  11 3. IT)  was  contributed  bv  the  Parishes  and  Missions  for  Diocesan 
Missions.  In  1889,  the  Treasurer  reported  $3,792.62  for  the^  same  ftinrf. 
You  can  see  at  a  glance,  dear  brethren,  the  need  of  taking  definite  action  in 
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this  matter.    The  sitaation  demands  your  special,  earnest  and  wisest  con- 
sideration. 

Aged  and  InArtn  Clergy  Fund, — It  goes  without  the  saying  that  no  men 
deserve  more  at  the  hands  of  the  Church,  than  those  who  have  broken 
themselves  down  in  her  service.  Every  consideration  should  lead  us  to  ex- 
ert ourselves  in  their  behalf.  We  have  four  of  these  worthy  and  venerable 
men,  to  whom  we  are  giving  $800.  This  divided  among  the  four,  is  not 
doing  more  than  giving  supplementary  assistance.  Will  you,  dear  breth- 
ren, see  to  it,  that  your  offerings  on  Christmas  Day,  vwithout  exception, 
are  given  to  this  fund.  Of  all  the  days  in  the  year,  none  is  more  fitting  for 
such  an  offering,  than  the  day  of  the  birth  of  that  Saviour,  for  whom  these 
sneii  have  given  their  all. 

Sunday  School  Lenten  Offerings, — It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  large  in- 
crease of  these  offerings,  of  our  children  for  the  general  Missions  of  the 
Church,  over  preceding  years.  Not  only  should  gratitude  to  the  General 
Board,  which  nas  aided  Minnesota  in  its  work  so  long,  ins])ire  us,  but  the 
importance  of  encouraging  and  cultivating  the  larger  spirit  of  the  Church 
in  the  hearts  of  young  and  old.  God  be  praised  for  all  that  has  been  done, 
and  may  we  always  aid,  in  every  way,  the  spread  of  the  gospel  in  all  lands. 
The  other  great  and  needful  agencies  of  Church  growth  and  work,  such 
as  The  American  Church  Building  Fund,  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society, 
and  the  organized  work  of  the  Church,  among  the  Colored  jjeoplc,  I  com- 
'  mend  to  your  attention  and  interest. 

Seabury  Divinity  School. — I  do  feel  very  strongly,  that  every  Parish  and 
Mission  station,  should  contribute,  at  least  one  offering  to  our  Divinity 
School.  The  work  it  has  done,  and  is  doing,  is  well  known  to  you  all.  It 
is  not  yet  sufficiently  endowed.  It  was  always  my  custom,  when  a  Rector. 
to  give  the  offerings  on  Good  Friday,  to  this  object.  I  should  be  glad  to 
know  that  this  time  was  adopted  by  all. 

A  grateful  heart  prompts  me  to  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
w^ork  of  the  Minnesota  Branch  of  The  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Our  annual 
meetings  are  genuinely  inspiring,  and  all  who  attend  them  go  away  with 
renewed  Missionary  enthusiasm.    Its  able  and  efficient  officers    merit  all 

J)raise.    May  the  Father  above  reward  them  all  for  their  work  among  the 
aborers  here  below. 

In  many  of  the  Dioceses  there  is  a  canon  looking  to  a  gradual  reduction 
of  Missionary  stipends  in  all  stations,  unless  abundant  reason  be  shown 
why  such  reduction  be  not  made. 

In  order  to  encourage  these  stations  to  become  self-supporting,  cer- 
tainly an  end  most  desirable,  it  might  be  well  for  this  Council  to  insert  a 
canon  on  this  subject.    It  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

Sunday  School  Work. — One  cannot  but  rejoice  in  the  evidences  of  growth 
and  interest  in  the  Sunday  School  work  of  tifie  Diocese.  The  Parishes,  gen- 
erally, are  becoming  very  fully  aroused  in  this  matter.  It  is  well.  Nt) 
-work  is  more  blessed,  or  so  full  of  promise  for  the  future  of  the  Church. 
A  Sunday  School  Conference  was  held  in  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  in  Janu- 
ary, which,  although  poorly  attended,  was  most  helpful  and  inspiring. 
Bach  Sunday  School  in  the  Diocese,  should  strive  to  be  represented  in  these 
Conferences.  The  Schools  will  be  gainers  in  many  ways.  The  next  meet- 
ing will  be  called  in  September,  in  such  place  as  the  officers  may  deter- 
mine. 

Conrocational  Work. — The  several  meetings  of  the  three  Convocations, 
convened  and  presided  over  by  our  efficient  Deans,  have  Ijeen  marked  bj* 
large  attendance  of  Clergj',  warm  hospitality  of  the  people,  and  earnest. 
able  discussions  of  important  subjects.    The  Missionary  aspects  of  these 
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Convocational  gatherings  are  among  their  most  cheering  and  stimulating 
features. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  more  than  refer  to  our  Diocesan  Schools.  They 
are  so  well  known,  and  their  work  so  admirably  done  in  every  way,  that 
they  are  a  crown  of  glory  to  our  Diocese. 

The  new  venture  at  .Wilder,  in  the  Breck  Farm  School,  has  more  than 
justified  the  efforts  made  by  the  Principal,  Mr.  Eugene  Rucker,  and  the 
Trustees.  Enlarged  accommodations  will  be  added  at  once,  and  the  School 
will  continue,  under  God's  blessing,  to  grow,  and  to  do  a  noble  wort 
among  those  who  cannot  afford  the  expense  of  our  Faribault  Schools. 

Indian  IVorJt.-— The  death  of  our  Missionary  among  Good  Thunder's 
Band  of  Sioux,  has  been  a  sad  blow  to  our  interesting  w^ork  there.  The 
beautiful  new  Church  is  almost  completed,  and  a  School  maintained. 

Our  Missions  among  the  Ojibways,  in  Northern  Minnesota,  have  stead- 
ily held  their  own,  and  made  progress.  Rev.  Mr.  Gilfillan,  iwrith  a  devo- 
tion which  has  not  a  parallel  in  the  Church,  continues  his  snperintendencj 
of  the  whole  field.  Rev.  Francis  Willis,  Jr.,  has  been  added  to  the  force  of 
Clergy,  and  is  stationed  at  Red  Lake.  The  new  treaty  will  doubtless^ 
into  effect  soon,  and  important  changes  in  some  aspects  of  the  work,  will 
doubtless  take  place. 

The  Boarding  Schools,  of  which  we  have  four,  are  flourishing,  and  doing 
much  good. 

Dear  brethren,  other  matters,  perhaps,  should  have  been  brought  to  yonr 
attention,  but  I  have  tried  as  fully  as  time  permitted,  to  give  you  a  clear 
and  concise  statement  of  all  things  of  importance  in  Diocesan  affairs.  The 
Diocesan  will  tell  3'ou  of  our  blessed  dead  in  Paradise,  and  call  your  miods 
to  other  matters  of  high  moment. 

In  a  very  real,  personal  way,  have  we  all  watched  and  prayed  about  the 
couch  of  her  whose  life,  so  closely  linked  always  with  him  who  is  our  ven- 
erated father,  has  equally  been  intertwined  with  all  that  concerns  the  weal 
of  this  Diocese,  from  its  very  beginning.  With  full  hearts,  and  tear  moist- 
ened eyes,  we  send  our  love  to  her  to-day,  and  pray  that  the  way  before 
may  be  all  plain,  with  the  light  of  that  land,  which  is  the  heart's  true 
home. 

Blessed  as  I  am  with  the  love,  confidence  and  close  association  of  him 
who  has  been  our  chief  shepherd  these  many  years,  I  rejoice  daily,  and  pray 
ever  with  you,  that  his  invaluable  life  may  be  spared  us  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Now  finally,  brethren,  let  us  to  the  work  before  us.  Never  was  there  a 
j^raiider  opportunity  for  the  Church,  than  is  to  be  found  in  our  own  Diocese 
to-day.  In  the  agitation  and  turmoil  of  the  Christian  world,  menarelook- 
\n^  to  our  Mother,  the  Church,  as  a  haven  of  refuge,  as  the  common groand 
upon  which  divided  Christendom  may  unite.  The  condition  of  Church 
work  in  the  Diocese  was  never  more  hopeful.  The  year  has  been  one  of 
work,  and  it  has  been  one  of  rich  returns.  Let  us  take  no  backward  steps. 
In  all  our  considerations  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, let 
there  be  no  hesitation,  no  lukewarmness,  no  feeling  of  timidity,  which  is 
the  sYnoiiym  for  lack  of  faith,  but  thanking  God  for  the  blessings  of  the 
l)ast,  in  His  own  glorious  name,  go  forward. 

The  offcriniT  taken  was  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

Divine  Service  being  concluded,  The  Rt.  Rev.  The 
Hishop  of  the  Diocese,  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Coun- 
cil to  order,  under  whose  direction  the  Secretary  of  the 
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Diocese  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy,  provided  by  the 
Diocesan,  when  fort3-seven  priests  and  fifteen  Deacons, 
sixty-two  in  all,  answered  to  their  names,  took  seats,  and 
a  quorum  of  Clergy  found  present. 

The  list  of  Parishes  was  then  called  and  the  credentials 
of  Lay  Delegates  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  The  President  appointed  the  Re\ .  C.  A. 
Cummings  and  Mr.  Charles  H.  Strobeck  to  act  with  the 
Secretary,  as  a  Committee  on  Lay  Credentials. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  until  2  p.  m.

The  Rt.  Rev.  The  President  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Minnesota  Church  Foundation, 
which  was  rendered  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Harve\' 
Officer.  On  motion  it  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Jour- 
nal.    (See  appendix  A.) 

The  Rt.  Rev.  The  President  read  the  report  of  the 
Minnesota  Branch    of   the  Woman's    Auxiliary    to  the 
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Board  of  Missions  for  1889-90,  which  was  ordered  printed. 
(See  appendix  E.) 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  then  delivered 
his  annual  address  as  follows : 

BISHOP  Whipple's  address. 

Since  our  last  council,  the  general  convention  met  in  New  York.  It  was 
the  centennial  of  its  complete  organization.  In  the  order  of  seniority,  I  had 
the  honor  to  preach  the  sermon.  The  council  was  one  of  the  most  memor- 
able in  our  history.  It  completed  the  revision  of  our  Book  of  Common 
Praj'er.  It  is  a  cause  of  deep  thanksgiving  to  God  that  no  changes  affect- 
ing doctrine  were  made,  that  this  precious  heirloom  is  preserved  for  our 
children  and  will  be  in  the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  the  liturgy  of 
the  English  speaking  race. 

Bummg  questions  came  before  us,  such  as  the  relations  of  the  colored  race 
to  the  church.  1  had  the  honor  to  be  the  chairman  of  the  joint  committee 
to  draw  up  the  report  which  was  adopted  by  both  houses  and  which  set 
forth  the  truth  that  *'  God  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations,"  '*  that  in 
Christ  Jesus  there  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  neither  bond  nor  free,"  ''that 
the  ^fts  and  graces  of  the  Holy  Spirit  are  the  same  in  all  men  "  and  that 
**  this  general  convention  has  by  no  act  or  law  admitted  that  a  difference 
of  race  or  color  affords  grounds  for  distinction  in  legislative  rights  or  priv- 
ileges." The  subject  of  Christian  education  received  the  most  careful  atten- 
tion—  a  Church  University  Board  of  Regents  was  created  of  which  your 
Bishop  is  a  member.  It  has  been  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York  with  power  to  hold  and  administer  gifls  and  bequests 
for  the  endowments  of  schools  and  colleges  and  to  fulfill  all  the  duties  neces- 
sary for  the  administration  of  the  same.  There  has  been  no  action  of  our 
Church  which,  with  God's  blessing  may  do  more  for  the  cause  of  Christian 
education.  The  Board  of  Regents,  may,  under  God,  place  our  schools  and 
colleges  upon  a  sure  foundation,  so  that  they  shall  no  longer  be  individual 
ventures,  but  represent  the  whole  Church.  There  is  no  lack  of  means. 
There  are  consecrated  hearts.  It  only  needs  the  guarantee  that  these  pious 
gifts  shall  be  wisely  administered.  I  must  rej^eat  what  I  have  often  told 
you — God  has  wonderfully  blessed  our  ventures  of  faith  and  the  labors  of 
those  to  whom  we  owe  our  success — these  schools,  these  hospitals,  and 
these  charities  must  be  endowed  so  that  they  will  go  on  forever  or  our  toils 
and  labors  will  be  as  names  written  in  the  sand. 

The  question  behind  and  greater  than  all  questions  and  which  was  very 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  bishops,  clergy  and  laymen  in  the  convention  was  the 
reunion  of  Christians.  The  declaration  of  the  House  ot  Bishops  in  1886 
and  reaffirmed  by  the  bishops  of  the  whole  Anglican  Communion  at  the 
Lambeth  Conference  has  reached  the  hearts  of  thousands  of  our  fellow 
Christians.  This  declaration  asks  our  brethren  in  Christ  to  accept  the 
truths  which  we  believe  have  been  committed  to  the  Church  of  Christ  and 
for  which  it  is  the  trustee,  and  then  declares  that  "in  all  things  of  human 
ordering  or  human  choice  relating  to  modes  of  worship,  of  discipline,  or  tra- 
ditional customs,  this  Church  is  ready  in  the  spirit  of  love  and  humility  to 
forego  all  preferences  of  her  own."  "This  Church  does  not  seek  to  absorb 
other  communions  but  rather  co-operating  with  them  on  the  basis  of  a 
common  faith  and  order  to  discountenance  schism,  to  heal  the  wounds  ot 
the  body  of  Christ  and  promote  the  charity  which  is  the  chief  of  Christian 
graces  and  the  visible  manifestation  of  Christ  to  the  world."  It  was  my 
privilege,  on  the  invitation  of  the  presiding  bishop,  to  attend  the  conference 
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be  grateful  for  any  help  which  is  eiven  me  to  build  a  house  of  pra\'er  for 
these  faithful  souls  who  were  our  friends  in  those  dark  days  and  saved  the 
lives  of  so  many  women  and  children. 

I  have  given  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  William  A.  Leonard, 
D.  D.,  bishop  of  Ohio,  Rev.  Thomas  Frederick  Davies.  I).  D.,  bishop  of 
Michigan  and  Rev.  William  Ford  Nichols,  D.  D..  assistant  bisho])  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Some  years  ago  I  expressed  my  hoi)C  that  we  might  have  an  order  of 
Deaconesses  in  the  diocese.  The  last  General  Convention  passed  a  Ccinon 
which  provides  that  ever^'  candidate  for  this  office  shall  have  an  ade([uate 
preparation  for  her  work,  both  technical  and  religious,  which  preparation 
shall  have  covered  the  period  of  two  years.  I  am  happ\'  to  say  that  there 
has  been  founded  in  New  York  "Grace  House  Training  School  for  Deacon- 
esses'* with  an  able  corps  of  instructors.  I  ho[)e  the  day  is  not  distant 
when  God  will  put  it  into  some  heart  to  found  such  a  trainin;^  school  for 
the  Northwest  and  link  his  memory  with  work  which  will  live  lorever. 

Several  of  our  parishes  whose  churches  have  Ix^n  free,  have  adopted  the 
rental  of  pews.  As  corporations,  the3-  have  the  right  to  adopt  anj-  lawful 
plan  to  provide  the  revenue  necessary  to  support  the  church.  Lest  you 
think  I  have  changed  my  views,  while  I  do  gladly  concede  to  my  brethren 
the  highest  loyalty  to  tne  Church  and  love  Tor  the  souls  of  men,  ma\'  I  re- 
mind you  of  these  facts — our  laborers  and  craftsmen  are  drifting  ciway 
from  the  Church.  The  Sunday  is  to  thousands  a  holiday  and  not  a  holy 
day.  It  is  to  many ,  a  day  of  pleasure  seeking  and  amusement  and  not  a 
day  of  rest  and  worship. 

There  are  ^ave  questions  looming  on  the  horizon  of  the  future— the  re- 
lations of  caintal  to  labor,  the  employer  to  the  emi)loycd,  the  rich  to  the 
poor.  No  legal  enactments,  no  compromises  can  heal  these  irrita- 
tions, jealousies  and  strifes.  There  is  only  one  solution.  It  is  the  fiosjK-l  o\' 
Jesus  Christ  which  teaches  us  that  we  are  the  children  of  one  God  and 
father,  which  places  l>efore  men  not  the  clamor  for  rights  of  one  class 
aeainst  another,  but  the  duties  which  we  owe  to  one  another  as  members 
of  one  brotherhood.  If  I  am  right,  if  the  highest  duty  is  **to  love  one 
another,*'  is  there  not  danger,  brothers,  lest  the  poor,  the  neglected  and  the 
sinful  shall  feel  that  the}"  have  no  right  in  the  house  of  our  Father?  It 
must  not  be  that  when  these  church  l)ells  |x;al  out  their  cjill  to  pniyer  thfit 
they  shall  have  no  message  to  those  who  are  lost  unless  they  pray. 

No  words  of  mine  can  express  the  debt  of  grateful  love  which  I  owe  to 
my  son  and  brother  in  the  gosjH?!,  the  coadjutor  Hishoj)  for  his  most  abun- 
dant labors  and  for  his  loyal  love  and  devotion  to  myself.  May  (iod  re- 
ward him  in  that  day  we  look  for  and  long  for.  No  Bishop  of  this  church 
has  had  his  declining  years  made  more  blessed  b\-  the  love  and  wisdom  anri 
devotion  of  a  brother's  heart. 

This  year  the  Lord  has  led  me  by  a  way  I  knew  not.  I  can  say  with  ihc 
prophet,  •*  I  am  the  man  who  has  seen  affliction."  a  beloved  son-in-law  has 
entered  into  rest,  a  beloved  daughter  la.v  for  weeks  at  the  door  of  death. 
The  one  dearer  than  my  life,  who  led  me  to  the  Church,  whose  love  made 
me  brave  in  the  darkest  hours,  who  for  foi-ty-eight  ye*'irs  has  been  as  my 
right  hand  in  all  work,  by  a  strange  i)rovidence  has  lain  si.x  months  on  a 
bed  of  suffering  and  may  soon  Ik*  called  to  the  other  home.  The  sickness  of 
my  loved  ones  and  my  own  pain  and  weariness  have  made  it  the  most 
eventful  year  of  my  life.  Pain,  sickness,  sorrow  and  death  are  awful  mys- 
teries which  no  man  can  fathom.  Hut  when  1  have  known  how  they  have 
unlocked  Christian  hearts  to  give  to  me  the  wealth  of  their  synij)athy  and 
love,  nay  more,  when  in  the  bankruptcy  of  other  hojKs  I  have  cast  nivself 
on  the  bosom  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour,  then   those  mvsleries  have  l)een 
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the  poor  red  men.  He  passed  through  the  horrors  of  the  Sioux  massacre 
of  1862.  He  followed  them  when  prisoners  and  was  once  beaten  by  roughs 
with  a  slung  shot  and  taken  up  for  dead.  He  was  saved  as  by  a  miracle 
when  a  cyclone  tore  the  mission  house  in  ])ieces.  He  ministered  as  a  mes- 
senger of  mercy  to  his  stricken  people  when  dying  with  small  j)ox.  He 
translated  the  praN'er  book  into  Dacotah.  At  the  request  of  his  old  friend. 
Good  Thunder,  the  first  Sioux  baptized  by  the  Church,  he  came  back  to 
the  place  where  he  be^an  his  ministry'  to  care  for  our  scattered  Christian 
Sioux.  He  was  buildmg  them  a  church  when  suddenly  called  away.  The 
dav  before  he  died  he  dictated  words  of  love  to  thank  me  and  mv  wife,  who 
had  l>een  to  him  all  the  father  and  mother  he  ever  knew,  to  say  to  those 
whom  he  loved  as  a  son,  "The  i)eace  of  God  be  with  vou  and  vours,"  and 
for  himself,  ''Thy  will  be  done." 

I  do  not  recall  a  year  when  the  diocese  has  lost  so  many  by  death,  Mr. 
G.  A.  Hamilton,  senior  warden  of  St.  I'fiul's  church,  St.  Paul,  was  with  us 
in  the  last  council.  He  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  dioc(se  and  had  been 
our  diocesan  treasurer,  a  man  of  marked  integrity,  a  faithful  steward  and 
a  loval  son  of  the  Church,  he  will  be  missed  and  want<rd. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Jennison  was  senior  warden  of  St.  John's  church,  Janesville. 
He  was  a  good  man,  always  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  duty  and  always 
willing  to  aid  in  our  Master's  work. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Walbank,  of  Duluth,  was  for  many  3'ears  a  vestryman  and 
prominent  mem berof  St.  Paul's  church  and  one  of  our  most  honored  citizens. 

Hon.  Horace  Wilder,  of  Christ  church,  Ked  Wing,  was  one  who  lived  by 
the  prophet's  rule  **to  do  justly,  to  love  mercN',  and  to  walk  humbly  with 
God.'*  I  never  looked  into  his  gentle  face  without  thinking  that  in  him 
**  the  hoary  head  was  a  crown  of  glorj-  for  he  was  found  in  the  way  right- 
eousness." He  was  one  of  the  oldest  graduates  of  Yale  College  and  had 
i^'on  the  highest  honors  in  his  profession,  but  his  highest  honor  was  that 
like  Nathaniel  of  old  "he  was  a  man  in  whom  there  was  no  guile," 

Richard  Martin  was  one  of  those  who  cheered  me  by  his  love  in  the  early 
days  ot  my  episcopate.  He  was  a  Christian  gentleman,  a  man  of  far- 
reaching  plans,  of  wise  forethought  and  of  unquestioned  integrity.  His 
prudence,  selt-denial  and  business  ventures  were  not  for  self.  He  was  an 
almoner  for  God  and  endowed,  in  his  will,  two  of  our  most  deserving 
charities  in  the  city  where  he  had  gained  his  wealth. 

L.  H.  Buck  was  senior  warden  of  St.  Mark's  church,  Lake  City.  He 
was  endeared  to  me  by  many  acts  of  kindness,  and  his  hospitable  home 
often  gave  me  a  restful  welcome.  He  was  a  loval,  loving  son  of  the 
Church. 

Mrs.  H.  E.  Smith,  of  Stillwater,  the  home  of  so  man}-  faithful  daught<  rs 
f)f  the  church,  was  a  Christian  woman  of  whom  we  can  say,  "she  hath 
done  what  she  could."  Tears  unbidden  will  come  as  we  call  over  the  roll 
of  our  departed  but  there  is  not  one  whose  loss  is  greater  in  the  field  where 
she  labored  than  Miss  Eliza  J.  K,  Brown,  She  was  a  gentle  woman,  fitted 
to  adorn  any  society.  With  her  woman's  faith  she  began  her  work  in  an 
unpromising  field.  She  never  faltered  ;  always  a  patient  worker,  hopeful  in 
the  darkest  hour,  and  with  a  loving  heart  large  enough  to  take  in  the  sor- 
rows of  all  the  sick  and  suffering.  The  church  at  Olencoe  is  her  monument. 
and  the  children  whom  she  gathered  into  the  Saviour's  fold  will  rise  to  call 
her  blessed. 

Mrs.  Charles  H.  Plummer  has  entered  into  the  rest  of  the  peo])le  of  God. 
I  knew  her  in  the  days  of  her  joyous  girlhood,  a  gentle,  refined  woman  who 
to  other  graces  added  the  loveliness  of  Christian  character.  "A  meek  and 
quiet  spirit  which  in  the  sight  of  God  is  above  price."  She  left  a  bequest  to 
St.  Luke's  hospital,  St.  Paul.

Mr.  Cummings  was  assisting  in  a  Mission  at  Paynesville. 

Monday,  Dec.  16th,  proceeded  to  Paynesville  to  carry  on  the  Mission 
there,  but  found  it  had  been  closed,  and  met  some  members  of  the  church 
committee  there  with  reference  to  church  debt. 

Tuesday,  Dec.  17th,  visited  in  Paynesville  all  day  and  held  a  conference 
in  regard  to  church  matters  in  general  there. 

Saturday,  Dec.  21st.   visited  in   St.  James,  and  introduced   Mr.  W.  W 
L#owry.    Attended  meeting  of  the  Ladies'  Guild.    $300  guaranteed  for  sal- 
ary, and  Mr.  Monty  generously  offered  table  board  to  Mr.  Lowry. 

Sunday,  Dec.  22d,  neld  Divine  service  in  Calvary  Church,  St.  James,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Mr.  Lowry.  Went  to  Lake 
Crj'stal,  and  catechised  the  Sunday  School  there  at  3  p.  m.,  also  held  even- 
ing service  in  All  Saints*  Church.

Monday,  Jan.  13th,  visited  sick  and  others  in  Le  Sueur,  and  secured 
pledges  towards  a  salary  of  $300  per  annum. 

Friday,  Jan.  17th,  on  my  return  everything  being  satisfactory  at 
Shakopee,  by  wish  of  Bishop  Gilbert,  I  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  C.  M.  Pullen 
to  take  charge  of  Shakopee,  Henderson,  Le  Sueur,  and  Belle  Plaine. 

Saturday,  Jan.  18th,  arranged  with  Mr.  Caldwell  at  Rush  City  to  take 
the  oversight  oi  the  work  there. 

Sunday,  Jan.  19th,  took  full  duty  at  S.  Paul's,  Duluth,  while  the  suc- 
cessful Rector  thereof  w^as  holding  a  mission  at  Redwood  Falls. 

Monday,  Jan.  20th,  visited  with  Rev.  Cyrus  K.  Capron.  the  earnest 
Rector  in  charge  of  the  work  at  West  End,  West  Duluth  and  West  Superior, 
and  tried  to  locate  a  site  for  a  church. 

Tuesdav,  Jan.  21st,  went  around  with  Mr.  Capron  and  started  a  sub- 
scription list  towards  proposed  new  church  at  West  End.  This  is  a  difficult 
field  and  needs  much  outside' aid.

John's  church. 

Tuesday,  Feb.  11th,  as  one  of  the  examining  chaplains,  examined  M. 
N.  Ka3'  and  C.  B.  Fosbrooke  for  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons. 

From  the  14th  to  the  17th  of  February,  engaged  as  one  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  Gov.  Merriam  to  en(|uire  into  the  destitution  caused  by  par- 
tial failure  of  the  crops  in  Kittson  county. 

Sunday,  Feb.  16th,  preached  and  took  part  in  the  services  in  Christ 
church,  St.  Vincent  and  Grace  church,  Pembina.  Rev.  H.  Beer  is  doing 
faithful  and  successful  work  in  my  old  mission  amid  the  discouragement  of 
constant  removals. 

Wednesday,  Feb.  19th,  reported  to  the  Governor  on  the  suffering  in 
Kittson  county. 

Sunday,  Feb.  23d,  held  Divine  services  in  Gethsemane  church,  Applcton, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Ray  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  Feb.  25th,  addressed  and  baptized  at  Sunrise,  three  adults,  al- 
so held  Divine  service  at  North  Branch  in  S.  Thomas'  church,  in  the  evening 
])aptized  here  three  adults  and  five  children. 
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Wednesday.  Feb.  25th,  held  Divine  service  in  the  morning  in  Grace 
church.  Rush  city,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Thursday,  Feb.  28th,  attended  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  in  St.  Paul. 

Saturday,  March  2d,  visited  in  St.  Peter. 

Sunday,  March  3d,  catechised  the  Sunday  school,  held  Divine  services  in 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  St.  Peter,  and  celebrated  the  H oh- 
Communion;  also  met  the  members  of  the  vestry  and  others  after  the 
evening  service  with  reference  to  calHng  a  Rector. 

Monday,  March  3d,  Hsited  in  St.  James. 

Tuesday,  March  4th,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Ladies'  Guild  and  con- 
ferred with  the  church  committee  in  regard  to  church  matters. 

Friday,  March  7th,  went  to  Shakopee,  and  made  final  arrangements 
there,  which  were  highly  satisfactory.

The 
church  has  the  greatest  opportunity  ever  before  offered  for  successful  work 
in  this  vast  field,  and  men  and  means  are  most  urgently  needed  to  press 
forward  and  fully  cover  the  field. 

Sunday,  March  16th,  held  Divine  service  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  in  S.James*  church,  St.  Paul,  assisted  by  the  successful  lay 
reader  in  charge  of  the  work  there. 

From  the  17th  of  March  to  the  28th  of  April,  I  was  absent  fi*om  the 
Diocese  by  the  express  wish?sof  both  the  Bishops,  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
funds  for  church  building  in  this  state,  and  by  God's  blessing  secured  the 
sum  of  $3015.30  in  money  or  good  pledges.  With  the  approval  of  Bishop 
Gilbert  the  amounts  have  been  apportioned  as  follows :

May  2d.  went  to  Red  Wing  to  confer  with  Bishoj)  Gilbert  after 
my  return  from  the  East,  took  part  in  the  service  at  Christ  church,  and 
was  much  refireshed  by  the  Bishop's  stirring  sermon. 

Saturday,  May  3d,  saw  Mr.  Caldwell  at  Rush  City  and  made  appoint- 
ments for  Goose  Creek  and  Rush  City,  also  met  the  choir  of  Christ  church 
at  Tower  in  the  evening. 

Sunday,  May  4th,  held  Divine  service  at  Tower  with  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion  in  the  morning.  In  the  evening  the  hall  was  \CTy  full, 
the  services  here  were  most  hearty  and  the  jDcople  most  enthusiastic  about 
their  lieautiful  church  and  its  bright  prospects. 

Monday,  May  5th,  visited  all  day  in  Tower  and  Soudan,  and  held 
Divine  service  in  the  evening  in  the  hall  in  Tower  and  addressed  on  confir-

niation.    The  i>eople  are  ready  to  extend  a  most  hearty  welcome  to  their 
first  Rector,  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Gesner,  of  Hyde  Park,  N.  Y. 

Tuesday,  May  6th,  visited  all  day  in  Two  Harbors  and  held  Divine  ser- 
vice in  the  evening. 

Wednesday,  May  7th,  held  Divine  service  at  the  school  house.  Goose 
Creek,  assisted  by  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  baptized  nine  adults  and  ten  children. 
The  baptismal  service  was  most  affectin^^. 

Thursday,  May  8th,  held  Divine  service  with  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  in  the  morning,  in  Grace  church,  Rush  Cit3'.  I  also  baptized 
two  adults  and  three  children  here. 

Saturday,  May  10th,  got  to  Russell  at  3:50  a.  ra.,  and  visited  all  day 
at  Island  Lake  and  Coon  Creek. 

Sunday,  May  11th,  held  Divine  service  at  Coon  Creek,  with  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning.  Drove  over  to  Lake  Benton,  a 
distance  of  twenty  miles,  in  the  afternoon,  and  held  Divine  service  in  S. 
John's  chapel  in  the  evening,  impressively  assisted  by  Mr.  Green,  our  Lay 
Reader  in  charge.    I  also  baptized  one  adult  and  two  children. 

Monday,  May  12th,  held  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  S. 
John's  chapel  at  9  o'clock.  Visited  the  prosi)erous  Kindergarten  which  is 
doing  good  work  here  under  Mrs.  Robinson's  able  teaching.  In  the  after- 
noon visited  in  Lake  Benton.  The  church  here  is  greatly  blessed  by  the 
services  and  example  of  Mr.  Green. 

Thursday,  May  15th,  Ascension  Day,  held  Dix-ine  service  in  the  chapel  at 
Brownton,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  took 
part  in  the  service  at  Christ  church,  Glcncoe,  preached,  addressed  and  met 
the  church  members  after  service. 

Sunday,  May  18th,  held  Divine  services  in  S.  Luke's  church,  Brown's 
Valley,  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning  and  met 
the  members  at  the  close  of  the  evening  service  and  made  arrangements  for 
services. 

Wednesday,  May  21st,  preached  and  presented  M.  N.  Ray  for  the  sacrtd 
order  of  Deacons  in  S.  Luke's,  Willmar,  also  attended  the  morning  session 
of  tlie  convocation  there. 

Sunday,  May  25th,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  S. 
John's  church,  Moorhead,  assisted  by  Rev.  T.  B.  Dickey,  in  the  morning, 
and  also  held  Divine  service  and  preached  again  in  the  evening,  assisted  bv 
Rev.  T.  I*^  Dickey.     A  Rector  is  urgently  needed  in  this  parish. 

Wednesday,  Ma\'  28th,  held  Divine  ser^'ice  in  Goose  Creek  school  house, 
l)reached,  addressed  and  baptized  ten  adults  and  seven  children,  also  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  This  was  one  of  the  most  touching  ,ser 
vices  it  was  ever  my  privilege  to  witness  and  jjerform. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  since  the  17th  of  October  last  I 
have  hai)tized  no  less  than  sixty-one  i^ersons  or  children  in  this  mission 
field  under  the  charge  of  our  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  John  Caldwell.  He  has  been 
ever  earnest,  painstaking  and  persevering  in  the  work  of  the  church  here, 
and  Chh\  has  blessed  the  means  abundantly.  I  would  therefore  most  earn- 
estly recommend  him  to  the  Standing  Committee  as  a  person  worthy  to  be 
admitted  as  a  candidate  for  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons. 

In  every  mission  I  visit  I  hear  the  most  touching  sympathy  and  affection 
expressed  lor  our  beloved  and  revered  Bishop  in  his  deep  family  affliction, 
.'uul  the  fervent  ho])e  expressed  that  during  the  coming  summer  he  will  be 
enabled  to  be  among  them  as  in  the  old  days. 

The  ;j:eneral  mission  work  of  the  church  is  in  a  highly  prosperous  con- 
dition throughout  the  State,  largely  due,  under  God,  to  the  presence  of 
Bishop  Ciilbert  in  every  field,  whether  large  or  small,  without  distinction. 
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and  to  that  wonderful  magnetism  and  power  which  infuses  itself  into  God's 
work  wherever  he  goes. 

During  the  past  year  1  have  preached  and  addressed  193  times,  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  56  times  to  828  communicants,  1  have  ad- 
ministered the  holy  sacrament  of  Baptism  to  30  adults  and  49  children, 
making  total  of  79  persons  in  all,  70  of  whom  will  be  reported  from  mis* 
sion  points.  I  laid  the  corner  stone  of  Trinity  church,  Granite  Falls,  I  have 
married  two  couples  and  buried  two  persons.  I  have  traveled  in  the  State 
17,033  miles  and  thus  spent  67  days  of  12  hours  long  on  the  cars,  I  have 
assisted  15  Parishes  or  Mission  stations  to  raise  the  salary  towards  a 
rector  or  missionary  to  the  extent  of  $7,235.40;  I  have  raised  East  for 
church  building  work  generally,  $3,015.30.  My  offertories  have  amounted 
to  $253.22;  my  expenses  to  $186.94;  thus  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  of 
$66.28.  My  offertories,  in  proportion  to  last  year  were  not  as  large,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  good  Parishes  are  all  supplied  with  resident  clergymen. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  in  cases  of  vacancies  in  all  Parishes 
receiving  aid  from  the  Mission  Board,  the  nomination  of  the  clergyman  to 
said  parish  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  and  that  a  Canon  be  en- 
acted for  said  purpose. 

I  ^ould  further  suggest  that  where  Parishes  or  Missions  have  rectory 
houses  or  parsonages,  and  a  single  clergyman  be  appointed  to  that  field,  if 
the  Parish  or  Mission  rent  the  rectory  or  parsonage,  they  shall  pay  for  the 
rent  of  rooms  for  said  resident  clergyman,  or  that  in  the  case  of  a  married 
clergj'nian,  he  be  allowed  the  free  use  of  the  rectory  or  parsonage. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope  offered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  has  heard  with  great  gratification  the  re- 
markable report  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  a  resolution 
was  adopted  that  the  Council  proceed  to  take  subscrip- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary.  Pend- 
ing preparation  for  this,  the  Rev.  Geo.  11.  Davis,  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  the  incorporation  of  parishes 
submitted  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  New  Parishes  reports  that  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  of  Redwood  Falls,  Minn.,  has  applied  for 
admission  to  the  Council,  and  that  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  have  been  complied  with.  Thej''  therefore  recommend  the 
admission  of  the  Parish.

Resolved,  That  the  Minnesota  Missionary  and  Church  Record  be  snbsi- 
dized  to  the  amount  of  $100,  and  that  the  editor  of  the  paper  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  publish  all  matter  of  missionary  interest,  including  the  report  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  address  of  the  EHocesan  Missionary,  and  sndi 
other  matter  from  the  Journal,  as  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  shall  think  best,  in  the  interest  of  Diocesan  Missions;  and  dis- 
tribute the  same,  in  such  quantities  and  to  such  persons,  as  the  Rectors  of 
the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  shall  direct;  and  the  Rectors  are,  at 
once,  to  notify  the  editor,  how  many,  and  to  whom  they  "wish  papers  sent 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  then  appointed  as  such 
committee  the  editor  of  the  paper,  the  Secretary  and  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  read  the  following,  whidi 
was  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal : 

REPORT. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  May  15, 1890. 
To  THE  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  B.  Whipple,  D.  D., 

Bishop,  Diocese  of  Minnesota  : 

During  the  year  just  closed,  1  held  services  for  deaf-mutes  at  Gethsemane. 
and  S.  Paul's  Churches,  Minneapohs;  and  Christ  Church,  Red  Wing,  with 
good  congregations.  My  duties  in  the  other  Dioceses  of  my  Missionary 
District  have  kept  me  from  visiting  more  places  in  Minnesota. 

About  one  thousand  deaf-mutes  maj'  be  found  in  this  Diocese.  Abont 
two-thirds  have  been  to  school.  They  are  isolated  from  the  worship  and 
instruction  of  their  hearing  brethren.  The  Church  needs  a  larger  force  of 
clergy  versed  in  their  graphic  and  instructive  lan^^age  of  motion. 

Fifteen  years  have  passed  since  1  l^egan  this  itinerary  w^ork  in  the  great 
Middle  West.  Services  have  been  held  m  over  250  parishes;  508  deaf-mutes 
and  their  hearing  children  have  been  received  into  the  Church  by  HoIt 
Bai)tisni ;  and  the  Communicant  list  shows  nearly  4O0  names.  Over  400 
prayer  books  and  a  multitude  of  tracts  have  been  distributed,  'which  have 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  their  hearing  brethren  and  led  their  thoughts 
towards  the  Church.

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  then  submitted  a  report  of 
a  canon  on  the  ''aged  and  infirm  clergy"  from  the  sec- 
retary of  the  general  convention,  which  report  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Legislation.  He  also  sub- 
mitted ''the  notification  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
prayer  book/'  which  report  was  also  referred  to  the 
same  committee. 
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Mr.  H.  P,  Hoppin,  Diocesan  Treasurer,  submitted  his 
report  which  was  referred  to  the  Finance  committee. 
;  See  appendix  C.) 

The  Rev.  John  H.  White  submitted  a  proposed  canon 
to  be  known  as,  "canoil  XVIII  on  the  missionary  board, ^' 
which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  legislation,  also 
amendments  to  canon  VI .  §3,  which  were  also  referred 
to  the  committee  on  legislation. 

The  Rev.  Andrew  D,  Stowe  submitted  a  resolution 
revising  canon  IV,  and  offering  a  proposed  canon  on 
^*  regulating  missionary  work,"  which  was  also  referred 
to  the  committee  on  legislation. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope  offered  a  resolution  which  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  legislation,  amending  Canon 
VI. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cummings  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  Bishop  arrange 
for  missionary  meetings  to  be  held  throughout  the  diocese  for  the  purpose 
of  arousing  a  deeper  interest  in  general  missionary  work. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  until  eight  o'clock 
this  evening.

Council  re-assembled,  as  a  missionary  meeting,  which 
was  addressed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  M.  N.  Gilbert,  D.  D., 
The  Rev.  W.  M.  Barker,  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Rollit,  and 
Rev.  Joseph  Wakazoo.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Assistant 
Bishop  and  the  Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh  conducting  the 
services.  After  the  discussion  on  the  subject  of  the  gen- 
eral missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  on  motion  of  the 
Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh  it  was  — 

Resolved t  That  a  committee  of  three  l)e  appointed  by  the  President  to 
take  into  consideration  the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese  and  report  to  the 
next  annual  council.  The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  appointed  as  such  com- 
mittee, the  Rev.  W.  M.  Barker,  the  Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh  and  Capt. 
f.  C.  Reno. 

An  offering  was  taken  for  freedmen's  missions. 
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On    motion    the    council    adjourned    until    to-morrow 
morning  9:30. 


SECOND    DAY-

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary.  On 
motion,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope  was  called  to  the  chair, 
and  opened  the  Council  with  prayers.  The  Secretar}' 
called  the  roll  of  Clerical  and  Lay  delegates*  (The  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop  took  the  chair  here.)  The 
minutes  of  the  previous  sessions  of  the  Council  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  John  Wright  offered  the  following  report  on 
unfinished  business,  which  was  adopted  : 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  bogto  report  that  the  Committef 
on  "  Means  aimed  at  prevailing  vices  and  crimes,"  and  the  Conunittce  on 
"  Missions  and  Charities,"  appointed  at  the  last  Council  were  authorized 

to  report  at  tlie  present  Council. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bill,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  submitted  the  following,  which  on 
motion  was  adopted  : 

REPORT. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  sa}-  that  thcj'  base  their  report  more  upon 
careful  observation  of  the  working  of  the  Diocese  during  the  year,  than  the 
examination  of  officers'  and  Parochial  reports,  for  which  the  time  of  tht 
Council  is  all  too  short. 

1st.  Your  Committee  find  reason  for  congratulation  in  the  large  number 
of  confirmations. 

2d.  The  work  of  our  able  and  faithful  Diocesan  Missionary  again  bears 
ample  testimony  to  the  foresight  of  the  Council  in  providing  for  the  office, 
and  the  wisdom  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  in  the  selection  of  the  Missionary. 
Yiewing  the  vast  territory  over  which  the  Assistant  Bishop  is  obliged  to 
extend  Tiis  visitations  and  the  unformed  and  unsettled  condition  of  matters 
ecclesiastical  in  ukuu'  of  the  places,  which  look  almost  entirely  to  him  for 
guidance  and  counsel,  your  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  Council  para- 
mount necessity  of  the  hearty  and  generous  maintenance  of  the  Diocesan 
Missionarv. 
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3d.  Your  Committee  observe,  with  regret,  a  falling  off  in  offerings  for 
Diocesan  Missions.  In  187+-1875,  with  less  than  5,000  communicants, 
our  Diocese  gave  more  to  spread  the  Gosjjel  of  Christ  in  our  own  territory, 
than  in  1889-90  with  nearly  10,000  enrolled  communicants.  The  reason  is 
not  far  to  seek  in  many  cases,  and  obvious  in  others.  Whether  new 
Churches,  Parish  buildings,  or  increased  salaries  for  Rectors  and  musicians 
on  the  one  hand,  or  Parish  depopulation  and  impoverishment  and  conse- 
quent apathy  and  indulgence  on  the  other,  are  responsible  for  the  present 
state  of  things,  the  mere  statement  of  the  fact  should  be  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  remind  us  of  our  duty  in  this  particular. 

^th.  Your  Com 'nit tee  share  the  feelings  of  satisfaction,  experienced  by 
churchmen  throughout  the  EHocese,  at  the  manifest  desire  to  improve 
Church  property.  Some  old  churches  have  been  rebuilt,  a  few  have  been 
remodeled,  new  and  stately  chancels  have  taken  the  place  of  those  less  com- 
modious, a  few  congregations  are  rejoicing  in  new^  guild  houses,  as  l)ee- 
hives  for  parochial  activity,  while  many  others  are  contemplating  similar 
improvements  in  the  near  future. 

5th.  We  would  close  this,  our  much  condensed  report,  with  a  passing 
allusion  to  the  lack  of  increase  in  the  number  of  young  men,  from  our  own 
midst,  offering  themselves  for  the  Holy  Ministry.  Our  Bishops  will  cer- 
tainly allow  your  Committee  to  remind  the  clergy  on  the  one  hand,  that 
once  each  year  at  least  they  should  enforce  upon  the  young  men  of  their 
cures  the  claims  of  the  Christian  priesthood  and  to  suggest  to  churchmen 
and  churchwomcn.  that  to  make  money  or  to  achieve  a  name  in  letters, 
art,  or  science,  is  not  all  for  which  able  bodied  and  sound  minded  sons 
were  given  them.

The  Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh,  secretary  of  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  submitted  the  following, 
which  was  adopted  : 

REPORT. 

The  Diocesan  Missionarv  Board  has  met  five  times  since  the  last  Coun- 
cil. 

It  has  disbursed  $3,000,  granted  from  the  Domestic  Board  to  the  Dio- 
cese, and  $3,500  given  by  our  own  Parishes  and  Missions  for  our  own  Mis- 
sionary work.    This  does  not  include  $1,500  for  the  Diocesan  Missionary*. 

This  has  helped  to  support  thirty-six  Missionaries  who  have  supplied 
regular  services  at  seventy-five  places,  besides  irregular  services  at  many 
others. 

Four  of  our  Missionaries  have  withdrawn  to  take  other  work  in  this 
and  other  Dioceses.  Two  have  been  added.  There  are  now  several  vacant 
places  in  the  Diocese,  where  a  salary  of  $800,  with  the  help  of  the  Board 
can  be  assured. 

The  Board  feels  that  no  mistake  has  been  made  in  the  selection  of  Mis- 
sionaries. Several  of  the  largest  confirmation  classes  and  the  largest  lists 
of  the  baptized  have  been  reported  by  our  Missionaries. 

In  consideration  of  this  fact,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board,  that  the 
Parishes  strive  to  increase,  instead  of  diminish,  the  amount  given  for  Mis- 
sions. 

Take  heed — in  ten  years  Minnesota  has  doubled  the  number  of  com- 
municants. 

It  is  putting  at  the  disposal  of  the  Diocesan  Board,  for  its  local  Mis- 
sionaries, just  $182  more  than  it  did  in  1880.

C.  Bill,  D.  D.,  bound  volumes  of  the  first  three  years  of  the  Minnesota  Mis- 
sionary;  from  the  Rev.  Muhlenberg  Breck,  magazines  containing  letters  re- 
lating to  the  Chippewa  Mission ;  from  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Nash,  Jr.,  of  Fargo, 
a  set  of  the  North  Dakota  Churchman ;  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edwards,  a 
volume  '*  Fifty  Years  in  the  Northwest."  Interesting  papers  have  come  in- 
to his  possession,  exceedingly'  rare  and  valuable  for  the  light  they  shed  on 
church  work  in  the  Northwest.

REPORT   OF    THE    DEANS 


SOUTHERN    CONVOCATION. 

St.  Paul,  May  27,  1890. 

My  Dear  Bishop. — The  Clergy  of  the  Southern  Convocation  have  been 
called  together  for  conference  twice  during  the  year.  At  S.  John's,  Man- 
Vato,  last  November,  there  was  a  large  attendance,  while  at  Rochester, 
during  April,  the  number  was  not  as  large  as  we  looked  for. 

Our  Rev.  brethren  sometimes  lose  sight  of  the  fact,  that  they  have  duti.s 
to  the  Diocese  and  to  one  another,  as  well  as  to  their  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions. This  forgetfulness  sometimes  makes  the  Dean's  office  appear  like  a 
thankless  task.  In  most  cases,  however,  I  have  to  thank  my  brethren  of 
the  clergy  for  their  generous  support  and  very  hearty  co-o})eration.  Be- 
sides attending  the  meetings  mentioned  above,  1  have  visited  the  parishes 
of  St.  Peter,  Mankato,  Albert  Lea,  Red  Wing  and  a  few  Missions.  Last  Oc- 
tober, in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  at  the  request  of  my  friend,  the  Rev. 
James  Cornell,  Minister  in  charge  at  Madison  Lake,  I  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  the  new  church  in  that  village,  in  the  presence  of  six  of  the  clergy,  and  a 
laree  concourse  of  people.  I  have  attended  during  the  j'ear  one  meeting 
each  of  the  Central  and  Northern  Convocations  and  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.

Dear  Bishop. — During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  three  meetings  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Central  Convocation,  as  follows:  In  Trinity  Church, 
Litchfield,  August  13th  and  14-th,  when  there  were  fourteen  of  the  Clergy 
present.  In  the  Church  of  S.  John  the  Evangelist,  St.  Paul,  Dec.  2d,  3d  and 
4th,  with  twenty-two  of  the  Clergy,  and  in  S.  Luke's  Church,  Willraar,  May 
20th,  21st  and  22d,  with  an  attendance  of  fifteen  of  the  Clergy.  Absence 
and  sickness  have  deprived  us  of  Bishop  Whipple's  cheering  words,  but 
Bishop  Gilbert  was  with  us  at  St.  Paul  and  Willmar.    These  meetings  have

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been  pronoanced  very  btlpfal  to  all  mho  haTe  attmdcd.  Manj  of  the  pa- 
pers and  addresses  bave  been  of  a  faig^  order.  Tbe  most  hidpfal  meetings 
are  those  held  in  mral  Parishes,  where  at  m^itt,  tbe  cougi Rations  pack 
tbe  churches.  Alreadj.  three  coimtrj  Parishes  haiTe  petitioiied  for  a  Con- 
vocation the  coming  year. 

There  are  at  present  twenty-five  Cleigy  UMcn  in  the  Central  Ekanery.  The 
Rt.  Rev.  A.  R.  Graves,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Jefotds^  Uojd.  Goion  and 
Sayers  have  moved  into  other  Dioceses. 

The  seven  Districi.  Presbyters  tor  the  Central  Deanerr.  viz :  F.  R.  Milb- 
pangh,  John  Wright,  W.  S.  Sayres,  F.  H.  Potts,  D.  T.  Booth,  A.  D.  Stowe 
and  Edward  Mojrses,  send  in  reports  from  which  we  learn  that  dnring  tbe 
last  fonr  months  of  the  ConnciHar  year,  171  smiLes  were  held  in  28  difier- 
ent  places,  representing  253  Chnrch  £sumfies;  that  there  were  46  baptisms 
and  16  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Concmnnioa.  Mnch  greater  results  maybe 
expected  another  year  from  tins  system. 

I  wonid  add  tfaiat  the  Clergy  are  almost  nnanimoas  in  the  desire  that 
there  be  three  meetings  of  Convocation'eacfa  year.

My  appointment  to  the  "cure"  of  S.  Peter's  Church,  Kasson,  dates  from  Oct. 
l8t.  1889.  Since  which  time  two  services  have  been  held  regularlj'  on  Sundaj-s,  as 
also  the  Sunday  School,  besides  the  proper  observance  of  the  great  festivals  and 
fasts,  and  services  on  Friday  evenings  during  the  Lenten  season.  The  interior  of  the 
Church  has  been  considerably  improved  bpr  the  addition  of  book  racks,  new  Lectern, 
carpet,  bible,  prayer  books,  etc.  Taking  mto  consideration  the  fact  that  this  Mis- 
sion is  suffering  from  the  inevitable  reaction  of  what  may  be  termed  a  "boom"  and 
the  consequent  variety  of  materials  thus  gathered,  the  work  may  be  said  to  he  in  a 
fairly  prosperous  condition.  What  seems  to  be  especially  needetl  now  is  wholesome 
nonrishment,  more  harmony,  more  "vital  piety"  and  "more  of  the  eleventh  com- 
mandment." If  these  things  be  in  "this  people"  and  abound,  their  future  will  be 
bright  with  promise,  "for  they  will  neither  be  baixen  nor  unfruitful  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."

During  the  last  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  as 
Rector  of  Calvary  Parish,  Rochester.  I  officiated  in  the  summer  months  of  1889 
at  a  School  house  near  Qlmsted  station  on  the  C.  &  N.  W.  railwa;^,  holding  three 
services  a  month ;  and  several  times  at  the  second  Hospital  for  the  msane. 

Last  summer  the  Young  People's  Guild  provided  the  funds  that  were  neces- 
sary, and  introduced  gas  into  the  church.  The  following  autumn  the  Ladies'  So- 
ciety took  upon  themselves  the  duty  of  providing  a  new  heating  furnace.  The 
young  members  of  the  Parish  this  spring  organized  a  society  for  the  Culture  of 
Sptiritual  Life  Among  Young  People.  It  is  well  organized  and  is  in  successful  oper- 
ation. The  members  of  the  congregation  meet  in  the  church  every  Wednesday 
evening  for  a  bible  reading.  Cottage  services  were  maintained  at  the  homes  of  the 
Parishioners  last  winter.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  attendance  at  public 
worship,  and  the  Church  is  gaining  in  inHuence  in  the  city.

The  different  churches  in  this  field  have  all  had  regrular  services  kept  up  in  them 
le  past  year,  except  Winnibiiroshish,  temporarily  abandoned,  and  Pembina  Settle- 
ent.  which  latter  place  our  people  had  nearly  all  temporarily  left.  Since  Scptem- 
rr  I  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the  Churches  each  month,  except  October,  when  at- 
ndinjs;  the  General  Convention. 

The  lour  Boardin;?  Schools  were  very  full  during  the  winter.  In  sttmmer  and 
II,  when  the  weather  is  nice  and  food  —  fish  and  wild  rice  —  plenty,  the  children 
ay  out,  as  it  is  plcasanter  then  to  sport  in  the  sun,  while  in  winter,  when  the 
low  is  deep  and  no  food  to  be  jjot  they  crowd  into  the  schools.  There  is  also  in 
>rin^  an  enforced  vacation  of  six  weeks  for  maple-sujear  making;. 

This  irreKular  attendance  is  to  be  deplored,  but  it  cannot  be  helped,  as  it  is  an 
hcritance  of  old  habits.  The  government  stops  its  allowance  for  every  day  a 
lild  is  out  of  school,  while  exx)ensc«  are  going  on  almost  as  if  the  school  were 
11. 

The  following  are  the  largest  attendances  of  boarders  at  the  different  schools: 
ass  I^ake.  27;  Leech  Lake,  91  ;   Pine  Point.  57;  Wild  Rice  River,  .'iO. 

It  cost  about  $18,000  to  carry  on  these  schools  for  the  year,  mostly  paid  ])y 
le  United  States. 

The  teachers  and  matrons  have  generally  done  the  best  of  work  during  the 
?ar,  and  are  deserving  of  all  thanks  for  their  diflicult  and  tr>'ing  labors.  Some  of 
lem  were  2S  miles  from  the  nearest  white  person,  and  had  to  suffer  things  at  the 
inds  of  the  heathen  which  tried  human  endurance.  The  Indian  children  have  gen- 
allj'  learned  to  read,  write,  and  partially  understand  the  English  language,  the 
ist  year,  and  will  be  a  very  different  people  from  their  fathers.

18S9,  the  work  has 
been  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  Mark  Hart  and  myself,  in  which  we  have  supplemented 
one  another  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Our  rule  is  Sunday  momingn  and  Fridaj' 
eveniniijs  Chippewa  service  and  on  Sunday  evenings  Enjjr1if;h  service  which  has  been 
a  great  success  owing  to  the  kind  assistance  which  the  white  ladies  have  given  us 
in  the  singing.  My  work  has  been  greatly  handicapped  through  lack  of  an  inter- 
preter as  I  am  only  occasionally  able  to  find  any  one  willing  to  interpret.  Our 
small  debt  is  for  painting  and  whitewashing  the  church,  which  the  Christians  are 
paying  for  themselves  but  need  a  little  time.

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STANDING    RULES    OF   ORDER. 


I.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Council,  unless  seconded,  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

II.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to  post- 
pone it  indefinitely;  to  commit  it;  to  amend  it;  or  to  divide  it.  And 
motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
named. 

III.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  and  to  adjourn,  shall  always 
be  in  order,  and  shall  be  put  without  debate. 

IV.  A  majority  of  each  order  of  those  who  have  Ijeen  present  at  any 
time  in  the  Council,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  no 
questions  shall  be  considered  as  finally  decided  on  which  a  (juorum  fails 
to  vote. 

V.  The  Council  shall  vote  by  orders  whenever  any  two  members  shall 
require  it. 

VI.  All  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  of 
Churches  in  full  communion  with  the  same;  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in 
this  Diocese;  and  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  in  which  the  Council  is  held, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered 
on  the  Journal  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary. 
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ORDER    OF    PROCEDURE 


I.    FIRST  DAY. 


1.  The  Secretarj',  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his 
absence,  disability,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  under*  the  direction 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  call  the  names  of  the  clergy  entitled 
to  seats. 

2.  The  Secretary"  shall  call  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation, 
when  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  present  their  certificates,  which  shall  be  ex- 
amined by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary  and  tw^o  members  ap- 
pointed* by  the  chair.  Irregular  and  defective  certificates,  and  certificates 
and  documents  relating  to  contested  seats,  shall  be  temporarily  laid  aside. 
The  names  of  ihe  Lay  Delegates,  duly  appointed,  shall  then  be  called ;  after 
which  the  certificates  and  documents  laid  aside  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Privileges. 

3.  A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  shall  declait 
the  Council  organized  for  business,  which  shall  proceed  in  the  following 
order: 

4-.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  should  prefer  anotkr 
time  for  its  delivery,  if  so,  it  shall  at  an^'  time  be  in  order. 

5.  Reading  the  rules  of  order. 

6.  Election  of  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

7.  The  announcement  by  the  President  of  the  following 

STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

1.  On  tlic  Organization  and  Incorporation  of  Parishes  and  their  Ad- 
mission into  union  with  the  Council  —  one  clergj-man  and  two  la\Tnen. 

2.  On  Finance — to  whom  shall  Ik?  referred  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urers of  the  (lifl'erent  funds  —  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen. 

3.  On  Privilege — to  whom  shall  be  referred  any  doubtful  or  disputed 
claims  to  a  seat  in  the  Council  —  two  clergymen  and  two  laj'men. 

4-.  (^n  Legislation  —  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  proposed  alterations 
and  amendiiierits  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons — two  clergymen  and  two 
laymen. 

On  the  State  of  the  Church  —  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  subject 
of  Missions.  Ivthication,  Charities  and  other  work  of  the  Church,  and 
Diocesan  Statistics  —  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 
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6.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  On  Assessments. 

8.  The  receiving  and  referring,  when  necessary,  of  reports,  other  than 
hose  of  special  committees,  which  may  have  been  handed  to  the  Secretary*. 

9.  The  receiving  and  referring  of  applications  of  Pfirishes  for  admis- 
ion  into  union  with  the  Council. 

10.  Miscellaneous  Business.

This  being  the  day  by  Canon  appointed,  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  a  large  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  of  the  Diocese  assembled  in  the  Cathe- 
dral Church,  at  10:30  a.m.,  (Morning  Prayer  having 
been  read  at  9:30  a.m.  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  assisted  by  Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  Rev.  C.  E.  Hixon, 
Rev.  R.  H.  Cotton  and  Rev.  C.  M.  Pullen.) 

The  Assistant  Bishop  took  the  Ante-Communion  Ser- 
vice. Archdeacon  Appleby  read  the  Epistle.  The  Rev. 
Dean  Bill  read  the  Gospel.  The  Assistant  Bishop  acted 
as  Celebrant,  being  assisted  by  the  Rev.  James  Dobbin, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  Wm.  Gardam,  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope  and  Rev.

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In  the  absence  of  the  Diocesan,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope 
read  the  Bishop's  Annual  Greeting  and  Address,  as 
follows  : 

BISHOP  WHIPPLE'S  ADDRESS. 

Mentone,  France,  Eastertide,  1891. 
Beloved  Brethren: 

You  will  miss  me  from  the  Diocesan  Council.  I  shall  miss  the  wann 
greetings  of  my  children  in  the  Lord.  I  have  no  tale  of  work  to  bring,  and 
j'et  I  must  say'a  few  words  to  those  who  are  always  in  my  heart. 

Shortly  after  our  last  diocesan  council,  July  16th,  my  dear  wife  entered 
into  rest.  The  end  of  fifty  years  of  sweet  fellowship  has  left  me  a  lonely 
man.  You  who  knew  her  will  bear  me  witness  that  her  highest  joy  was 
found  in  ministering  unto  others.  Sorrow,  sickness,  sufTering  never  came 
to  your  homes  that  her  heart  did  not  go  out  to  you  in  all  the  tenderness 
of  thristian  love.  She  was  followed  to  the  grave  by  all  classes  and  condi- 
tions of  life ;  and  those  widely  separated  in  religious  creeds  were  one  in  a 
common  sorrow.  They  who  have  finished  their  course  in  faith  need  no 
human  praise,  but  you  will  bear  with  me  if  I  tell  you  briefly  how  that  wise 
and  loving  heart  was  my  counsellor  and  helper  in  work  for  you  and  work 
for  Christ. 

She  led  me  to  the  Saviour.  She  taught  me  to  love  His  Church.  She 
induced  me  to  give  up  bright  worldlv  hopes  to  become  a  minister  of  Christ. 
Through  all  of  these  more  than  forty  years  of  priest's  and  bishop's  life  she 
melted  her  life  into  mine,  and  made  my  day  dreams  realities  and  my 
plans  success.  I  am  not  saying  too  much  when  I  tell  you,  I  could  not  have 
laid  foundations,  and  worked  and  waited  until  success  came,  without  her 
self-sacrificing  love.  In  the  darkest  hour  of  our  Indian  missions,  when  both 
of  our  missions  were  destroyed,  when  the  most  hopeful  friends  faltered,  she 
alwa\'s  said,  *'  It  is  yours  to  work,  and  in  God's  own  time  He  will  give  the 
harvest." 

It  was  the  same  in  times  of  financial  disaster,  when  brave  helpers  were 
called  away:  when  burdened  with  debt  and  crushed  with  care,  her 
woman's  faith  never  failed.  Our  Seabury  Divinity  College  would  not  be 
what  it  is  to-day,  had  not  Mrs.  Brcck,  Sirs.  Manney  and  my  wife  borne 
the  burdens  they  did.  when  we  were  poor  and  had  no  buildings  or  revenues. 
St.  Mary's  Hall,  which  has  well-nigh  two  thousand  daughters,  was  her 
venture  of  faith.  You  will  not  blame  me  for  telling  you  these  things  of  one 
whom  I  believe  has  won  by  her  self-sacrificing  life,  the  Saviour's  benediction, 
*•  She  hath  done  what  she  could." 

As  we  go  on  in  life  we  older  folk  sadly  miss  those  on  'whom  we  have 
leaned.  Like  Old  Mortalitv  we  seem  to  be  walking  over  graves.  Gordon 
E.  Cole  was  **the  first  citizen"  of  Faribault,  and  no  child  ever  loved  his 
home  more  than  he  loved  our  be.iutiful  citj*.  He  came  here  when  it  was  a 
small,  scattered  village,  and  for  thirty-three  3'ears  he  labored  for  its  welfare. 
He  was  the  si)eaker  tor  hia  neighbors  when  they  came,  thirty  3'ears  ago,  to 
invite  me  to  make  Faribault  the  see  city  of  Minnesota.  He  won  my  confi- 
dence by  his  frank,  manly  si^eech.  as  he  pledged  his  fellow  citizens' help  in 
all  my  ventures  of  faith.  This  confidence  ripened  into  love,  as  I  saw  year 
by  year  how  faithfully  that  promise  was  fulfilled.  He  was  a  trustee  of  St. 
Mary's  Htill,  of  the  Bishop  Seabury  Mission,  of  the  Minnesota  Church 
Foundation,  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  and  was  counsel  for  other  cor- 
porations engaged  in  Christian  work.  The  schools  of  Faribault  had  no 
i>etter  friend.    One  of  the  busiest  men  I  ever  knew,  he  alwa^rs  found  time 
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for  US  when  his  help  was  needed.  He  never  failed  to  share  our  work,  and 
however  cares  might  press,  he  shared  our  joj^s  in  the  festivals  of  our 
schools.  His  name  was  a  synonym  for  honor;  he  was  always  loyal  to  his 
convictions  of  right ;  he  never  faltered  in  his  devotion  to  duty,  and  went  to 
his  rest  respected  and  honored  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Hon.  Henry  Hale  was  one  of  the  founders  of  St.  Paul's  parish,  St.  Paul, 
and  often  represented  it  in  our  Diocesan  Councils.  He  was  always  loyal  to 
his  rector,  and  took  honest  pride  in  the  success  of  the  parish.  He  w^as 
generous  of  his  substance,  and  dying  left  many  legacies  to  public  charities. 

In  the  death  of  General  Henry  Hastings  Sibley,  Minnesota  has  lost  her 
foremost  citizen.  No  one  man  has  so  left  his  impress  on  the  early  history 
of  our  State.  He  was  the  devoted  friend  of  the  Indians,  and  lived  for 
thirty  years  with  the  Sioux,  when  it  was  their  boast  that  they  had  never 
taken  the  life  of  a  white  man.  I  often  sought  his  advice,  and  he  p^ave  me  a 
love  unclouded  by  a  doubt.  When  I  was  stricken  down  with  sickness,  he 
came  to  my  relief  and  took  upon  his  shoulders  the  care  of  Indians  in  Da- 
kota whom  the  Government  had  placed  in  ray  charge.  He  did  all  this  work 
wthout  one  dollar  of  compensation.  Blameless  in  life,  generous  of  his 
substance,  always  found  on  the  side  of  righteousness,  he  went  down  to  his 
prave  respected  and  loved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a  sincere  believer 
m  Jesus  Christ,  and  died  in  the  Communion  of  the  Church. 

J.  P.  Pond  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul, 
and  identified  with  all  of  its  history.  His  death  removes  another  old 
pioneer,  and  leaves  only  two  laymen.  Judge  Wilder  and  Jud^e  Atwater, 
w^ho  were  members  of  the  council  which  elected  me  your  bishop.  May 
these  dear  friends  be  long  spared  to  be  in  the  future  all  they  have  been  in 
thtf  past  —  my  loyal,  loving  helpers. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  private  and  national  bereavement.  The  College 
of  Bishops  has  lost  two  of  its  foremost  men.  Bishop  Beckwith  w^as  a 
marvellous  preacher,  and  his  words  found  their  way  to  every  heart.  The 
mantle  of  Bishop  Elliot  fell  on  his  shoulders  as  he  built  up  the  waste  places 
made  desolate  by  the  Civil  War. 

Bishop  Paddock  was  the  pastor,  the  shepherd  and  the  father.  Under 
his  wise  and  loving  hand  a  divided  diocese  was  made  one  in  their  loving 
work  for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

The  Assistant  Bishop  will  make  such  recommendations  as.  in  his  knowl- 
edge of  the  work  seem  wise.  I  have  implicit  confidence  in  his  administra- 
tion of  the  diocese,  and  there  is  hardly  a  day  that  I  do  not  thank  God  for 
giving  me  such  a  staff  to  lean  upon  in  my  old  age. 

Do  not  forget  that  even  such  a  shepherd  and  leader  is  pitiably  helpless 
wthout  the  prayers,  the  alms  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  his  bretnren. 
God  has  most  wonderfulW  blessed  our  work.  He  has  opened  for  us  paths 
w^hich  seemed  impassable.  He  has  removed  prejudices  and  broken  down 
barriers,  until  the  Church  is  everywhere  respected.  It  is  for  you,  to  whom 
God  has  given  such  a  blessed  inheritance,  to  say  whether  the  Church  shall 
gather  this  harvest  into  the  Lord's  gamer. 

Our  schools  have  won  their  waj'  to  the  fore-front  of  public  confidence. 
There  never  was  a  bishop  and  diocese  w^ho  had  |p  great  reason  for  grati- 
tude to  God.  The  Assistant  Bishop,  the  rector  of  Shattuck  School,  the 
late  chaplain  of  St.  Mary's  Hall,  tnree  of  the  professors  in  Seabury,  the 
three  deans  of  convocation,  and  over  one-third  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese, 
are  sons  of  our  Divinity  School.  The  history  of  St.  Mary's  and  Shattuck 
School  has  been  a  blessing  to  the  Diocese  and  country.  God  only  knows 
the  toils  and  prayers  of  those  brave  souls,  who  for  long  years  have  in 
season  and  out  of  season  labored  for  the  welfare  of  these  schools  and 
crowned  them  with  success.    Will  the  work  live  when  its  founders  are 


gone?  The  only  guarantee  that  tbey  shall  survive  is  in  gcneroas  endoir- 
ments.  You  cannot  show  me  an  instance  of  permanent,  lasting  success 
without  endowment. 

Pardon  me  for  pleading  so  earnestly  for  worh  whieii  God  knows  I  hare 
carried  in  my  heart  for  thirty  years.  He  who  never  forgets  a  deed  of  lore 
will  repay  you  all,  and  when  you  reach  tlie  other  home,  next  to  seeing  the 
Saviour,  next  to  having  the  old  ties  reunited,  will  be  the  comfort  of  meeting 
those  you  have  helped  h

The  As.sistant  Bishop  delivered  his  Annual  Address, 
as  follows : 


lUtAK  Hkethhen  of  the  Council: 

1  Kfctt  you  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  This  is  the  fifth  time  I  have  met 
v<iii  m  annual  Council.  How  swiftiv  the  years  sweep  by '.  1  cannot  realiw 
tl  wnN  five  years  ago  that  you  called  me  to  be  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  this 
piiu'im-.  Husy  years  they  have  been,  too  busy  to  do  well  that  which  was 
ji>  Ik'  dime.  The  constant  pressure  of  cares  and  duties  incident  to  the  work 
lit'  Ihiii  vast  Diocese  gives  little  time  for  the  careful  consideration  of  odt 
lillf  iluly.  Your  patient  forlwarance  and  consideration  of  ray  short- 
i-iMllliiKH  hove  been  most  helpful  and  comforting.  During  the  past  year  T 
llHvr  ininwid,  more  than  I  can  express,  the  counsel  and  personal  intercour« 
wilh  our  lieloved  Diocesan.  The  heavy  burden  of  family  sorrow,  and  the 
IWiTWHUy  absence  in  foreign  lands,  have  withdrawn  him  for  the  vear  from 
tilir  illidNl.  We  know  that  his  heart  and  thoughts  have  been  evCT  with  os. 
mill  wr  tlwMik  our  Heavenly  Father  that  he  has  been  sustained  m  hisaSic- 
lliiii  mid  recii|>eratcd  in  his  physical  energies.  Warm  is  the  welcome  await- 
jtiu  liliii  I'rom  lis  all,  as  he  returns.  God  grant  that  his  precious  life  mav  be 
ninil  "puiT'l  t")  lie  H  strength  and  support  to  the  work  of  the  Diocese  wWh 
[■  III  llirt[vly  ihe  outcome  of  his  heart  and  brain. 

Kit  ynur  l»u  brought  with  it  more  losses  by  death  among  our  clergy  and 
ty  tntill  thlMi    Hard,  indeed,  will  it  be  to  fill   their  places.    Their  works 
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do  follow  them,  and  the  Diocese  is  made  stronger  by  the  influence  of  their 
examples,  and  honored  by  its  heritage  of  their  noble  names. 

The  Rev.  Francis  Burdett  Nash,  Sr.,  departed  this  life  near  Tintah, 
Minnesota,  October  6th,  1890.  He  was  bom  at  Sprin^eld,  Massachu- 
setts, November  16th,  1812,  and  ordained  by  Bishop  Smith,  of  Kentuckj-, 
in  1837.  For  fifty -one  years  his  life  was  given  unselfishly  to  the  Master's 
work,  largely  as  a  missionary  in  Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Illinois 
and  Minnesota.  The  last  eight  ^"ears  of  his  life  were  spent  in  this  Diocese, 
the  little  Parish  at  Benson  receiving  the  benefit  of  his  care.  He  was  simple 
and  earnest  in  his  faith.  To  preach  Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified  was  the 
moving  motive  of  his  character.  Of  a  guileless  spirit,  and  great  purity 
of  heart  and  nobility  of  soul,  he  has  left  an  influence  for  the  holier  life 
which  will  be  ever  held  in  precious  remembrance.  Full  of  years  and  the 
honors  of  Christian  service,  he  has  gone  to  reap  the  reward  of  those  who 
are  "faithful  unto  death." 

Monday  morning.  May  23d,  1891,  at  his  home  near  Lake  Park,  Minne- 
sota, Rev.  Fletcher  J.  Hawley,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Honorary  Dean,  Rector 
and  Missionary,  passed  into  the  light  of  Paradise.  This  announcement 
carries  sadness  to  Bishops,  clergy  and  laymen,  for  he  was  loved  by  all. 

Dean  Hawley  came  of  that  staunch  and  sturdy  stock  which  is  so  repre- 
sentative of  all  that  is  strongest  and  best  in  the  history  of  New  England. 
He  was  bom  in  Arlington,  Vermont,  November  22d,  1813.  Union  College 
was  his  Alma  Mater,  where  he  was  graduated  in  18-1-0.  Three  years  later 
he  was  graduated  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  Bishop  Onder- 
donk  ordained  him  Deacon  in  1843,  and  Bishop  Brownell  to  the  Priesthood 
in  1845.  His  health,  impaired  by  too  close  application  to  his  studies,  forced 
him  to  seek  a  more  genial  clime,  and  he  went  to  the  Island  of  Santa  Cruz, 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  took  charge  of  the  Church  work  in  that  Island. 
For  fourteen  3'ears  he  remained  in  this  interesting  field.  Three-quarters 
of  the  population  of  the  Island  were  slaves.  At  the  time  of  an  universal 
uprising  of  these  people  against  their  masters,  it  was  Dr.  Hawley 's  personal 
influence,  shown  conspicuously  in  the  courageous  meeting  of  the  turbulent 
mob  on  the  highway,  arrayed  in  the  white  robes  of  his  oflSce,  that  checked 
their  progress  and  broke  the  fierceness  of  their  designs.  It  was  his  wise 
statesmanship  that  brought  about  an  adjustment  of  the  diflficulties.  and 
secured  for  these  black  men  virtual  freedom  from  thralldom.  His  abilities 
were  recognized  by  the  King  of  Denmark,  whose  sovereignty  extended  over 
the  Island  of  Santa  Cruz,  by  appointing  him  president  of  the  Colonial 
Council  and  special  adviser  to  the  Governor-General. 

Few  men  in  the  ministry  have  ever  been  able  to  show  such  a  record 
of  successful  labors  as  did  he  during  his  long  pastorate  in  that  tropical 
land. 

•  After  his  return  to  America,  he  became  rector  of  Trinity  church,  New 
Orleans,  where  he  remained  until  the  second  year  of  the  War,  when  the 
occupation  of  the  city  by  the  Federal  forces  scattered  his  congregation. 
Returning  to  the  North,  he  became  successively  rector  of  the  churches  at 
Danbury  and  Stafford  Springs,  Connecticut,  where  he  did  excellent  work 
for  the  Church. 

In  September,  1880.  he  came  to  Minnesota,  and  became  rector  of  St. 
Paul's  church,  Brainerd.  Since  then  his  life  is  well  known  to  us  all.  At 
once  he  became  a  leading  spirit  in  the  Diocese,  and  was  soon  appointed 
Dean  of  the  Northern  Convocation,  in  which  position  he  soon  identified 
himself  in  a  personal  way  with  every  clergyman  in  that  portion  of  the 
Diocese.  Those  meetings  of  the  Northern  Convocation  during  Dr.  Haw- 
ley's  Dean  ship  were  events  which  one  will  always  remember  with  |)eculiar 


|itcii9ure.    His  genial  presence,  his  loving  smile,  his  hearty  band  grasp,  hi* 
ckiir  precision  as  a  presiding  officer,  are  well  known. 

After  a  successful  rectorate  of  ncarlv  eight  jears,  the  growing  inEnnitiei 
of  old  age  began  to  tell  him  that  he  must  rest.  Resigning  the  Parish  which 
lie  liad  brought  to  a  marked  condition  of  prosperity,  he  retired  to  "  Connj- 
ineiide  Farm,"  near  Lake  Park,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  dajs 
ill  i|uietness  ami  peace  and  with  calm,  trustful  resignation.  His  life  was  a 
triumph,  his  end  peace,  and  his  memory  a  benediction.  The  Diocese  of  Min- 
nesota will  always  number  him  among  her  noblest  sons. 

The  Diocesan  baa  fittingly  and  tenderly  mentioned  in  his  address  jnit 
read  to  you,  the  names  of  Gordon  E.  Cole,  Henr^  Hale,  James  P.  Pond  and 
Henry  Hastings  Sibley.  I  can  add  nothing  to  his  noble  tributes,  except  to 
re-emphasize  (rom  my  own  personol  knowledge  all  that  he  says  of  tbera. 
Their  names  are  inwrought  into  the  history  of  Charch  and  State,  and  can 
never  be  forgotten.  Others  there  are  who  have  gone  from  our  sight  whom 
respect  and  affection  prompt  me  to  recall. 

When  last  we  met  jn  Council,  we  gathered  in  spirit  about  the  bedside 
of  one  whose  life  was  very  dear  and  precious  to  us  all.  Our  prayers  were 
offered  up  to  God  that  He  would  spare  her  life  or  else  bring  her  to'thc  sweet 
land  of  rest  beyond.  The  Heavenly  Father,  who  doeth  all  things  well, saw 
that  her  work  here  was  done,  find  took  her  Home.  You  know  I  speak 
of  Cornelia  Whipple,  the  wife  of  our  own  venerated  Diocesan,  No  wordt 
of  mine  can  add  aught  to  the  tributes  already  so  fittingly  given.  Her  life 
was  given  to  the  Master's  service.  In  His  name  she  worked.  In  His  name 
she  entered  into  rest.  Side  by  side  and  heart  to  heart  with  her  distinguisbed 
husband,  she  gave  her  prayers,  her  energies,  her  love,  to  all  the  iuterrsti 
of  the  Church.  Discouraged  hearts  were  made  stranger  by  her  presence; 
every  home  she  entered  was  made  brighter  by  her  loving  interest.  Each 
one  of  us  of  the  clergy  has  in  her  death  lost  a  personal  ftcnd.  The  large- 
ness of  her  licirt  has  found  its  fullness  in  the  presence  of  the  angels  of  God. 

llr.  Glover  Perm,  surgeon  iind  colonel  United  States  Army  (retired),  fell 
gently  asleep  in  December  last  at  his  home  in  St.  Paul.  Dr.  Perin  was  a 
vestryman  of  St.  Paul's  church,  and  a  devoted  Churchman,  I  counted  him 
among  my  warmest  personal  friends.  He  was  like  Nathaniel  of  old,  a  man 
without  guile.  His  character  was  one  of  great  nobility,  his  heart  as  tender 
as  that  of  a  child.  His  services  of  more  than  torty  years  in  the  Army  were 
distinguished  nud  without  reproach.  To  those  who  knew  him  he  was  one 
to  admire  and  love.  Our  Diocese  has  lost  many  noble  men,  but  never  one 
possessed  of  a  loftier  or  purer  soul. 

.Aftcension  church,  Stillwater,  mourns  the  loss  of  two  of  its  staonchest 
members  and  supporters, 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Merrv,  a  daughter  of 
of  St,  Mary's  Hall.  aJid  a  true  child  of  t1 
sainted  mother  in  the  Paradise  of  God. 

Hon.  \V.  M.  AlcCliier  was  distinguished  as  a  jurist.  He  was  of  singular 
uprightness  of  character,  an  exemplary  and  influential  citizen,  a  vestiyman 
of  the  Church,  and  always  an  unswerving  friend  and  helper. 

Mr.  Cyrus  B.  Cobb,  senior  warden  of  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness 
church.  White  Bear  Lake,  was  my  warm  friend  of  many  years.  Xothing 
could  ever  swerve  him  from  the  path  of  duty.  Ppon  hira  one  could  always 
implicitly  relj'.  No  matter  what  others  might  do,  he  would  serve  the 
Lord.  He  gave  most  generously  of  his  time  and  meanb  to  the  Church. 
For  many  years  a  delegate  from  his  Parish  to  the  Council,  his  name  and 
face  became  familiar  to  the  clergy  and  laity,  although  his  quiet  unobtra- 
iS  kept  him  back  from  prominence  in  our  deliberations.     He  is  missed 
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by  all  who  knew  him,  but  most  of  all  by  the  little  church  he  so  faithfully 
served  at  White  Bear. 

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Redwood  Falls,  has  been  bereaved 
in  the  death  of  its  junior  warden,  Mr.  James  McMillan.  Entering  the 
Church  only  three  years  ago,  he  at  once  absorbed  her  spirit  and  life,  and 
became  an  earnest  and  wise  helper  therein. 

Mrs.  Mary  Wright,  of  Basswood  Grove,  was  a  veritable  Mother  in 
Israel.  One  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  the  State,  she  reared  a  family  of  sons 
and  daughters,  most  of  whom  have  remained  faithful  to  the  Church.  One 
of  them,  Mr.  Jno.  Wright,  has  been  for  many  years  the  senior  warden 
of  St.  Mary's,  Basswood  Grove.  Her  last  wish  was  for  the  services 
of  the  Church. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  K.  Hilj'ard,  the  Church  has  lost  her  leading  repre- 
sentative among  the  colored  people  of  the  Diocese.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  St.  Paul.  An  influential  citizen 
of  the  city,  a  man  of  high  standing  not  only  among  his  own  people  but 
among  all  who  knew  him,  he  was  followed  to  his  grave  by  numbers  irre- 
spective of  creed  or  color.    His  memory  will  be  kindly  cherished. 

Among  the  staunch  and  true  men  of  Christ  church.  Red  Wing,  none  stood 
higher  than  the  Hon.  Christopher  C.  Graham.  His  recent  demise  has 
brought  sorrow  to  many  hearts.  He  was  alwa3'S  identified  with  and 
deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Church.  As  an  honored  representative 
of  that  older  constituency  of  the  Diocese  to  whom  the  Church  owes  so 
much  of  her  present  prosperity,  he  has  passed  into  our  Diocesan  history, 
where  his  name  will  always  occupy  a  lorty  niche. 

Zion  Mission,  Reno,  Pope  County,  has  suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the 
death  of  the  chairman  of  its  committee,  Hon.  Edwin  Cox.  He  was  a  good 
man,  and  devoted  to  the  Church. 

Inspired  by  the  example  of  those  "  who  have  departed  hence  in  the  true 
faith  of  His  Holy  Name,"  let  us  to  the  work  before  us,  for  ''the  night  com- 
cth  in  which  no  man  can  work." 

There  have  been  fewer  changes  among  the  clergy  than  usual ;  still  we 
have  lost  some  good  men. 

I  suppose  I  can  add  nothing  to  what  is  so  constantly  being  said  by  the 
older  Bishops  and  others,  about  the  serious  evils  to  the  Church  resulting 
from  frequent  changes.  I  am  conscious  of  it  more  and  more.  The  idea! 
parish  and  the  ideal  rector  cannot  be  found  on  this  earth.  Humanity  is 
not  yet  perfected.  May  I  simply,  by  way  of  proving  negatively  the  serious 
evils  of  changing  pastorates,  call  to  your  attention  two  illustrations 
of  the  good  results  of  prolonged  rectorships.  Trinity  church.  Litchfield,  in 
the  twenty  years  of  its  existence  has  had  but  two  rectors,  Rev.T.  G.  Crump 
and  the  present  incumbent.  Rev.  A.  G.  Pinkham.  To-day  the  Church  in 
Litchfield  numbers  one  communicant  in  every  fifteen  of  the  population,  and 
that,  too,  in  a  community  not  naturally  of  Churchly  inclined  tendencies. 

St.  Luke's  church,  Willmar,  in  its  eighteen  years  of  life  has  had  but  one 
re.tor.  Rev.  Daniel  T.  Booth.  Here  the  population  is  overwhelmingly 
J.)reign,  and  yet  the  communicants  number  one  in  every  sixteen  of  the 
population.  Am  I  not  correct  in  attributing  this  satisfactory  condition 
very  largely  to  the  continuous  pastorate? 

The  trying  time  in  the  relationsnip  of  pastor  and  people  is  usuallj'  at 
the  end  of  the  second  year  of  the  rectorship.  If  the  people  will  bear  with 
their  clergyman,  and  the  clergyman  bear  with  the  people,  through  that 
critical  period,  the  result  will  almost  surely  be  satisfactory.  Had  I  the 
space,  I  could  give  what  it  seems  to  me  is  the  explanation  of'^this  fact. 

Permit  me  to  call  attention  to  another  factor  which  will  serve  to  make 
the  mutual  relationship  of  clergy  and  people  more  thoroughly  congenial 
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and  satisfactory.  In  every  parish  and  mission  there  is  either  a  vestry  or 
Bishop's  committee.  I  find  in  many  instances  that  the  rector  or  missionary 
has  seldom  or  never  convened  these  organizations  during  the  year.  The 
work  entrusted  to  their  hands  and  devolving  upon  them  has  been  neglected 
or  illy  performed  because  the  clergyman  has  not  met  with  them,  talked 
matters  over,  asked  for  reports,  or  stimulated  them  b^  his  counsel  to  do 
their  duty.  It  is  a  mistake.  Regular  quarterly  meetings  should  be  held. 
Let  the  clergyman  call  them,  urge  personally  the  attendance  of  the  members 
thereof,  preside  at  the  meetings,  and  confer  with  them  as  a  body  about  the 
interests  of  the  work.    It  will  be  mutually  helpful  and  profitable. 

Fewer  vacancies  exist  in  the  Diocese  than  at  this  time  last  year,  and  the 
work  in  the  main  has  been  prosperous.  The  classes  for  Confirmation  have 
been  smaller  in  the  stronger  city  parishes  and  larger  in  the  interior  towns 
and  villages  than  ordinary. 

My  visitations  have  given  me  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction,  noting  as 
I  do  the  deepening  and  broadening  of  mterest  in  the  work.  Much  of  the 
worry  connected  with  financial  matters  would  disappear,  were  there  more 
careful  attention  given  to  arranging  and  carrying  forward  some  definite 
svstem  therewith.  Several  of  our  weaker  churches  give  more  than  the 
stronger  ones  because  there  is  a  regular  system  of  giWng  adhered  to.  The 
Clergy  should  as  far  as  possible  insist  upon  this,  and  aid  in  carrying  it  on. 

Parish  Registers.  —  I  notice  with  pain  that  in  some  instances  there  exists 
great  carelessness  and  neglect  in  the  keeping  of  the  Parish  Register.  In- 
stances have  come  to  my  knowledge  where  no  entries  have  been  made  for  a 
year.  In  a  matter  so  simple  and  yet  so  important  as  this,  no  good  excuse 
exists  for  such  neglect.  The  true  way  is  to  make  the  entry  in  the  Register 
on  the  very  day  the  act  is  performed.  A  careful  revision  should  be  made 
of  the  Communicant  list  every  year,  and  when  a  rector  retires  fix»m  a 
Parish  it  is  his  dutj'  to  see  that  the  records  are  corrected  up  to  date.  If  a 
Mission  cannot  afford  to  purchase  a  Register,  I  will  gladly  donate  one  on 
application. 

Religious  Work  Among  Young  People. —  It  is  evident  on  all  sides  that 
there  is  a  strong  and  increasing  demand  for  more  personal  religious  work 
among  the  young  people.  The  astonishing  growth  of  certain  organiza- 
tions without  the  pale  of  the  Church  demonstrates  hov^'  universal  is  the 
demand  and  how  ready  the  acceptance.  The  Church  must  recognize  this 
spirit  and  demand,  or  we  shall  lose  much  vantage  ground. 

Without  discussing  the  question  of  the  wisdom  of  incorporating  into 
our  own  systems  of  work  agencies  which  spring  from  other  sources  than 
the  Church,  I  do  think  every  rector  has  it  in  his  power  to  set  in  motion 
some  definite  organization  which  will  meet  and  stimulate  the  personal 
religious  life  of  the  young  men  and  women  in  a  verj'  real  and  positive  way. 
Ill  Calvary  church,  Rochester,  this  want  has  been  successfully  met  by  the 
establishment  of  a  society  called  the  "Young  People's  Society  of  Spiritual 
Growth."  It  has  now  been  in  existence  for  a  year,  and  has  proven  of  great 
value  in  promoting  the  religious  life  of  the  Parish.  I  should  be  glad  to 
know  that  branches  of  this  society  were  established  in  many  other 
Parishes,  and  I  commend  it  to  the  attention  of  the  brethren  of  the  Clergy 
and  laity. 

Sunday  School  Institute. —  A  stimulating  and  successful  session  of  the 
Sunday  School  Institute  was  held  early  in  October  last,  in  Gethsemane 
churcli,  Minneapolis.  Reports  were  received  and  read  from  many  of  the 
schools,  and  excellent  addresses  given.  This  Institute  is  a  positive  stimulus 
to  Sunday  School  work,  and  special  efforts  should  be  made  by  the  teachers 
throughout  the  Diocese  to  attend.    They  will  l>e  repaid  for  so  doing. 
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Convocations. — The  Convocational  meetings  have  been  for  the  most 
part  very  well  attended,  and  productive  of  good.  If  the  Clergy  of  the 
District  would  appreciate  the  help  a  Convocation  largely  attended  and 
enthusiastically  carried  on  is  to  the  Rector  and  Parish,  es|xjcially  in  the 
interior  towns,  they  would  make,  if  need  be,  a  personal  sacrifice  to  be 
present.  Isolation  tends  to  narrow  and  dispirit  the  life.  The  Clergy  can- 
not afford  to  3'ield  to  the  temptation  to  shut  themselves  up  all  the  year 
within  the  confines  of  their  Missions  or  Parishes.  We  are  all  members 
of  one  household.  Let  us  get  together  from  time  to  time  and  look  each 
other  in  the  eye,  and  talk  over  our  common  experiences,  as  well  as  to  dis- 
cuss questions  of  vital  interest  to  the  Church. 

Missionary  Addresses.  —  On  my  return  from  the  East,  in  November, 
where  I  had  numerous  opportunities  of  telling  the  story  of  our  Missionary 
w^ork,  I  resolved  to  repeat  the  story  at  home.  In  accordance  with  this 
resolution,  and  through  the  read3''  courtesy  of  the  rectors,  I  delivered  Mis- 
sionary addresses  before  the  congregations  at  the  Morning  Services  in  the 
six  largest  Parishes  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  The  interest  evinced  in 
these  addresses  leads  me  to  believe  that  they  were  of  special,  immediate 
and  I  trust  of  permanent  benefit  to  the  work  of  the  Church. 

Church  Club. — In  February  a  committee  from  the  Clericus  of  Minneapo- 
lis and  St.  Paul  met  a  number  of  representative  laymen  of  the  two  cities 
and  presented  the  matter  of  the  formation  of  a  Church  Club,  similar  to 
clubs  in  Boston,  New  York  and  Chicago.  The  project  was  enthusiastically 
taken  in  hand  by  the  laymen  present,  and  the  Church  Club  of  the  Diocese 
of  Minnesota  formed,  with  the  venerable  Hon.  Isaac  Atwater  as  president. 
Two  very  successful  and  inspiring  meetings  have  been  held,  with  social 
intercourse,  banquet  and  speeches.  Three  meetings  will  be  held  each  year. 
I  feel  that  this  Club  will,  in  bringing  the  laymen  of  the  Diocese  in  touch 
with  each  other,  be  of  direct  and  permanent  advantage  to  the  Church. 
The  Club  now  numbers  about  one  hundred  members. 

Aged  and  Infirm  Clerg}\ — The  special  attention  given  by  the  last  Council 
to  the  needs  of  this  fund  for  our  aged  and  infirm  Clergy  has  borne  fruit. 
The  Christmas  offerings  were  large,  and  one  gentleman  of  St.  Paul  handed 
me  $1,000  to  add  to  the  permanent  fund.  This  amount  is  in  the  St.  Paul 
Trust  Company  and  invested  by  it.  Let  us  not  relax  our  eflforts  to  increase 
the  offerings  and  the  permanent  fund.  Talk  with  each  other  about  it  and 
stimulate  interest  in  it.  If  every  layman  of  means  in  making  his  will 
would  remember  those  worthy  men  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in  the 
service  of  the  dear  Lord,  in  a  few  years  the  income  would  be  sufficient  to 
give  more  than  a  mere  pittance,  as  we  are  forced  to  do  now. 

The  General  Missionary. —  The  report  which  will  be  submitted  by  our 
General  Missionary,  now  called  Archdeacon,  repeats  the  story  of  former 
years,  and  proves  what  an  important  and  necessary  adjunct  to  the  thor- 
ough working  of  the  Diocese  such  an  officer  is.  As  the  business  representa- 
tive of  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocese,  he  deals  authoritatively  with  vestries 
and  committees;  as  the  Priest  of  the  Church,  he  administers  the  food  of  life 
to  the  scattered  sheep  in  the  remote  and  neglected  fields,  and  in  the  Mis- 
sions where  Deacons  are  laboring ;  and  as  an  assistant  to  the  Bishop,  he 
aids  me  materially  in  detail  work  and  correspondence. 

Assessments  and  Apportionments. — It  is  very  evident  that  the  method 
so  long  prevailing  of^  raising  the  mone^  for  Diocesan  purposes  by  fixing 
the  amount  upon  the  Parishes  according  to  their  estimated  ability  or 
willingness  to  pay  has  been  followed  as  long  as  it  is  wise.     A  more  equable 
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and  permanent  basis  for  assessments  should  be  adopted.     I  recomm^d 
this  matter  to  the  special  attention  and  action  of  the  present  Council. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  faithful  and  indefatigable 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  Episcopate  Fund.  These  offices 
are  no  sinecures,  but  the  duties  are  cheerfully  performed  by  these  gentlemen 
without  charge. 

Sunday  School  Lenten  Offering, — I  have  not  as  yet  learned  the  amount 
given  by  the  Sunday  Schools  during  Lent  toward  general  Missions,  as  re- 
quested by  the  Central  Board  and  ur^ed  by  myself.  1  hear  that  the  re- 
sponse has  been  very  general.  I  certainly  trust  so.  Every  consideration 
impels  us  to  help  forward  the  vast  Missionary  work  of  the  Church  in  all 
lands.  Minnesota  has  received  bountifullv  at  the  hands  of  the  Church. 
Every  year  still  $3,000  is  given  to  our  work.  Remember  this,  dear  breth- 
ren, and  stir  the  hearts  of  the  people  to  continued  and  deepening  interest  in 
this  glorious  work. 

Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund. —  This  Society  has  commended  itself  to 
other  Dioceses,  and  formal  approval  has  been  given  to  its  work.  Its  object 
is  an  excellent  one,  and  as  far  as  I  have  studied  them,  its  plan  and  methods 
arc  admirable.  I  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take 
the  matter  under  advisement  and  report  to  the  next  Council. 

I  desire  again  to  commend  the  interests  of  the  w^ork  among  the  Colored 
people,  the  American  Church  Building  and  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book 
Societies,  and  ask  that  you  remember  them  in  your  offerings  during  the 
year. 

Seabury  Divinity  School.  —  The  effort  to  secure  at  least  one  offering  a 
year  from  every  Parish  for  our  Divinity  School  did  not  fully  succeed,  but 
did  result  in  an  increase  over  all  former  years.  Will  you  not  endeavor  to 
make  this  plan  fully  a  success  in  the  future  ?  I  know  of  no  better  day  for 
this  offering  than  Good  Friday,  when  we  explicitly  pray  for  the  conversion 
of  all  men  for  whom  Christ  died,  and  for  which  cause  the  Ministrv  is 
specially  prepared. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary. —  The  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  was  the  most  inspiring  yet  held.  Their  noble  work  goes  steadily 
on.  My  heart  goes  out  to  those  earnest  Christian  women  in  gratitude  for 
the  blessedness  they  are  bestowing  upon  the  hearts  and  homes  of  our 
Missionaries.  KverN'  Parish  should  have  a  branch  of  this  Society.  The 
more  we  do  for  others,  the  more  we  receive  for  ourselves. 

Diocesan  Schools.  —  Shaltuck  lias  been  filled  to  overflowing.  It  needs 
no  a«lvcrtisin<^.  Its  fame  is  as  wide  as  our  country.  Its  pupils  and  gradu- 
ates take  high  rank  wherever  they  go,  in  business,  in  community  and  in 
eoilege. 

St.  Mary's  Hall  is  unsurpassed  for  thoroughness,  for  reality,  for  high 
si)iritiuil  and  moral  atmosphere.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most 
salisfaetory  in  its  history. 

Seabury  Divinity  School  hns  gone  steadily  and  prosperously  on  in  its 
lii;^h  mission  of  fitting  young  men  for  the  Ministry-.  Its  graduates,  with 
l)iit  few  exeeptions,  prove  most  elheient  as  Paiish  Priests.  The  Seht>ol 
niniil)ers  nearly  thirty  young  men.  The  Professors  have  a  world-wide 
r'-'piit.'»tion.  The  ])()sition  of  Warden,  meritoriously  supplied  for  three  years 
by  tb.;'  sjrviecs  of  one  of  tlK'  I*rof:\ssors,  it  is  expected  will  soon  be  i)eniia- 
njiitly  filled  l)v  one  ol"  our  ablest  Clergymen. 

In  the  southwestern  jiortion  of  the  Diocese,  at  Wilder,  the  Breck  Farm 
Sehot)]  has  been  doing  a  remarkable  work  in  the  cause  of  an  inexpensive  vet

thorough  education.  Here  the  sons  and  daughters  of  farmers,  mechanics 
and  people  of  moderate  means  can  secure  an  academic  and  business 
education  for  themselves. 

Church  Hospitals.— The  three  Church  Hospitals  in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
and  Duluth  have  continued  their  Christly  work.  Great  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  latter,  and  the  means  have  at  last  been  secured  to  go  on 
with  the  immediate  completion  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  St.  Paul. 

Sheltering  Arms. —  The  Sheltering  Arms,  our  Diocesan  Orphans'  Home, 
has  been  freed  this  year  from  the  indebtedness  which  limited  its  usefulness, 
and  is  filled  with  children,  whose  young  lives  are  trained  in  the  atmosphere 
of  a  true  Christian  home.  It  needs,  as  it  merits,  the  continued  financial 
aid  of  all  its  friends  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Indian  Work. — The  visitations  to  our  Indian  Missions  last  .autumn 
were  very  kindly  made  by  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Platte.  The  work 
in  the  main  is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  The  new  St.  Columba 
church  will  be  completed  this  summer.  The  schools  at  Leech  Lake,  Cass 
Lake,  Pine  Point  and  Wild  Rice  River  are  unusually  full.  The  two  churches 
at  Red  Lake,  under  the  devoted  care  of  Rev.  Francis  Willis,  Jr.,  are  flourish- 
ing. Archdeacon  Gilfillan  has  been,  as  always,  busy  and  generous  in  the 
work  under  his  care. 

A  new  industrpr  among  the  women  on  the  Reservation  has  been  started 
and  is  being  earned  on  under  the  personal  direction  of  competent  teachers. 
This  lace  work  owes  its  inception  and  sustentation  to  Miss  Sybil  Carter 
of  New  York.  The  Indians  are  most  fortunate  in  having  such  a  wise, 
warm-hearted  and  influential  friend.  My  heart  eoes  out  to  her  in  grati- 
tude. Miss  Carter  and  Miss  Jay  of  New  York  have  just  returned  from 
making  visitations  of  our  Indian  Missions.

TheChureh 
in  Minnesota  holds  a.  commanding  place  in  the  religious  life  of  the  State. 
The  trend  is  toward  her.  Her  growth  during;  the  decade  jost  dosed  ha» 
been  fullv  fortT  per  cent,  greater  than  (he  growth  iu  population.  Sliott- 
sighted  indeed,  shall  we  be.  if  we  do  not  take  advantage  of  our  oppor- 
tunities by  larger  plang  and  loftier  endeavors. 

The  demand  ni)on  us  is  for  no  narrowing  or  limiting  of  our  genet  o«ilT,    * 
for  no  shrinking  Irom  the  burdens  tinaneial  which  the  rcqttircmeQts  of  thr   < 
hour  laj'  upon  us.    Let  ours,  brethren  of  the  Council,  be  the  soltilian  of  the 
problem  of  how  we  can  best  increase  our  gills  to  the  Master's  cause,  and 
not  how  diminish  them.    Let  us  resolve,  in  the  name  of  God.  to  do  as  much 
as  we  can  for  Him  who  has  done  so  much  fur  us. 

Entering  upon  the  work  before  us  in  this  spirit,  we  shall  tind  the  dilfteul- 
ties  lessened,  the  way  for  larger  endeavors  made  plain.  Faith  scales  »)l 
heights  and  pierces  ail  perplexing  mists.  Have  faith  then  in  GoH.  If  we  do 
ourdutv.God  will  care  for  the  rest.    Be  this  then  your  hope  and  inspiration.

Rev.  The  Assis- 
tant Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  chair  and  called  the 
Council  to  order,  under  whose  direction  the  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy,  provided 
by  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  fifty  Priests  and  six 
Deacons,  fifty-six  in  all,  answered  to  their  names,  took 
seats,  and  a  quorum  of  Clergy  found  present. 
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The  list  of  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  was  then 
called,  and  the  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  G. 
Pinkham  and  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Grimes  to  act  with  the  Secre- 
tary as  a  Committee  on  Lay  Credentials. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  until  2 130  p.  m.

Mr.  H.  P.  Iloppin,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  sub- 
mitted his  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
committee.

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  the  standing  rules  of  order,  the  Rev. 
W.  P.  Ten  Broeck,  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  the  Rev.  John  Wilhams, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska,  the  Rev.  Geo.  Wallace,  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Dakota,  the  Rev.  S.  D.  McConnell,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  PennsN-lvania, 
the  Rev.  W.  J.  Cordick,  of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac,  the  Rev.  A.  Harper, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Florida,  the  Rev.  1.  Houlgate,  of  Nebraska,  the  Rev.  A.  J. 
Wicks,  of  South  Dakota,  and  the  Seabury  Divinity  students,  be  invited  to 
seats  on  the  floor  of  this  Council. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Graham,  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  the  order  of  the  day  for  this  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  be 
the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  nomination  and  electipn 
of  a  Standing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  E.  S.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing, which  on  motion  was  referred  to  the  committed  on 
Legislation  — 

REPORT. 

The  committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  has 
the  honor  to  report : 

During  the  year  last  past  the  funds  of  this  benefaction  have  been  in- 
creased by  the  liberal  gift  of  Mr.  John  Wann,  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
The  whole  amount  of  the  fund  is  now  about  $2,800. 

The  committee  issued  a  circular  last  December  to  all  the  Clergy  and 
vacant  Parishes,  calling  attention  to  the  Assistant  Bishop's  recommenda- 
tion that  the  offertory  on  Christmas  Day  be  devoted  to  this  object.  Bishop 
Gilbert  also  issued  a  pastoral  to  the  same  effect.  The  offerings  amounted 
to  $983.80. 

The  committee  recommends  that  a  corporation  be  created  for  the  in- 
crease, care  and  administration  of  this  fund,  to  be  known  as,  "The  Com- 
mittee on  the  Fund  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  and  for  the  Widows 
and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen." 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  the  enabling  act  be  so  worded  as 
to  place  this  corporation  forever  under  the  joint  control  of  the  Church  in 
the  entire  State  of  Minnesota. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  chairman  and  other  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  be  chosen  from  among  Churchmen  resident  in  or 
near  to  the  commercial  center  of  the  State. 

The  committee  would  also  recommend  to  the  Clergy,  as  affording  addi- 
tional aid  and  protection  against  the  sorrows  and  the  cares  of  declining 
age  the  "Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society,"  the  cost  of  membership 
being  but  small,  and  the  benefits  substantial. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved  J  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon 
that  portion  of  the  Assistant  Bishop's  address  which  refers  to  the  Clergy- 
men's Retiring  Fund. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  appointed  as  such  com- 
mittee, the  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Hamilton,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Gardam  and  Mr.  S.  B.  Foot. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark,  chairman  of  the  committee 
appointed  at  the  last  Council  "to  consider  the  Church's 
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relation  to  the  Scandinavian  race,"  submitted  the  follow- 
ing, which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church  — 

REPORT. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  relations  of  the  Church  to  the 
Scandinavian  Lutherans  would  respectfully  recommend  that  in  view  of  the 
work  bein^  done  among  the  Scandinavian  population  by  their  national 
Churches,  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any  official  action  with  reference  to  the 
Church's  work  among  them ;  but  would  further  recommend  that  in  locali- 
ties where  the  Rector  may  deem  it  advantageous,  the  Bishop  should 
authorize  the  use  of  the  Swedish  Liturgy  or  such  portions  thereof  as  he 
may  think  proper. 

Meeting  held  in  St.  Paul,  Oct.  21st,  1890.

The  Rev.  E.  C.  Bill,  D.  D.,  of  the  committee  on  As- 
sessments and  Apportionments,  submitted  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  — 

REPORT. 

Your  committee  respectfull3'  report  that  they  have  given  the  whole 
matter  of  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  care- 
ful and  serious  attention. 

They  have  endeavored  to  seek  out  and  suggest  to  the  Council  some  basis 
of  assessment  which  would  be  just  and  equal  to  all  parties,  and  yet  would 
yield  sufficient  income  lor  the  proper  maintenance  of  all  our  Diocesan 
activities. 

While  your  committee  think  that  the  amount  reported  to  Council  for 
Parochial  expenses  proper  is  the  most  just  and  equal  base  for  the  levring 
of  Diocesan  assessments,  they  have  not,  ^or  certain  practical  reasons,  felt 
themselves  justified  in  recommending  its  adoption  at  the  present  time. 
They  have  therefore  revised  the  last  scheme  of  assessments,  and  s«g);je>i 
the  same  to  the  Council  for  adoption. 

It  will  I)e  observed  that  an  increase  of  about  $300  has  been  made  in  the 
total  of  assessments  for  the  Bishop's  salary.  In  making  this  addition, 
your  committee  hnve  been  moved  by  the  following  weighty  consideration. 
At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  1st,  1889,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episco- 
pate Fund  held  a  cash  balance  of  $1,64-6. »51,  and  available  assets  to  the 
amount  of  $110,  making  a  total  reserve  fund  of  $1,756.51.  One  year  ago 
the  Treasurer's  balance  in  cash  and  assessments  subsequently  collected 
amounted  tobut$914-.ll.  At  the  present  time  the  reserve  has  faded  entire- 
ly avvaj',  and  the  treasury  of  our  Episcopate  Fund  is  practically  empty.  The 
causes  of  this  shrinkage  are  not  far  to  seek,  but  this  committee  do  not 
deem  it  within  their  province  to  discuss  them. 

In  the  opinion  of  our  committee  it  appears  absolutely  necessarj'  that 
the  amount  contributed  bv  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  should 
be  increased  $700,  at  the  very  least. 

Therefore,  as  stated  above,  the  sum  of  $300  has  been  distributed  in 
small  sums  among  the  Parishes  and  Mi.ssions,  but  the  committee  have 
received  so  man}-  admonitions  against  the  raising  of  assessments,  that 
they  felt  that  the  limit  had  been  reached.    That  the  remaining  $400  may 
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be  raised,  and  all  chance  of  a  deficit  in  the  Episcopate  Fund  during  the 
coming  year  be  averted,  your  committee  suggest  as  earnestly  as  they  can 
the  voluntary  assuming  by  each  of  the  Parishes  represented  in  this  Council 
a  portion  of  the  remaining  $400,  and  its  addition  to  the  amount  already 
assessed  upon  that  Parish. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  urge  upon  the  Council  the  necessity 
of  making  provision  for  the  adoption  in  the  near  future  of  a  definite  basis 
upon  which  all  apportionments  for  the  general  work  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  levied.  An  objectionless  basis  would  be  impossible.  That  for  which  the 
most  can  be  said  and  against  which  the  least  urged,  would  appear,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  to  be  a  certain  per  cent,  upon  the  amount 
reported  by  each  Parish  for  all  current  expenses. 

Your  committee  have  assessed  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  the  sum 
of  $7,587.  55  per  cent,  of  this  is  to  the  account  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
$4,164;  36  percent,  goes  to  the  account  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  $2,723; 
9  per  cent,  to  the  account  of  Council  Fund,  $700. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  thoughtful  consideration 
of  the  Council.

The  Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh,  secretary  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Board  of  Missions,  read  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  — 

REPORT. 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  has  held  four  regular  meetings  in 
August,  November,  February  and  May. 

Thirty-six  Missionaries  have  received  appropriations  for  seventy-eight 
Parishes  and  Missions. 

For  this  work,  from  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  had  been  received  up 
to  the  last  meeting  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  $4,137  apportioned  by  the  com- 
mittee and  $3,000  from  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Board  has  also  received  the  payments  on  the  voluntary  pledges 
towards  the  salary  of  $1,800  for  the  General  Missionary,  and  paid 
the  same. 

The  apportionments  for  the  ensuing  j'ear  were  made  at  the  May  meet- 
ing, trustinij  to  the  deep  interest  of  the  Council. 

One  Missionary  has  withdrawn  from  the  field,  one  transferred  to  an- 
other field,  and  one  is  absent  from  his  work  indefinitely  on  account  of  sick- 
ness, indicating  an  almost  unprecedented  stability. 

Three  Missionary  centers,  represented  by  Glencoe,  Owatonna  and  Albert 
Lea,  are  now  being  supplied  with  resident  Clergymen;  then  all  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  helped  by  the  Board  the  past  year  will  be  filled. 

A  work  among  the  Germans  of  St.  Paul,  under  a  German  Presbyter,  has 
been  inaugurated.    He  is  quite  sanguine  as  to  a  growing  interest. 

It  was  the  feeling  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  that  the  arbitrary 
method  of  apportionment  for  Missions  and  assessment  for  Bishop's  Salary' 
and  Council  Fund  nlight  be  improved  upon,  and  also  that  an  annual  volun- 
tary subscription  was  too  uncertain  for  so  valuable  an  adjunct  as  a 
General  Missionary.     It  was  therefore  by  the  Board  — 

Resolved,  that  the  amount  of  $4',300  needed  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
including  the  additional  amount  of  $2,000  for  the  General  Missionary,  the 
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Bishop's  Salarj'  of  $3,000,  and  the  Council  Fund  of  $700,  be  raised  by  an 
apportionment  on  the  necessary  expenses  of  each  Parish  and  Mission. 

Carried. 

The  quarterly  reports,  which  are  expected  from  the  Missionaries  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Board,  indicate  that  no  Diocese  in  the  Church  can  boast 
of  a  greater  proportion  of  earnest  and  hard  working  men. 

The  Board  is  now  distributing  the  one  hundred  and  fortieth  thousand 
of  thelittle  Missionary  agent,  "The  Church  and  Her  Ways.**  10.000  copies 
have  been  sent  to  Pott  &  Co.,  and  the  secretary  is  mailing  the  last  of  the 
second  10,000  in  his  hands  on  orders  of  from  nve  to  five  hundred.  There 
is  now  no  tract  printed  which  seems  so  universally  to  commend  itself  to 
the  Clergy  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.

The  Rev.  S.  B.  Purves  submitted  the  papers  and  made 
application  for  the  admission  of  "  All  Souls'  Church " 
Parish,  Sleepy  Eye,  Redwood  County,  into  union  with 
the  Council,  which  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Incorporation  of  Parishes. 

Mr.  Hector  Baxter  offered  an  amendment  to  Canon 
VI.,  Section  i,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Legislation,  as  follows : 

Moved  by  Hector  Baxter,  seconded  by  John  C.  Reno, 
that  the  following  amendment  to  Section  number  one  (i) 
of  Canon  number  six  (6)  of  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese 
be  adopted  — 

That  the  word  "eight*'  in  the  sixth  line  of  said  Section  be  changed  to 
the  word  "nine";  and  that  the  following  Section,  to  be  numbered  five  (5). 
be  added  to  Canon  VI.: 

"That  the  number  of  vestrymen  in  each  Parish  shall  be  either  three 
(3),  six  (6)  or  nine  (9) ;  and  that  one-third  of  the  number  constituting  the 
vestry  of  such  Parish  shall,  in  the  order  of  priority  of  election,  retire  each 
year  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Parish ;  and  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  at  said  annual  meeting." 

Hon.  Isaac  Atwater  submitted  a  proposed  canon  ''  On 
the  Organization  of  Missions,"  to  be  known  as  Canon 
XVIII.,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Legislation,  as  follows  — 

CANON  XVIII. 

ON   ORGANIZATION   OF  MISSIONS. 

Sec.  1.  AnN'  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  in  any  town  or  dty  in 
the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  who  may  desire  the  services  of  the  Church,  maj 
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address  a  letter  to  the  Bishop  stating  such  desire,  asking  for  the  establish- 
ment ofa  Mission,  placing  themselves  under  his  pastoral  care  and  subjecting 
themselves  to  his  authority,  and  pledging  themselves  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  such  clergyman  as  the  Bishop  may  apppoint  for  them. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  if  he  approves  ol  the  application,  shall  authorize  the 
establishment  of  such  Mission  and  give  his  written  consent  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  organize  a  Mission  by  giving  it  a  name  and  by 
appointing  a  committee  of  not  less  than  three  (3)  or  more  than  seven  (7  j 
members,  who  shall  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  holding  of 
Divine  services,  shall  collect  the  pledges,  and  shall  do  and  perform  such  other 
things  as  the  Bishop  shall  ask  of  them,  or,  in  the  exercise  of  his  ecclesiastical 
authoritv,  direct.  Such  committee  shall  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Bishop,  be  subject  to  his  supervision,  and  shall  be  called  the  Bishop's  Com- 
mittee. The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  warden  of 
the  Mission.  The  Bishop  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  change  or 
discharge  any  such  committee,  heretofore  or  hereafter  appointed,  and,  unless 
another  committee  shall  be  at  once  named,  the  discharge  of  any  Bishop's 
Committee  shall  work  a  dissolution  of  the  Mission  for  which  it  acted. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  vacancy  in  a  Bishop's  Committee  has  occured  or 
shall  occur,  through  any  cause,  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same, 
and  shall  do  so  at  the  earliest  practicable  time. 

Sec.  5.  Missions  in  towns  or  cities  embracing  anv  organized  Parish  or 
Parishes  shall  only  be  established  with  the  consent  of  the  Rector  or  Rectors 
of  such  Parish  or  Parishes,  or  a  majority  of  said  Parish. 

Sec.  6.  All  property  given  or  required  for  the  use  of  the  Church  in  anj- 
Mission  shall  be  conveyed  to,  and  held  by,  trustees  approved  by  the  Bishop, 
until  such  time  as  such  Mission  shall  be  organized  and  incorporated  as  a 
Parish,  or  until  the  said  property  is  conveyed  to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota, 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  7.  A  certified  copy  of  all  certificates  of  consent  to  the  establishment 
of  a  Mission  as  herein  provided  for,  and  all  appointments  of  original  com- 
mittees, and  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  be  filed  by  the  Bishop  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  shall  be  by  him  entered  upon  the  records  of 
the  Board. 

Sec.  8.  All  Missions  heretofore  actually  or  nominally  organized,  and 
acting  as  such  in  this  Diocese  are  hereby  declared  Canonical  Missions  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Clark  submitted  a  proposed  canon, 
which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Legislation,  as  follows  — 

CANON. 

For  the  more  effectual  supervision  of  the  general  Mission  work  within 
the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  be  it  enacted  that  there  be  two  Archdeacons  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop :  one  for  white  work,  to  be  known  as  the  Archdeacon 
of  Minnesota ;  and  the  other  for  Indian  work,  to  be  known  as  the  Arch- 
deacon of  White  Earth  Reservation. 

The  duties  of  these  ofificials  of  the  Diocese  shall  consist  principally  in  the 
general  superintenHency,  under  the  Bishops,  of  the  Mission  work  within 
their  several  Archdeaconries,  together  with  the  spiritual  oversight  of  va- 
cant Parishes  and  Missions. 
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The  Rev.  C.  E.  Ilaupt  offered  an  amendment  to 
Canon  VI.,  section  3,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Legislation,  as  follows  — 

Resolved,  That  section  3  of  Canon  YI.  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amend- 
ed so  as  to  read:  **The  wardens  and  vestrN-men  most  be  comnifinicaiits 
of  the  Church  and  qualified  electors  of  the  Parish. 

The  Rev.  Andrew  J.  Graham  offered  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Legislation,  as  follows  — 

Resolved y  That  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  VII. 

At  each  Annual  Council  a  Secretary  sha.l  be  elected,  who  shall  be  Secr^ 
tary  of  the  Diocese,  and  hold  his  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its 
public  acts,  to  issue  such  notices  to  the  Diocese  as  the  Bishop  firom  time  to 
time  may  require;  to  preserve  the  Journals,  Books.  Papers  and  Documents, 
of  a  public  nature,  entrusted  to  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  the  same  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor ;  and  for  such  services  rendered  to  the  Diocese 
the  Secretary  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  ptr 
year. 

The  Rev.  S.  B.  Purves  offered  an  amendment  to 
Canon  VII.,  section  i,  which,  on  motion,  w^as  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Legislation,  as  follows  — 

Resolved,  That  section  1  of  Canon  VII.  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota  be  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows : 

CANON  VII. 

OF  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  OF   VOTERS. 

Sec.  1.  All  adults,  members  of  the  Church  by  baptism  or  confirmation, 
and  connected  with  the  Parish  for  at  least  three  months  before  anj  Parish

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  M.  N.  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  and  to  the  Council: 

The  Registrar  begs  leave  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  he  has  con- 
tinued his  labors  as  historian  of  the  Diocese.  A  small  part  of  his  work  has 
ap|)eared  in  the  Minnesota  Missionary  in  the  sketches  of  the  life  and  labors 
of  the  Rev.  E.  G.  Gear,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Timothy  Wilcoxson  and  the  Rev. 
Solon  W.  Manney,  D.  D.  He  has  also  written  out  the  history  of  our 
Church  work  in  the  Minnesota  Valley  from  Shakopee  to  St.  Peter,  and 
thence  west  on  the  line  of  the  Winona  and  St.  Peter  R.  R.,  including  the  Mis- 
sionary work^Jof  the  Rev.  Edward  Livermore  for  nearly  a  quarter  ota  cen- 
tury, also  along  the  line  of  the  Omaha  R.R.,  beyond  Mankato,  including  the 
history  of  the  Breck  Farm  School  at  Wilder;  up  the  Blue  Earth  Valley  and 
along  the  Southern  Minnesota  R.  K.,  including  Fairmont,  Blue  Earth  City, 
Wells,  Albert  Lea,  Austin,  Rushford  and  other  stations  adjacent;  Winona, 
with  the  early  labors  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Evans  at  Stockton  and  vicinity ; 
Chat  field,  St.  Charles,  Rochester  with  the  Missions  contiguous,  including 
the  abundant  labors  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Woodward;  Kasson,  Mantorvillc, 
Pine  Island  and  Zumbrota;  Northfield  and  Dundas;  Wabasha  and  Lake 
City,  with  adjacent  stations  on  the  Mississippi.  To  these  should  be  added 
the  early  labors  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Chamberlaine  from  the  Fall  of  1852  in  the 
district  of  country  known  as  the  St.  Anthony  Falls  Mission,  including  the 
region  extending  from  St.  Anthony  to  Sauk  Rapids.  He  has  collected  a 
considerable  amount  of  interesting  and  valuable  material  relating  to  the 
early  labors  of  the  clergy  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Diocese  from  Duhith 
to  Moorhead,  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Appleby  in  the  extreme  northern  part  of  the 
Diocese.  He  has  also  original  manuscripts  of  the  work  among  the  Chippe- 
w^as.  He  hopes  during  the  coming  year  to  prepare  a  full  account  of  the 
w^ork  of  the  Rev.  J.  Lloyd  Breck,  D.  D.,  in  Minnesota,  to  arrange  the  mate- 
rial collected,  andf  to  write  out  the  history  of  the  Church  in  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis, Red  Win^,  Stillwater,  and  of  the  parishes  and  missions  north  and 
west  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul.  The  Registrar  has  had  access  to  some 
valuable  private  diaries  and  files  of  local  papers,  in  some  instances  making 
special  journeys  for  this  purpose,  and  he  has  gained  much  interesting  in- 
formation by  an  extensive  correspondence. 

He  desires  at  this  time  to  express  his  obligations  to  a  large  number  of 
correspondents  whose  names  cannot  be  mentioned  here,  and  especially  to 
the  Rev.  E.  Steele  Peake,  for  his  assistance  and  information  in  this  work.

SLxtion  III.     As  follows,  was  approved  — 

Tbf  cletniosyiiary  work  of  the  Diocese  has  had  a  Steadily  increasing  fitlil 
iif  usi'liihiess.  Some  large  Ijeipicsts  have  been  made  whicii  will  niateriallj- 
sustain  the  work  in  the  future  and  place  it  upon  sure  foimdations. 
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Your  committee  are  impressed  with  the  growing  necessity  to  which  the 
Bishop  adverted  in  his  Address,  of  some  definite  Spiritual  work  among  the 
young  people  of  our  Parishes.  We  fully  concur  with  him  that  the  Church 
has  a  vast  opportunity  before  her,  through  wise  organization  of  her  young 
people  upon  Churchly  lines  and  fully  realize  that  we  must  meet  the  demands 
of  the  hour. 

Section  IV.  "On  Assessments.''  On  motion  of  the 
Rev.  Frank  R.  Millspaugh,  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  the  part  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  state  of 
the  Church  in  regard  to  Assessments,  be  taken  up  for  discussion  at  the  time 
of,  and  together  with,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Assessments. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  reports  of  the  committee  on 
Assessments,  submitted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bill  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  fully  recognize  the  great  difficulty  of  formulating- 
any  plan  which  will  be  just  and  equitable  and  at  the  same  time  not  prove 
seriously  objectionable. 

We  have  examined  and  considered  various  methods  of  assessments  made 
upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  Communicants  and  the  amounts  raised  by 
each  Church  during  the  year,  and  we  find  each  of  them  objectionable  and 
inexpedient. 

Wc  have  therefore  agreed,  as  a  final  conclusion,  to  recommend  to  this 
Council  for  its  action  the  following  plan : 

That  all  assessments  made  for  general  Church  purposes,  to  wit:  Diocesan 
Missicms,  Bishop's  salarv.  Council  Fund  and  salary  of  the  Archdeacon  be 
based  upon  a  percentage  of  the  valuation  of  all  Church  property  in  the 
Diocese,  as  returned  and  reported  to  the  present  Council  and  that  an 
assessment  of  7V^  mills  on  the  dollar  be  levied  upon  the  valuation  of  each 
Church  property,  (which  includes  Churches,  Parsonages  and  Schools)  in  the 
Diocese,  which  levy  will  raise  the  sum  of  a  little  more  then  ten  thousand 
($10,000.)  the  amount  required  for  the  current  year  as  per  the  reports  of 
the  committees  aforesaid. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Section  V.     "On  Work  among  Scandinavians." 

This  section  was  submitted  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Strobeck,  of 
the  committee,  which,  after  much  discussion,  was,  on 
motion,  adopted,  together  with  the  Resolution  — 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Church's  relation  to  the  Scandinavian 
races,  and  do  not  coincide  with  such  report,  and  cannot,  therefore,  recom- 
mend its  adoption.  In  lieu  thereof,  this  committee  believe  that  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  has  work  to  do  among  "all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men," 
natives  and  immigrants,  black  and  white,  bond  and  free,  and  that  where- 
ever  and  whenever  the  fields  are  already  "ripe  for  the  harvest,"  that  the 
the  Church  should  take  official  action  and  send  laborers  into  the  work. 

In  a  State  so  largely  populated  with '.Scandinavians  as  ours — a  people 
whose  religious  training  in  their  own  country  was  so  nearly  identical  with 
our  own  liturgy,  it  ought  to  be  a  living  question  in  the  Church  of  the  ways 
and  means  of  providing  them  with  our  service,  which  they,  in  so  many  in- 
stances, ardently  desire.

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Your  committee  have  been  informed  that  the  Mission  Ser\nce  hasalready 
been  translated  into  the  Swedish  1angua^;e  and  printed  ni  book  form ;  and 
we  earnestly  recommend  that  in  localities  where  the  necessities  of  these 
people  require  it,  that  its  use  be  authorized,  and  that  they  be  provided 
with  a  service  which  they  will  quickly  appreciate  and  learn  to  love. 

Resolved,  That,  after  being  first  duly  approved  by  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
the  Mission  Service,  which  has  been  translated  into  the  Swedish  language 
and  printed  in  book  form,  be  recommended  and  its  use  authorized  in  this 
Diocese  in  localities  where  the  necessities  of  the  people  require  it,  and  that 
they  be  provided  with  a  service  which  thej'  quickly  appreciate  and  learn 
to  love. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  for  the  day,  10:30  a.m., 
having  arrived,  the  Reverend  Archdeac(  n  of  the  Diocese 
read  his  Report,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  Avhich  committee  made  the  fol- 
lowing, which  was  adopted  — 

REPORT. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  has  been  referred  the  Report  of  the  Arch-

Dec.  30th,  visited  in  Waseca,  and  enquired  into  Church  matters  there. 

Jan.  4tli,  held  Divine  service  in  Christ  church,  Glencoe,  with  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion ;  also  held  evening  service.  Mr.  Adams,  of  Minne- 
apolis, is  doing  acceptable  work  here. 

Jan.  »5th,  visited  in  Glencoe,  and  held  evening  service  in  Brownton,  with 
ceiebration. 

Jan.  6th.  visited  in  Brownton. 

Jan.  8th,  visited  the  Sheltering  Arms,  Minneapolis. 

Jan.  11th,  held  Divine  service,  with  celebration  ot  the  Holy  Communion, 
in  the  morning,  in  the  pretty  new  Church  at  Sleepy  Eye.  Catechised  and 
addressed  the  large  Sunday  school  there,  and  also  held  Divine  service  in  the 
evening. 

Jan.  12th,  visited  in  Sleepy  Eye,  and  in  the  evening  took  part  and 
preached  at  a  most  hearty  service  in  the  Church  of  the  Holj-  Communion, 
Redwood  Falls.  The  Church  was  full  of  earnest  worshipers,  and  at  a  vestry 
meeting  after  the  service  the  clergj^man's  stipend  was  pledged  in  full,  and 
all  arrears  paid.

Drove  with  Rev.  S.  B.  Purves  to  Beaver  Palls,  and  assist- 
ed by  liim,  held  a  very  hearty  service  in  the  town  hall  there.

Jan.  15th,  met  with  Rev.  F.  R.  Millspaugh  as  a  committee  and  drafted  a 
form  for  some  new  mission  blanks,  which  was  afterwards  lost. 

Jan.  10th,  administered  Holy  Communion  to  a  sick  person.

In  the  evening  held  Divine 
service,  assisted  by  Rev.  T.  C.  Hudson,  in  S.  John's  church,  and  preached 
and  addressed.

Jan.  20th,  held  Divine  service  in  the  town  hall  in  the  evening. 

Jan.  24th,  held  Divine  service  in  Tower,  and  addressed  on  the  subject 
of  S.  Paul. 

Jan.  25tli,  held  Divine  service  in  the  beautiful  church  of  S.  Mary's. 
Tower,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Addressed  the  Sunday 
school  and  catechised  the  same;  also  held  evening  serv'ice. 

Jan.  26tb.  visited  all  da\'  in  Tower  and  Soudan,  and  held  Divine  serrice 
in  the  evening. 

Jan.  27tli,  counseled  with  the  Rev.  Horatio  Gates,  with  regard  to  the 
work  in  West  Duhith. 
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Jan.  28th,  attended  the  Central  Convocation,  and  addressed  briefl}'  on 
Church  property  as  the  basis  of  Church  assessments. 

Jan.  31st,  went  to  Farmington  and  met  some  of  the  parishioners  at  the 
choir  practice.  Much  interest  in  Church  matters  seems  to  be  apparent  in 
this  Mission,  and  the  services  of  Mr.  Hoyt  are  much  appreciated. 

Feb.  1st,  held  Divine  service,  assisted  by  Mr.  Hoyt,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  to  fifteen  Communicants. 

Feb.  1st.  held  Divine  service  in  the  evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  which  was  well  filled  notwithstanding  the  very  stormy  night. 

Feb.  2d.  went  on  to  Faribault,  to  arrange  for  Church  services  in  two 
Missions. 

Feb.  7th,  visited  and  took  pledges  towards  the  salary  of  the  Rev.  C.  B. 
Fosbroke.  in  Kenyon. 

Feb.  8th,  held  Divine  service  in  Ascension  church,  Kenyon,  assisted  by 
Rev.  C.  B.  Fosbroke,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At  20  minutes 
past  12,  started  with  Mr.  Fosbroke  for  Belle  Creek,  one  of  his  out-stations, 
a  distance  of  eighteen  miles.  A  snow  storm  came  on  and  we  missed  our 
wav  and  were  out  for  six  hours.

Feb.  11th,  Ash  Wednesday,  officiated  with  Rev.  I.  C.  Fortin,  and 
pre<iched  in  S.  Mary's  church,  Merriam  Park. 

Feb.  12th,  drove  with  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Fosbroke  to  Belle  Creek,  and  as- 
sisted by  him,  held  Divine  service  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  to  a 
very  heartj'  congregation. 

Feb.  13th,  visited  with  Mr.  Fosbroke  in  Belle  Creek,  and  held  Divine  ser- 
vice in  Christ  church,  Kenyon,  in  the  evening.  Rev.  C.  B.  Fosbroke  is  doing 
most  excellent  work  in  his  extended  field. 

Feb.  15th,  by  some  mistake  no  notice  was  given  of  the  service  to  be  held 
in  Marshall.  I  drove  out,  therefore,  to  Island  Lake  with  Mr.  Acton,  and 
held  a  hearty  service  there,  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  at 
the  house  of  Mr.  Anson  Grieve. 

Feb.  16th,  Mr.  Grieve  drove  me  round  both  settlements  of  Island  Lake 
and  Coon  Creek,  and  I  held  a  cottfige  service  at  Mr.  Hurt's  in  the  evening. 

Feb.  17th.  was  driven  to  Tyler  by  kindness  of  Mr.  Hurt;  thence,  by  Mr. 
Green,  to  Lake  Benton,  where  I  held  evening  service  in  the  prettj'  and  at- 
tractive Chapel  of  S.  John. 

Vch.  18th,  held  a  morning  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  also 
an  evening  service,  in  the  Chapel,  Lake  Benton. 

Feb.  19th,  visited  Luverne  and  conferred  with  Rev.  C.  S.  Ware  with  re- 
gard to  Church  building  there  and  other  Church  matters. 

Feb.  20th,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  held  a  hearty  service  at  Luverne. 

Feb.  21st,  visited  in  Pipestone. 

Feb.  22d,  held  Divine  service,  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
in  the  Opera  House,  Pipestone.  The  day  was  so  cold  and  stormy  that 
many  had  to  leave  in  the  middle  of  the  service.  In  the  evening  I  held  a 
hearty  service  in  the  dining  room  of  the  hotel.  A  Church  is  greatly  needed 
in  this  thriving  town. 

Feb.  23d.  visited  all  day  in  Pipestone,  and  took  pledges  towards  the 
salary  of  a  clergyman.  In  the  evening  held  an  enthusiastic  meeting,  when, 
inclusive  of  the  pledges  given  in  the  morning,  a  guarantee  of  $300  was 
unanimously  made. 

Feb.  25th,  26th,  27th,  28th,  held  Mission  ser\'ices  morning  and  evening, 
with  a  celebration  each  morning,  also  addresses  and  confirmation  instruc- 
tion each  day,  in  S.  Marv's,  Tower. 

March  1st,  morning  service  and  celebration,  confirmation  class  and 
instruction,  also  evening  service,  in  S.  Marj''s. 
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March  2d,  Mission  services  and  celebration. 

March  5th,  to  11th,  conducted  a  Mission  in  Grace  church,  Montevideo. 
The  con^egations  kept  increasing,  and  intense  interest  was  manifested.  I 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  during  the  Mission  to  ninety -six  (96t 
Communicants,  and  addressed  and  preached  twice  dail3'  and  Sunday  three 
times. 

March  11th,  held  evening  service  in  Trinity  church,  Granite  Palls,  assist- 
ed by  Rev.  M.  N.  Kay.  The  service  was  very  solemn  and  touching.  Special 
prayers  were  offered  for  the  sick  Rector,  and  there  did  not  seem  to  be  a  dry 
eye  in  the  congregation. 

March  13th,  visited  the  Sheltering  Arms  and  baptized  two  children. 

March  l+th,  held  evening  service  in  S.  Mary*s  church.  Tower,  and  ad- 
ministered the  holy  sacrament  of  baptism  to  two  adults,  and  held  a  con- 
firmation class. 

March  15th,  held  Divine  service  in  S.  Mary's  church.  Tower,  with 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  also  evening  service,  at  which  I  bap- 
tized two  children,  and  after  the  service  instructed  the  confirmation  class. 

March  16th,  held  early  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  Visited 
the  candidates  for  confirmation  at  their  homes.  Held  the  confirmation 
class  at  seven  o'clock,  and  Divine  service  at,, eight  o'clock,  when  eleven  weir 
confirmed.  Bishop  Gilbert's  practical  and  impressive  sermon  went  home 
to  many  hearts,  and  the  listeners  were  visibly  stirred  by  his  earnest  words. 

March  17th,  proceeded  with  Bishop  Gilbert  to  Duluth,  where  wc  were 
hosjiitably  entertained  by  Rev.  Wm.  Barker,  who  has  brought  his  Parish 
up  to  the  front  rank  in  our  Diocese.

The  Church  w^as  taste- 
fully decorated,  and  the  services,  in  which  I  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Hairc, 
were  most  hearty. 

March  3()th,  held  an  early  celebration  and  address  in  S.  Paul's  church, 
visited  during  the  day  and  presided  at  a  very  enthusiastic  vestry  meeting 
in  tlie  evening. 

Mareh  31st,  went  to  Faribault  in  the  interests  of  Church  mission  work. 

A])ril  4-tli,  visited  in  All)ert  Lea. 

\]n\\  oth,  held  Divine  service  in  Christ  church,  Albert  Lea,  and  cel- 
ebrated the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning;  catechised  and  addressed 
the  Sunday  school,  and  also  held  evening  service. 

A[)ril  Oth,  held  an  early  celebration  and  addressed,  also  visited  in  Albert 
Lea. 

.\pril  7th,  by  wish  of  Bishop  Gilbert,  attended  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  Minneapolis. 

A])nl  Oth,  drew  up  and  drafted  a  form  of  quarterly  reports  for  our 
missionaries. 

April  12th,  held  most  hearty  services  in  Christ  church,  Crookston,  with 
a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  in  the  morning;  at  the  evening 
service  1  addressed  on  the  importance  of  securing  the  ser\'ices  of  a  resident 
clergyman  as  soon  as  possible. 

April  13th,  held  a  morning  celebration  with  an  address;  visited  in 
Crookston  during  the  day,  and  presided  at  a  vestry  meeting  in  the  evening, 
at  which  the  members  were  unanimoush'  in  favor  of  securing  a  Rector  for 
the  F*arish. 
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April  14th  and  16th,  visited  in  St.  Vincent  and  Pembina  old  parishioners' 
and  conferred  with  the  Rev.  H.  Beer  with  regard  to  Church  work  in  this 
field.  Mr.  Beer  is  highly  esteemed,  and  is  doing  hard  and  most  excellent 
work  amid  the  discouragement  of  constant  removals. 

April  19th,  held  Divine  service  in  S.James*,  Fergus  Falls,  with  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion :  baptized  an  infant,  catechised  and  addressed 
the  Sundaj'  school;  and  held  evening  service.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Rollit  is 
deservedly  highly  esteemed  by  his  flock. 

April  20th,  visited  Alexandria  on  Church  work. 

April  21st,  visited  and  held  service  in  Wadena. 

April  25th,  met  some  members  of  S.  Andrew's  church  at  Waterville. 

April  26th,  assisted  by  Rev.  Wm.  Tuson,  held  morning  service  with  cele- 
bration four  miles  beyond  Le  Sueur  Center;  afternoon  at  Cordova,  with 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion ;  and  in  the  evening  in  S.  Andn'w's 
church,  Waterville,  with  celebration.  We  drove  42  miles  in  order  to  hold 
these  three  services.  Mr.  Tuson  is  doing  hard  and  persevering  work  in 
these  scattered  mission  stations. 

April  27th,  visited  in  Waseca.  The  people  there  are  very  much  cast 
down  over  Church  prospects  there,  and  I  tried  to  encourage  them. 

April  28th,  visited  all  day  in  St.  Charles,  and  was  successful  in  getting 
pledges  towards  the  salary  of  the  Rev.  S.  Pritchard.  and,  assisted  by  him, 
held  a  very  hearty  service  in  Trinity  church  in  the  evening. 

April  »30th,  visited  several  families  with  Rev.  M.  Jukes  in  Alexandria, 
and,  assisted  by  him,  held  evening  service  in  Emmanuel  church. 

May  1st,  visited  some  families  with  Rev.  M.  Jukes.  Mr.  Jukes  has  done 
hard,  trying,  and  successful  work  in  an  extensive  field.  In  the  evening 
went  on  to  Moorhead  and  visited  the  successful  Rector  there,  the  Rev.  G. 
A.  Harvey. 

May  2d,  visited  with  Rev.  R.  C.  E.  Lockhart  in  Detroit  in  the  morning, 
and  in  Perham  in  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

May  3d,- held  Divine  service,  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
in  P^piphanj'  church,  Perham,  in  the  morning,  and  assisted  by  the  Rev.  R.C. 
E.  Lockhart,  held  Divine  service,  with  celebration,  in  S.  Luke's,  Detroit,  in 
the  evening.     Mr.  Lockhart  has  done  some  excellent  work  in  Detroit. 

May  6th,  Vvith  the  assistance  of  the  hard  working  and  successful  Rector 
of  Redwood  Falls,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  Christ  church,  Beaver  Falls,  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering  of  people  from  far  and 
near. 

May  7th,  Ascension  Day,  assisted  by  Rev.  M.  N.  Ray,  held  Divine  service 
and  celebration  in  Grace  church.  Montevideo.  Visited  in  the  afternoon, 
and  held  service  in  the  evening. 

May  8th,  by  wish  of  Bishop  Gilbert,  cancelled  all  my  appointments  in 
the  western  part  of  the  State,  and  returned  to  take  charge  of  S.  Matthew's, 
New  Boston,  Minneapolis,  but  on  my  arrival  in  the  city  found  that  the  Rev. 
A.J.  Graham  had  taken  charge  of  the  work. 

May  9th,  visited  in  Rush  City  with  Mr.  Caldwell,  lay  reader  in  charge 
of  the  Mission. 

May  10th.  as.sisted  bv  Mr.  Caldwell,  held  Divine  service  in  Grace  church. 
Rush  City,  and  I  also  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Drove  to  S.  James' 
Mission,  Goose  Creek,  and  held  service  with  celebration  there  in  the 
afternoon,  and  baptized  an  infant.  We  then  proceeded  to  Harris  and  held 
a  4.30  p.m.  service;  and  thence  to  North  Branch,  where  we  held  an  evening 
service  and  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  We  drove  seventeen  miles 
and  held  four  services,  which  is  a  sample  of  the  hard  and  earnest  work 
of  Mr.  John  Caldwell,  now  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders.

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May  11th.  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  S.  Mary*s,  Merriam  Park, 
and  attended  and  took  part  in  the  meeting  of  the  Central  Convocation. 

May  2th  and  13th,  attended,  as  one  of  the  examining  chaplains,  the 
examination  of  the  Rev.  M.  N.  Ray  for  the  holy  order  of  Priest,  in  which  he 
was  success  I  ul. 

May  loth  and  16th,  partially  wrote  my  report  for  the  Annual  Council 
of  the  Diocese. 

May  17th,  held  Divine  service,  with  celebration  of  the  H0I3*  Communion, 
ill  Christ  church,  Crookston,  and  opened  the  Sunday  school ;  also  held  even- 
ing service. 

May  18th,  held  morning  celebration  in  Christ  church,  Crookston,  with 
an  address.  Met  some  members  of  the  vestry,  and  visited  the  remainder 
ot  the  day. 

May  19th,  had  the  great  privilege  of  visiting  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawley,  who 
was  very  sick,  but  hopeful,  peaceful  and  blessedly  resigned,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  to  him  and  his  family.  When  I  said  goodbye 
and  gave  him  my  Priestly  blessing,  he  told  me  all  was  well,  and  it  seemed 
as  \(  his  mind  pondered  much  on  the  blessed  rest  of  Paradise. 

May  2()th,  visited  in  Perham,  after  conferring  with  Rev.  R.  C.  E.  Lock- 
hart,  and  held  evening  service  there;  also  met  and  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion after  the  service,  antl  made  arrangements  for  services  in  Perham  every 
alternate  Sunday  morning. 

May  23(1,  visited  all  day  in  Marshall. 

May  24-tli,  held  an  early  celebration  in  S.John's  chapel.  Lake  Benton; 
Divine  service  at  11.  when  I  addressed  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army. 
The  Chapel  was  full  to  overflowing,  and  many  could  not  gain  an  entrance. 
In  tlie  afternoon  I  baptized  an  adult  and  addressed  on  Holy  Baptism,  and 
in  the  evening  held  evening  service.  Mr.  J.  D.  Green  assisted  in  the  morning 
and  evening  services,  and  his  work  at  Lake  Benton  is  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable in  the  Diocese.  They  have  now  their  tower  and  spire  coni- 
|)lcte<],  a  very  fine  515  lb.  Meneely  bell  in  place  therein,  and  a  solid  silver 
Coniniiinion  service  presented  by  Trinity  chapel.  New  York,  and  used 
bv  me  for  the  first  time  on  Trinitv  Snndav. 

May  25th,  held  an  early  celebration  in  S.John's  chapel.  Lake  Benton, 
and  visited  all  day  in  the  town  there. 

May  2rith.  visited  in  Coon  Creek  and  Island  Lake,  and  held  Divine  ser- 
vice in  Mr.  Hurt's  house  in  the  evening. 

May  27tli.  held  Divine  service,  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
at  Mr.  (iricve's  house.  Island  Lake.  The  Church  here  will  be  completed  by 
the  27th  of  June,  and  will  be  entirely  free  from  debt,  the  gift  ol  Messrs.  .\c- 
ton  and  Hurt's  iriends  in  Hngland  and  other  good  friends  in  the  colon:. 
The  Church  will  be  consecrated  on  Sunday,  June  the  28th. 

May  2Sth,  was  driven  over  l>y  Mr.  Grieve  to  Marshall,  and  visited  there 
in  the  afternoon,  and  held  Divine  service  in  S.James'  chapel  in  the  evening, 
after  which  I  niet  the  members  of  the  building  committee  and  it  was  unani- 
nious'y  resolved  to  go  on  with  the  building  of  a  stone  Church  there. 

.May  3()th.  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Mission  Board. 

May  31st.  held  Divine  service  in  Christ  church,  Albert  Lea,  with  a  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning,  catechised  the  Stmday 
school  and  held  evening  .service.  The  Parish  is  entirely  out  of  debt,  the 
subseriptiofjs  duly  raised  towards  a  resident  clergyman's  salary,  and  the 
outlook  is  most  hopeful  and  very  prosperous. 

During  tlie  past  year  I  have  preached  and  addressed  275  times,  and  ad- 
niinistcied  the  Holy  Communion  ninety-three  times  to  1,155  Communi- 
cants.    I  have  administered  the  holy  sacrament  of  Baptism  to  nine  adnlts 
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and  seventeen  children,  making  a  total  of  twenty-six  in  all.  I  have  laid 
two  corner  stones,  viz.,  S.  James',  Marshall,  and  Christ  church,  Beaver 
Falls.  I  have  married  one  couple,  and  have  traveled  in  the  State  17,467 
miles,  and  thus  spent  seventy-three  days  of  twelve  hours  long  on  the  cars. 
I  have  assisted  thirteen  Parishes  or  Missions  to  raise  the  salary  towards  a 
Rector  or  Missionary  to  the  extent  of  $6,517.  I  have  disbursed  for  Church 
building  and  for  part  of  the  salary  of  the  Rector  of  West  Duluth,  out 
of  funds  collected  l^ast,  $1,032.31.  My  offertories  have  amounted  to 
$240.87;  my  expenses  to  $199.96;  thus  Uaving  a  balance  on  hand 
of  $40.91.  My  offertories,  in  proportion  to  the  first  year,  were  not  as 
large,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  good  Parishes  have  all  been  supplied  with 
resident  clergymen,  and  in  some  cases  w^here  I  have  officiated  and  the  sti- 
pends were  small,  I  have  returned  the  offertories  to  the  one  in  charge  of  the 
Mission. 

The  work  throughout  the  Diocese  has  the  manifest  and  abundant  bless- 
ing of  God  resting  upon  it,  and  thfe  Clergy  generally  are  alive  to  the  impor- 
tance and  deep  responsibility  of  their  holy  work,  and  they  and  their  flocks 
are  much  encouraged  and  stimulated  to  greater  perseverance  by  the  regular, 
systematic  and  helpful  visits  of  Bishop  Gilbert  to  everj'  field  ;  and  he  proves 
himself  more  and  more  to  be  a  loving  father  iti  God,  and  is  ever  willing  to 
spend  and  be  spent  in  the  service  of  Christ's  Holy  Church  in  this  vast  Dio- 
cese of  Minnesota. 

In  the  different  Missions  I  visit  it  is  quite  touching  to  hear  the  most  affec- 
tionate enquiries  after  "the  dear  old  Bishop's  health," and  the  earnest  hope 
expressed  that  they  will  yet  again  see  him  among  them,  as  in  the  days 
of  old. 

The  experience  of  another  year  would  lead  me  again  to  ask  the  Council 
to  enact  a  canon  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishops  all  nominations  to 
vacant  Parishes  or  Missions,  assisted  by  a  grant  from  the  Mission  Board 
of  the  Diocese,  as  I  am  sure  such  a  canon  would  lead  many  Missions  to 
strive  more  earnestly  to  become  self  supporting  Parishes. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  a  long  and 
careful  preparation  of  candidates  for  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation,  and 
where  practical,  would  advise  them  to  hold  a  communicants'  class  after 
confirmation,  in  order  that  our  young  people  may  be  more  thoroughly 
grounded  in  the  distinctive  teaching  and  doctrine  of  our  beloved  Church. 

I  would  also  suggest  the  advisability  of  holding  a  Sunday  school  teach- 
ers' instruction  meeting  every  week  in  each  Parish. 

After  considerable  discussion  upon  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  Assessments  and  Apportionments,  and  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  on 
the  same,  the  Hon.  Isaac  Atwater  offered  the  following 
resolution  — 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Assessments  and  Appor- 
tionments be  adopted  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rev.  C.  A.  Poole  offered  the  following  —

PROPOSED   AMENDMENT  TO  CANON   III. 

Resolved,  That  Canon  III.,  **0n  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports,"  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

First :  The  present  divisions  of  the  Canon  are  hereby  numbered  sections 
1,  3  and  4. 

Second :    That  the  present  section  1  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  provided,  at  its  expense,  a  Parish 
Register,  in  which  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  shall  record  the  names 
of  all  persons  baptized,  confirmed,  married,  and  who  have  died  within  his 
cure;  also  the  names  of  all  commimicants,  heads  of  families,  children,  and 
adult  persons  belonging  to  it,  with  the  date  of  each  event. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  to  issue 
to  each  and  every  memljer  of  the  Church  a  "  Membership  Certiticate,"  certi- 
fying that  they  are  members  of  the  said  Parish,  wnich  **  Membership  Certi- 
ficate" must  be  held  by  the  person  until  membership  is  sought  in  another 
Parish,  at  which  time  the  '*  Membership  Certificate"  must  be  surrendered 
to  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Parish  or  congregation  issuing 
the  same,  and  a  "  Certificate  Commendatory  "  taken.  No  person  shall  hold 
a  "Certificate  of  Membership  in  more  than  one  Parish  at  the  same  time. 
The  names  of  persons  removing  from  one  Parish  or  congregation  to  an- 
other Parish  or  congregation  within  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  entered  upon 
said  Parish  list  of  members  until  a  "Certificate  Commendatory'"  shall 
have  been  presented  to  the  proper  person  by  the  jjersons  so  removing,  nor 
shall  their  names  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  members  of  the  Parish  or  con- 
gregation from  which  they  have  removed,  until  a  duly  executed  certificate 
be  received  from  the  Parish  or  congregation  to  which  said  person  or  persons 
have  removed,  that  the  said  names  have  been  entered  upon  the  Register 
of  said  Parish  or  congregation,  and  then  their  names  shall  be  stricken  from 
the  list,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  returned  within  thirty  days  after  such 
entry,  by  the  proper  person. 

In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  the  Senior  Warden  or  Clerk 
of  the  Vestr\'  shall  perform  the  duties  required  above. 

Third :    That  section  2  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  also  be  provided,  at  the  expense  of  the  Diocese,  for 
use  in  each  and  all  Parishes,  the  same  to  be  supplied  on  application  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  Baptismal,  Confirmation,  First  Communion, 
Memljcrship  and  Commendatory  Certificates,  and  such  other  blanks  as 
may  be  required  in  Church  work  and  authorized  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  also  be  provided,  at  the  expense  of  the  Diocese,  a 
Diocesan  Register,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Dio- 
cese, all  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals,  performed  by  the 
Bishop  and  other  clergymen,  be\'ond  the  limits  of  any  organized  Parish  or

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at  any  military  station  within  the  Diocese,  in  the  form  and  manner  provid- 
ed for  Parish  Registers.  And  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  such  clergymen  to  fur- 
nish to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  annually  or  oftener,  the  names  of  all 
jjersons  baptized,  confirmed,  married  or  buried  by  them  with  necessary 
dates. 

Sec.  4-.  On  or  before  the  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council,  each 
Clergyman  belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  present  to  the  Bishop  or  the 
President  of  the  Council,  a  fulj  and  statistical  report  of  his  Parish,  or  such 
ecclesiastical  acts  as  he  may  have  pertormed  for  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  Andrew  D.  Stowe  presented  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Council,  a  series  of  Parochial  Blanks  to  be 
used  in  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  and  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which,  together  with  the  proposed 
blanks,  was,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Barker,  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  Legislation,  with  instructions 
t^o  report  on  the  same  at  the  next  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  series  of  blanks  presented  herewith  be  known  as,  and 
become  the  '*  Diocesan  Blanks,"  and  they  are  hereby  approved  and  recom- 
mended to  the  use  of  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Andrew  D.  Stowe,  amended 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dobbin,  it  was  — 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen  be 
appointed  by. the  President,  to  revise  and  amend  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  necessary ,  and

Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop  and  President  of 
the  Council,  in  a  feeling  and  earnestly  eloquent  manner, 
briefly  addressed  the  Council,  said  prayers,  pronounced 
the  benediction,  and  the  thirty-fourth  Annual  Council  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota  adjourned  sine 
die.

SOUTHERN    CONVOCATION. 

My  Dear  Bishop.  —  Twice  during  the  convention  year  have  the  Clergy 
been  called  to  assemble  for  conference.  At  Northfield,  last  December,  they 
met  under  the  presidency  of  the  Rev.  Wm.Gardam,of  the  Cathedral  Parish, 
who  during  my  ill  health  at  your  request  acted  in  the  capacity  of  Vice  Dean. 

At  St.  Peter,  in  May  just  past,  a  most  delightful  and  edifying  meeting 
was  held. 

The  Parish  Clergy  and  Missionaries  should  make  a  greater  effort  to  at- 
tend Convocation ;  they  need  such  a  time  of  refreshing,  and  their  work 
would  show  the  benefit  of  the  recreation  and  contact  with  other  minds. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  District  Presbyter  system  has  not  worked  to 
much  advantage.  Some  of  the  brethren  have  never  so  much  as  recognized 
the  appointment,  while  others  have  persistently  refused  to  make  reports. 
Two  reports  were  sent  in  prior  to  each  of  the  above  mentioned  meetings. 
Evidently  the  system  or  the  men  appointed  under  it  stand  sadly  in  need 
of  revision. 

My  poor  health  during  the  entire  prear  has  prevented  me  from  holding 
services  in  any  of  the  Missions  or  visiting  any  of  our  Missionaries,  al- 
though I  have  received  many  kind  invitations  to  go  among  them.

No  Report  appears  in  the  Journal  of  1890,  for  the  organized  Mission  of  the 
church  of  the  Holy  Cross;  the  discrepancy  between  this  and  the  Report  lor  1889  is 
explained  by  the  fact,  that  I  have  reckoned  only  the  families  living  in  the  village 
attending  and  supporting  the  church.  April  7th,  the  Parish  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holj-  Cross  was  organizccl  and  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  elected.  The  death  of  Mrs. 
J.  S.  Archibald  occurred  November  25th,  1890.  Mr.  Archibald  left  by  will  $15,000. 
for  the  support  of  the  church  at  Dundas,  to  become  available  at  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Archibald.  Prom  the  fact  of  there  being  no  legal  organization,  the  legalitj'  of  the 
bequest  is  l^eing  now  tried  by  the  Courts.  If  this  is  secured  the  church  at  Dundas 
will  be  placed  on  a  permanent  foundation.

Pepin,  on  the  evening  of  July  13th,  1890.  when  some  seventy  (70)  persons  of  Red 
Wing  lost  their  lives.  During  the  sad  days  that  followed,  many  not  of  our  Com- 
munion, sought  the  Church's  offices,  and  nearly  a  score  of  their  dead  were  laid  at 
rest  from  the  Parish  Church.

While  I  was  helping  the  elderl3'  men  here  last  Fall,  on  November  24-th,  my  wife 
was  reported  to  have  died  at  Red  Lake,  but  I  was  on  ray  bed  in  White  Earth,  so 
sick  was  I.  For  five  months  and  a  little  more  I  did  no  duty  in  the  Church.  I  am 
sorry  to-day  that  I  have  to  say  that:  that  I  was  unable  to  do  what  I  should 
have  done.  Then  May  1st,  I  removed  to  Wild  Rice  River,  and  I  am  extremely  glad 
that  I  am  again  able  to  work  a  little.  The  teachers  help  me  in  the  Sunday  School, 
and  I  intend  to  help  them  in  their  work  as  well  as  I  can.

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SEVENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT. 


Airs,  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Board  of  Directors : 

As  wc  come  together  on  this,  the  seventh  anniversary  of  our  incorpo- 
ration, let  our  first  record  of  work  be  an  ascription  of  praise  and  thanks- 
giving to  our  Heavenly  Father,  for  His  loving  kindness  in  preserving  us  an 
unbroken  band  of  yoke  fellows,  for  another  3'ear  in  the  work  of  His  vine^ 
yard,  which  above  all  others,  had  his  Divine  approval,  the  caring  for  the 
souls  and  bodies  of  little  children,  and  the  training  of  them  for  lives  of  future 
usefulness,  thercbv  "Suftering  them  to  come  unto  Him,  forbidding  them 
not." 

Perliaps  no  year  of  our  work  has  been  so  full  of  tangible  results.  Every- 
where l)etvvcen  the  lines  of  its  record,  we  may  read  the  fulfillment  of  the 
Masters  assurance,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,"  and  thereby  gather 
streni^lh  and  renewed  courage  for  future  endeavor  even  unto  the  end. 

The  usefu'ncss  of  our  work  was  greatly  hindered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  from  inability  to  secure  a  ])roper  person  for  the  duties  of  superintendent 
and  matron.  It  was  not  until  September  that  we  engaged  for  the  place, 
Mrs.  Thompson,  a  kuly  l)ringing  good  credentials,  and  from  whose  judicious 
nianaL'cment  we  have  already  experienced  gieat  improvement,  and  can 
anticipate  for  the  future  only  the  best  results. 

The  sanitnry  condition  of  the  Home  has  l)een  greatly  improved  by 
thoroughly  renovating  the  nurser\'  and  dormitories  with  paj^er,  paint  and 
kalsomine,  and  especially  by  connection  with  the  city  water  supply,  which 
lutherto  we  have  been  unable  to  make.  We  have  had  but  little  sickness 
during  the  entire  year.  Dr.  Hall  has  continued  his  faithful,  gratuitous 
attendance  and  we  hereby  return  our  sincere  thanks. 

To  Mr.  Regan,  tlic  children's  friend,  we  would  again  express  our  heart 
felt  gratitude  for  free  tickets  to  the  Exposition  to  all  old  enough  to  attend, 
and  for  the  excellent  lunch  and  j)()ny  ride  enjoyed  b\'  each  child  while  there. 

Religious  services  and  Sunday  school  formerly  held  in  the  chapel,  have 
bt-en  snspeniled  because  of  its  dilapidated  condition,  and  the  children  in  fine 
weather  have  been  taken  by  the  matron  to  the  nearest  church,  for  itervii-e. 
Wc  j)ray  earnestly  for  the  day  when  our  treasury  will  admit  of  suitable  rc- 
l)airs  in  our  own  little  sanctuary,  so  conveniently  near. 
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Children  old  enough,  have  attended  the  nearest  public  school,  where 
they  have  won  a  high  record  for  deportment  and  scholarship. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  two  deaths,  both  invalids  from  birth. 
We  have  given  up  for  adoption,  four  bright,  interesting  girls,  who  have 
alretidy  proven  a  joy  to  lighten  good  Christian  homes.  Number  of  children 
in  Home  at  last  report,  Dec.  1889,  36:  entire  numl>er  during  year,  75: 
deaths.  2:.  adoptir>ns,  4-;  present  number  in  Home,  32:  girls,  16;  boys,  16; 
ages  from  four  months  to  fifteen  years.  Nationalities — Irish,  Scandinavian, 
French,  German,  English  and  American. 

We  would  again  express  our  thanks  to  Mr.  E.  S.  Saunders,  of  St.  Paul, 
for  our  winter's  supply  of  coal. 

To  tlie  kind  fnends  in  the  diocese,  who  contributed  their  oflfrrings  at 
Thanksgiving  in  several  of  the  smaller  parishes,  as  the  good  Bishop  request- 
ed, we  return  sincere  thianks,  with  the  assurance  that  **  with  such  sacrifices 
God  is  well  pleased." 

The  crowning  glory  of  the  year  is  the  wiping  out  of  our  indebtedness  on 
our  Home,  a  sum  of  $4,500  with  interest.  For  our  success  we  are  indebted 
to  Rev.  Messrs.  Wright,  Millspaugh  and  especially  to  Rev.  Mr.  Wilkinson, 
who  has  been  indefatigable  in  his  efforts  to  secure  this  result.  To  those  who 
have  thus  solicited  and  thus  responded  to  solicitation  we  return  our  thanks, 
and  commend  to  that  God  "who  is  not  unrighteous  that  He  will  forget  their 
works  and  labor  that  proceedeth  from  love,  which  love  they  have  shown 
for  His  Name's  sake." 

Our  monthly  meetings  for  business  have  been  well  attended,  and  our 
beloved  president,  although  residing  in  St.  Paul,  has  not  been  once  absent. 

It  has  often  required  most  judicious  management  to  meet  the  expenses 
and  emergencies  of  each  month.  Like  much  of  the  work  for  the  Master, 
perplexities,  anxieties,  prayers  and  even  tears,  form  a  large  part  of  the  ex- 
perience of  which  there  can  be  no  record.  It  has  been  wisely  said  "difficul- 
ties are  the  material  out  of  which  God  often  produces  His  best  results." 
While  we  deplore  lack  of  means  to  repair  our  chapel,  to  furnish  more  and 
larger  sleeping  rooms  for  domestics,  a  play  room  for  the  children,  a  fence  to 
make  our  premises  more  private  and  secure,  and  alas,  many,  many  things 
necessary  to  make  our  Home  what  a  "Sheltering  Arms"  should  be,  as  we 
enterthe  newyear  freeof  this  debt  let  us  go  on  our  wa3* singing "Hosanna," 
still  doing  what  we  can,  leaving  all  in  the  hands  of  Him,  who  has  said  "In- 
asmuch as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it 
unto  Me."

REPORT   OF   EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen:  During  the  past  fiscal  year,  owing  to  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Alice  A.  Pew,  who  served  us  faithfully  for  over  six  years  as  Superinten- 
dent and  Matron,  taking  the  Hospital  when  it  was  at  a  veiy  low  ebb  and 
leaving  it  last  November  in  a  prosi>erous  condition ;  although  in  making 
change  of  Matron  we  have  had  many  unpleasant  things  to  contend  with, 
still  we  feel  that  Mrs.  .'\.  K.  Harvey,  our  present  Matron,  has  succeeded  in 
establishing  her  staff  of  Nurses  and  help  on  a  harmonious  and  efficient 
basis. 

The  present  Intern,  Dr.  Boleyn,camc  to  the  Hospital  last  December  and 
is  working  acceptably  to  both  Matron  and  Physicians. 

There  are  improvements  which  would  aid  the  enlargement  of  the  work 
for  which  the  Hospital  was  intended.  The  need  of  a  ward  for  contagious 
diseases  is  almost  daily  brought  to  our  notice,  while  suitable  rooms  for 
lying-in  patients  are  frequently  called  for. 

Our  present  buildings  and  equipments  are  in  a  fair  condition,  quite 
equal  to  the  means  in  hand  for  keeping  them  up. 
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Religious  services  have  been  held  at  the  Hospital  with  about  the  same 
regularity  as  in  former  years.

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STANDING    RULES    OF    ORDER. 


I.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Council,  unless  seconded,  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  "writing. 

II.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to  post- 
pone it  indefinitely;  to  commit  it;  to  amend  it;  or  to  divide  it.  And 
motions    for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have    precedence  in   the  order 

named. 

III.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  and  to  adjourn,  shall  always 

be  in  order,  and  shall  be  put  without  debate. 

IV.  A  majority  of  each  order  of  those  who  have  been  present  at  any 
time  in  the  Council,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum;  and  no 
questions  shall  be  considered  as  finally  decided   on  which  a  quorum  fails 

to  vote. 

V.  The  (^ouncil  shall  vote  by  orders  whenever  any  two  ni'.nibtrs  shall 

rc(iiiire  it. 

VI.  All  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  u; 
Churches  in  full  communion  with  the  same;  candidates  for  Holv  Orders  in 
this  Diocese;  and  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  in  which  the  Council  is  litKI. 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered 
on  the  Journal  on  re])orting  themselves  to  the  Secretary. 
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ORDER  OF  PROCEDURE. 


I.    FIRST  DAY. 


1 .  The  Secretary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his 
absence,  disability',  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  call  tlie  names  of  the  clergy  entitled 
to  seats. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation, 
when  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  present  their  certificates,  which  shall  be  ex- 
amined by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary  and  two  members  ap- 
pointed b_v  the  chair.  Irregular  and  defective  certificates,  and  certificates 
and  documents  relating  to  contested  seats,  shall  be  temporarily  laid  aside. 
The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  duly  appointed,  shall  then  be  called  ;  after 
which  the  certificates  and  documents  laid  aside  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Privileges. 

3.  A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare 
the  Council  organized  for  business,  which  shall  proceed  in  the  following 
order : 

4.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  should  prefer  another 
time  for  its  delivery,  if  so,  it  shall  at  any  time  be  in  order. 

5.  Reading  the  rules  of  order. 

6.  Election  of  a  S^^cretary  and  Treasurer. 

7.  The  announcement  by  the  President  of  the  following 

STANDING    CO.MMITTEES. 

1.  On  the  Organization  and  Incorporation  of  Parishes  and  their  Ad- 
mission into  union  with  the  Council — one  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

2.  On  Finance — to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urers of  the  different  funds — one  clergyman  and  two  la^-men. 

3.  On  Privilege — to  whom  shall  be  referred  any  doubtful  or  disputed 
claims  to  a  seat  in  the  Council — two  clerg^'man  and  two  laymen. 

4-.  On  Legislation — to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  proposed  alterations 
and  amendments  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons — two  clergymen  and  two 
laymen. 

5.  On  the  State  of  the  Church — to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  subject 
of  Missions,  Education,  Charities  and  other  work  of  the  Church,  and 
Diocesan  Statistics — two  clergymen  and  three  la\'men. 
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6.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  On  Assessments. 

8.  The  receiving  and  referring,  when  necessary,  of  reports,  other  than 
those  of  special  committees,  which  may  have  been  handed  to  tne  Secretary. 

9.  The  receiving  and  referring  of  applications  of  Parishes  for  admis- 
sion into  union  with  the  Council. 

10.  Miscellaneous  Business.

IV.  If  the  prescribed  order  of  business  on  any  day  shall  not  have  been 
gone  through  with,  the  first  business  on  the  succeeding  da^'  shall  be  the 
matters  which  had  not  been  reached  on  the  j)revious  day,  and  in  the  order 
prescril)ed  for  that  da}'.   This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  miscellaneous  business. 

V.  If  tlic  President  ex-afficio  is  not  present  at  the  oj^ening  of  the 
Council,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  when  the  senior  pres- 
byter present,  being  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  take  the  chair;  and  in  such 
case,  itnniediateh'  after  the  organization  of  the  Council,  a  President  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  clergy. 

VI.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  minutes  of  the  last  day's 
meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

VII.  Tills  order  of  business  maj'  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  the  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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
